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WWLR Expands 
to 3000 Watts

The LSC radio station, WWLR, is 
boosting its wattage from 10 watts 
to 3,000 watts because of a new 
transmitter and antennae bought 

5 th $12,000 from an equipment 
fund, according to Scott Walters, 
general manager of WWLR. 

The equipment was bought from CSI 
Electronics in Norwood, PA. , and 
because of a down payment before- 
hand, $7,000 was saved on the pur- 
chase. 



The new transmitter will be able 
to transmit 15 miles east and west, 
and 30 miles north and south. 

"The transmitter will be placed in 
the telephone room on the ground 
follr at Vail when it arrives next 
week, and the antennae installed 
in front of Vail, will be replacing 
the old one by the 17th, Walters 
said. 

"The format for the station will 
be the same," Walters said, "but 
with the new addition of the BBC 
Rock Hour, our programming will 
definately approve." 



Part-timers Receive $90 raise

26 part-time instructors will 
receive a $90 increase (per course) 
in pay rather than the $1,000 raise 
(per course) originally requested. 
Part-timers were making $900 per 
course and will now receive $990. 

Although the raise represents a 
10% increase, Cristal Brown, part- 
time instructor of chemistry, said, 
"Something is better than nothing, 
but this is still not fair pay." 

Last March, Brown and 15 part- 
timers made a formal request to 
Dr. Janet Murphy for an increase 
in their salary and for benefits. 
"We have not received any addition- 
al benefits," Brown said. 

A letter to Murphy and other Vermont 
officials, including VT. Chancellor 
Richard Bjork and Govenor Richard 
Snelling, pointed out that full- 
time faculty at LSC received an 
average rate of $1,900 (per 3-cre- 
<3it course) as opposed to the $900 
(per 3-credit course) received by 



part-timers. The issue was brought 
before the Vermont State College 
Board of Trustees in August. 

The pay increase will take effect 
this fall semester, but Brown siad, 
"The part-timers are only appointed 
for the semester. It doesn't mean 
we won't take a reduction in the 
spring . " 

Although part-timers accepted the 
increase, Brown said the issue was 
not closed yet. "We haven't caught 
up with what the last 15 years have 
done to us," she said in reference 
to the consistent lack of pay raises 
for part-timers at LSC . She said 
she would continue to represent the 
part-timers in the future if they 
wanted her to and said they would 
be looking for "more of an increase 
(in salary) in the future."

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Co-ordinator 
Position

Nancy Gagnon, a 1977 LSC graduate 
with a B.S. in Leisure Studies, 
will be temporarily filling the 
Coordinator of Campus Activities 
position for the 1982-83 academic 
year , according to Kris Girrell, 
chairman of the Coordinator 
Search Committee. "It's a temporal 
position," Gagnon said. She will 
be earning $13,400 for the academic 
year. 

The Coordinator Search Committee 
was unable to come to an agreement 
with the candidates they interview- 
ed for the position, according to 
Girrell. The search will continue 
possibly in the spring. 

The search committee was formed 
last April when Dean of Student 
Affairs, Bill Laramee, decided to 

make the position a professional 
one rather than a student position 
under the Co-Operative Education 
program. 

Kris Girrell, whom Laramee appoint- 
ed chairman of the committee, said 
that the threee candidates the com- 
mittee considered to be qualified 
turned down their offer. The coordi- 
nator is eligible for up to $16,000 
an academic year, depending on 
qualifications and is required to 
have a master's degree. 

Girrell said that all the candidates 
had legitimate reasons for rejec- 
ting the committee's offers. "One 
person had a large administrational 
turn-over (at her college) and was 
asked to stay and help with the 
transition," he said. 

Another candidate from the Univer- 
sity of New England turned down the 
job because of "home ties" , and 
another candidate was from a "fair- 
ly populace area" and didn't feel 
he could make the "transition to 
rural Vermont, "Girrell said. 
The salary offered was not a fac- 
tor in the candidates' rejection, 
according to Girrell. 

When the summer break arrived, 
Girrell said that, unable to fill 
the position, the committee "passed 
it back to Bill (Laramee) and let 
him make the decision."

Summer Enrollment Up 



Summer 1982 at LSC was a busy 
one. Every year Lyndon offers 
summer courses for all that 
are interested. This year the 
enrollment was 91 compared to 
63 in 1981. There were in- 
dependent study and co-op 
students as well as others en- 
rolled in regular classes. 

This year was the first year 
that computer classes were offered 
in the summer. Introductory 
courses for children as well as 
adults were offered. The com- 
puters drew the most people, 36 
people in two courses, because 
they hadn't offered such courses 
in other years according to Marc 
Wanner, assistant to the regis- 
trar. 

Other courses offered were 
Biology, Art, Math, Education, 



and Communication. Four courses- 
of 20 that were offered were 
cancelled. Seven other classes 
were turned into independent 
studies because of small enroll- 
ment. Many teachers taught 
these classes with under the 
required minimum of 8 students 
to give those students inter- 
ested the opportunity to take 
the classes they wanted. 

According to assistant dean of 
academic affairs, Perry Viles, 
summer classes at Lyndon are 
fine tuned to what the students 
want to get out of each course. 
He said that Lyndon is inter- 
ested in the special interests 
of each student and the courses 
offered next year will reflect 
what has been learned from the 
past summer session.

Brian Nowtarski (senior commuter) , 
Lisa Braman (junior resident) , Jake 
Edge (sophomore commuter) , Mike 
Cappiello (at large), and J. Peter 
Hall (at-large) were all elected 
to the Student Senate in last May ' s 
election in which 250 of LSC's 1,000 
member student body voted. 

Ernie Talpey, former president 
of the Senate, said he was "pleased" 
with the 25% voter turn-out but 
"displeased" that there weren't 
more names on the ballot. "Every- 
body that ran for an office got it 
because there was no competition, 
"Talpey said. "People didn't 
want to get involved, I guess." 

Brian Nowtarski (4 votes) was a 
"write-in" winner. He was unavail- 
able for comment. 

Lisa Braman (195 votes) lists the 
alcohol policy and quiet hours 
as. her main concerns. She ad- 
mits to being unfamiliar with 
Senate proceedings , but approves 
of last semester's Senate. 

"They've pretty much tried to do 
what people wanted, she said. "I 
think they did a good job." She 
said she thought the new Senate 
would do well. "I think the people 
that are on there will be able 
to work together," she said. 

Jake Edge (164 votes) is concerned 
with the Senate finding its 
identity. "If the Senate can de- 
fine exactly where its powers lie 
and exactly what juristiction it 
does have, I think we can do 
a lot," he said. 

He said he approves of the actions 
of last semester's Senate and 
feels that their biggest accomp- 
lishment was "booting Laramee." 
"I feel that they did a very good 
thing in removing the dean of 
student affairs from the Senate," 
he daid. "The dean has no place 
on the Senate . 

Dean of Student Affairs, Bill 
Laramee was removed from the 
Senate by a 2/3rds vote last 
semester. He will not hold a 
seat on the Senate unless the 
Senate representitives vote him 
back. 

"I think that students should not 
have to deal with administrators 
who are inflexible and base their 
decisions upon their own moral 
standards," Edge said. He too 
hopes review the alcohol policy 
and the dorm quiet hours. 

Mike Cappiello expressed con- 
tradictory views. "I wasn't 
happy with the performance of 
the Seante," Cappiello said. 
"1 didn't like the way the meetings 
were run." Cappiello is unhappy 
with Laramee 's removal from the 
Senate. He cited a "lack of

MEET NANCY GAGNON 



The following is from Tuesday's 
interview with LSC ' s new 
Director of Student Activities, 
Nancy Gagnon. Interviewing for 
the Critic is Jake Edge. (For more 
information see page 1.) 

Critic: Why did you originally 
want the job? 

I heard about it through being 
here and had told Bill (Laramee) 
that I was interested in the po- 
sition, and that was pretty much 
after they had closed for ap- 
plications . He told me that they 
were looking for someone with a 
Master's, so I didn't even go in 
to it at that point. Then about 
a couple months later, after the 
search and everything went through 
and they didn't get anybody, he 
mentioned it to me and asked if I 
was interested. I thought about it 
for about a month and decided it 
would be a good challenge for me 
personally and I wanted to stay at 
the college . 

Critic: Are they going to have you 
back again next year if you do a 
good job this year? Has there been 
any mention of that? 

There has been mention of that, but 
as it stands now, it's a temporary 
position for one year, and the 
search is going to be open again 
in the Spring. 

Critic: Do you think if you do a 
good job you have a chance of 
getting it again next year? 

I think that that is a possibility. 

Critic: Do you think they will con- 
sider practical experience over the 
higher degree in your case? 

That's a really good question, 
actually. I think that they look 
for a combination. If they could 
come up with somebody who had a 
degree and a lot of experience 
then that would be the person 
for the job. If they came up with 
somebody who had a degree but 
really didn't have much experi- 
ence, well obviously, it would be 
better to have the person that has 
had the better experience. 

Critic : How much are you getting 
paid? 

$13,400 and it is a twelve month 
position. 

Critic: How closely are you guided 
by Dean Laramee? Does he have the 
power to veto your ideas, sug- 
gestions or decisions? 

As far as I know, he doesn't. 

Critic: He doesn't have the power 
to veto your ideas or ...? 

I don't think so. I think that if 
there ' s things that I am questioning 
I would go to him and ask him pro- 
per procedures to go through, or 
if I'm stepping on anybody's toes 
or if this isn't a good thing to 
do, but I think, otherwise, I guess 
decisions are pretty much left up 
to me and, of course, SAC. 



Critic: What is his role, would 
you say, in your decision making 
process in the overall scheme of 
things? 

Well, he's my supervisor. 

Critic: Is he basically used as an 
advisor? 

That's the way I see him at this 
point . 

Critic: What do you see as the 
relationship between you and SAC? 

I see myself as an advisor, as a 
kind of guider, if you will, to 
bring my suggestions and ideas to 
them and my feelings about where I 
think things kind of are. And 
certainly to take all their sug- 
gestions and criticisms and stuff 
into account. 

Critic: So, you see yourself as an 
advisor . Do they have veto power 
over your ideas and suggestions? 
Could you go out and hear a band in 
Burlington and book them on the 
spot? 

I'm not sure. 

Critic: Will that be cleared up in 
the future? 

Yes, that all needs to cleared up. 
We need to get our constitution 
together, I need to find out what 
I can do and what I can't do. We're 
going to work on that. 

Critic: What is your top priority 
for the job? 

One is to have a diverse group of 
Student Activities Committee (SAC) 
members, including commuters and 
non- traditional students as well as 
traditional dorm students. Which 
kind of leads to having diverge 
kinds of activities, diverse music, 
cultural and educational programs. 
I guess basically, really meeting 
the needs of all the students, of 
all the students. 

Critic: What kind of events do you 
have planned for commuters and 
non-traditional students? 

I haven't really planned anything, 
but it's definitely a goal of mine- 
to plan things for those people. 

Critic: What kinds of groups, acts 
and bands have you lined up for 
this year? 

I haven't lined up too much yet, 
because I really want student input 
before I start planning all these 
programs. I have a coffeehouse 
planned with Dave Binder and I have 
some folk music planned for family 
weekend. And a few other possibi- 
lities in the making, San Francisco 
Mime Troupe, co-sponsored with 
Catamount. Also, Bread and Puppet 
is probably going to happen, though 
it's not for sur© . 

Critic: Are you planning to have 
both a spring and fall concert? 

I'm certainly open to that. If stu- 
dents want to have a big concert,

then we'll go with a big concert. 
I've heard some talk that it's not 
worth it to have a big concert here. 
I've heard a few people say that. 
If students want to do that and we 
have the money to do that and we 
know that we're not going to take 
a loss on the concert and things 
like that, great. 

Critic: What is your budget for 
this year? 

Our budget is , Student Activities 
is $24,900. And $4,500 for the 
lecture series. 

Critic: Is the lecture series' money 
administered through you or through 
both SAC and yourself? 

Lecture series is not SAC, lecture 
series is me. 

Critic: What is your view on 
alcohol use at Student Activities' 
events? 

If things are done legally ,o.k. , and 
by that I mean there are Vermont 
State Colleges' rules and regula- 
tions that we have to go by now. 
It's not Lyndon State's policy 
really , pretty much all the state 
colleges are guided by basically 
the same rules from campus to cam- 
pus . For kegs on campus , we have 
to go through SAGA. Any other kegs 
on campus for any event have to 
go through Mark (Boucher) because 
he has a permit now . 

Critic: Do you plan to serve alco- 
hol at any events? 



Yes, I'm quite sure SAC will be 
having events where we will be buy- 
ing kegs and selling beer, and that's 
legal. There will be BY0B"S. 

Critic: What about kegs for Spring 
Day? 

If it's done legally, then we can 
do it for Spring Day. It has to be 

cont. 
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legal. 

Critic •„ What is your view of drug 
use at student activities events? 

I'm not for that. I wouldn't en- 
courage that at all. 

Critic: Do you propose to do any- 
thing about personal use of drugs 
and/or alcohol at SAC sponsored 
events? 

We'll stay with regular security. 
As far as alcohol use, if it's done 
illegally, I would certainly do 
what ever I had to do to 

Critic: Take the neccesary steps? 

Right. As far as drug use, if it's 
really going on, and it's obvious, 
then I would do the same thing. 

Critic: Any plans for any infiltra- 
tions or anything like that? 

Not that I know of. We're just 
going to go with regular security 
for dances, pretty much as it's 
been. 



Critic: How do you propose to im- 
prove on the conditions with SAC 
last year, the problems and so on? 

I hope that I'm in better touch 
with students, keeping better tabs 
on how money's spent, so much each 
semester, breaking up the budget 
pretty much so half is spent one 
semester and half is spent the 
other . 

I hope at some point to more for- 
mally assess the needs of the stu- 
dents, maybe through a question- 
aire or I'm not sure how but I'd 
like to really do more of an assess- 
ment than just a feeling, talking, 
input kind of thing. 

Critic: Will you take credit where 
credit is due and trouble where 
trouble is due? 



Yes, I guess my feeling is that I'm 
not afraid to make some decisions 
on my own, but I'm working for the 
students. I'm here for the students, 
basically. So, I'd be silly putting 
myself out on a limb to be booking 
bands or spending money where stu- 
dents don't want.

Russ Simpson seems pretty pleased 
with the 1982 edition of his Hornet 
soccer team. And why not? Lyndon 
returns fifteen hooters from the 
'81 squad which finished at 8-8 
and just out of the play-off money. 
AND. . . the Hornets will add ten 
new faces to the team which gives 
them much needed depth. It will be 
a most interesting season indeed. 

Two all-conference performers- 
Mark "Bones" Maloney from Wolcott, 
Connecticut and goalie Brad Smith 
from Derby Line, Vermont and North 
Country Union High School- will be 
key components in LSC's play-off 
destiny. Maloney was the Hornet's 
leading scorer last fall, while 
Smith played well in goal, in spite 
of his temper outbursts . 

Other key returnees include Paul 
Maloney, Mark's brother, a starter 
at left wing. Speedy little Marcel 
Choquette from Sacred Heart High 
School in Newport, Vt. will play 
right wing; Jim Evans will play 
halfback. His brother Tom was last 
year's MVP, but has since graduated. 
Senior Dan Gratton, an all-confer- 
ence selection two years ago will 
play at one fullback along with 
Junior Pete Kellaway, another North 
Country product. Kellaway will be 
the glue that will hopefully solidify 
the Lyndon defense. Fran Demasi from 
Northfield, Vt. will play at one 
inner beside Mark Maloney. Demasi 
is very fast with good ball handling 
skills. He scored the game winner 
in the Hornets 4-3 upset overtime 
win over the University of Maine 
at Farmington last fall. As far as 
improvement goes Simpson is really 
high on sophomore Will Charron from 
Craftsbury, vt. Charron played 
extremely well this summer scoring 
close to twenty goals. He'll get 
the nod at halfback and will also 
see action at wing. 

Two newcomers from Connecticut will 
be starting, Aurelio Zappolli, who 
played two years at Post Junior 
College in Conn., may prove to be 
the Hornets big scorer, although 
he will start the season at halfback. 
Simpson says that the Waterbury 
native will see his share of action 



on the line. The other Constitution 
State newcomer is Andrew Karawoski 
who will start at fullback, but 
is also adept at both the line and 
halfback positions. 

The Lyndon back-up squad is none 
too shabby either . Two four-year 
men Mike Gove and Don Coombs will 
see considerable action; Gove 
at the wing position and Coombs at 
the fullback position. Mark 
Guttman should prove to be an 
important cog in the LSC defense. 
Guttman didn't play last year, 
but Simpson expects him to help 
out at fullback. 

A couple of freshman who are 
looking tough are Charlie Amblo 
from South Burlington, a half- 
back, and Darren White from Dan- 
ville at inner. 

Other important substitutes include 
Robert "Scooter" DiGrigoli who 
Simpson describes as "fast." John 
Watson, a very versatile player, 
who will see plenty of time as the 
season unfolds. Tom Castor, a 
product of U-32 in East Montpelier j 
will also see playing time. 

Other substitutes that round-out 
the LSC team are: Cris Cover, 
Oscar Garcia, Richard Nichio, 
Ted Taylor, Kurk Flynn, Tim Wat- 
son, and back-up goalie Rich 
Rollins from Randolph, Vt. 

This is one of the best soccer 
teams ever assembled at Lyndon, so 
expectations are high. A play-off 
berth seems likely, with a longshot 
at the NAIA District #5 Champion- 
ship. 

LSC will open up their season this 
weekend when they host the Fourth 
Annual Lyndon Invitational . The 
Hornets will play The University 
of New England from Biddeford, 
Maine at 3:00 on Saturday. 
Johnson State will play Hawthorne 
at 1:00 pm. The consolation and 
championship games will be played 
on Sunday at the same times . 
Lyndon has won the tournament all 
three years.

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Commuter Corner 

Cooking Tips 

— 6y Betty McPherson 

Too salty 

For soup and stew, add cut raw 
potatoes and discard once they've 
absorbed the salt. 

Or, simply add sugar. 

Too sweet 
Add salt. 

If it's a main dish or veggie, 
add a teaspoon of cider vinegar. 

Thin gravy 

Mix water and flour or cornstarch 
into smooth paste. Add gradually, 
stirring constantly, and bring to a 
boil. 

Try instant potato flakes instead 
of flour. 

Greasy gravy 

Add a small amount of baking soda 
if gravy is quite greasy. 

If time allows, refrigeration until 
the fat hardens on top is the best 
method. Otherwise, drop ice cubes into 
the pot and as you stir, the fat will 
cling to the cubes. 

Wilted vegetables 

Pick off the brown edges, sprinkle 
veggies with cool water, wrap in a 
towel and refrigerate for an hour or 
so. 

. Perk up soggy lettuce by adding le- 
mon juice to a bowl of cold water and 
soak for an hour in the refrigerator. 

Soggy mashed potatoes 

Overcooked potatoes can become 
soggy when the milk is added. Sprinkle 
with dry powdered milk for the fluf- 
fiest mashed potatoes ever. 

Soggy potato chips, cereal, crackers 
If potato chips lose their fresh- 
ness, place under the broiler for a 
few moments. Take care not to brown 
them. 

You can crisp soggy cereal and 
crackers by putting them on a cookie 
sheet and heating for a few minutes 
in the oven. 

To keep the salt shaking 

Wrap a small piece of aluminum 
foil tightly around the shaker. Foil 
is moisture proof and will keep out 
dampness. 

To prevent salt from clogging, keep 
five to ten grains of rice inside your 
shaker .

Snack Bar Costs $1200 
More Than Expected

The $20,000 fee estimated for 
renovations to the LSC snack 
bar was surpassed by $1,200 
due to additional ventilation, 
according to Richard Boera, 
dean of business affairs. 
But Boera said that the cost of 
the snack bar had no effect in 
this year 1 s raise in tuition 
( $130 for an in-state student 
and $310 for an out-of-state 
student) . The construction cost 
came out of "operational funds," 

Carl Pelzel, director of physical 
plant, said the $2Q,Q0Q fee in- 
cluded construction, materials, 
and equipment installation. Fees 
for Sam Crabtree, an architect 
who designed the area, were paid 
by SAGA Food Services, Pelzel 
siad . 

Construction began almost "immed- 
iately after graduation," Pelzel 
said. "By the end of July, it 
was pretty well complete." 

Renovations to the snack bar 
were requested last March by 
Mark Boucher, SAGA Food Services 
manager as a result of complaints 
of slow service. "Service is 
slow because of the way it (the 
snack bar) is set up," Boucher 
siad. He said that the facility 
was not designed to handle the 
amount of customers it had. 



Boucher said that he now feels t 
that the problem of slow service 
has been eliminated. He said 
that "generally comments have 
been positive."

The Student Senate decided on Tues. 
that elections for new Senate mem- 
bers will be held on Sept. 29. The 
decision came at the 1st Senate 
meeting of the academic year. 

Positions available on the Senate 
include Freshman Commuter, Fresh- 
man Resident, Freshman At-large, 
Sophomore At-large and Junior At- 
large. Elections will be held in 
the Student Center and Stevens 
Dining Hall. 

The Student Senate is a 12-member 
organization with 3 "representitives 
from each class who have the autho- 
rity to govern the student body. 
The Senate appoints students to 
thirteen committees including the 
Social Acitivites Committee and the 
Student Faculty Judiciary Committee. 
It controls the budgets of all 15 
student clubs and has control over 
all student money. 

Senate members present at Tuesday's 
meeting were Acting President 
Sheldon Ball, junior commuter, 
Brian Nowtarski, senior commuter, 
Jake Edge, sophomore commuter, 
Peter Cartwright, sophomore res- 
ident, and Mike Cappiello, senior 
at-large . 

Other topics on the agenda include 
discussion of which Senate members 
will represent LSC in the Vermont 
State Colleges' Student Association. 

The Senate president and 2 at- 
large representitives from the 
Student body will be chosen for 
VSCSA once students have chosen 
all 12 Senate representatives 
and the Senate has elected its 
officers — president, vice-presi- 
dent, secretary and treasurer. 

Nancy Gagnon, coordinator of cam- 
pus activities , was present at the 
meeting. She will be working along 
with the Senate controlling the 
budget for the Lecture Series. 
"I'd like to have some hand in 
that," she said, "because I get so 
much material for that." 



Gagnon also made suggestions that 
the Senate look into possibilities 
for the Transportation Committee 
to provide different routes of 
transportation for students, 

Gagnon also questioned whether 
she had to have the approval of 
the Senate treasurer for any pur- 
chases made for over $50. Presently, 
any club making a purchase of $50. 
or more must have the signature 
of the Senate treasurer. "FMty 
dollars is too low,'-! Ball said,' 
"I think we should at least raise 
the limit," There was discussion 
of changing the policy once the 
Senate is established, 

Mike Cappiello f senior at-large f 
raised the question of a possible 
conflict between him and other 
senate members. As president of 
the Social Activities Committee, 
Cappiello suggested that accusations 
of favoritism may arise, Acting 
President Ball suggested that 
Cappiello refrain from any votes 
that involve a conflict of inter- 
est. 

Senators Ball, Nowtarski, Edge 
and Cartwright all questioned 
SAC's right to screen applicants 
who want to join SAC, Ball 
said, "Every other club is set 
up so that anyone can get in f 
except for SAC, the biggest 
club of all." 

Cappiello explained that SAC's 
policy is to find people who fit 
the committee's specifications. 
"You want the best people possible 
to do the work and who have ideas," 
he said. 

Nancy Gagnon, who acts as advisor 
to SAC, suggested that the policy 
be considered for change. "I 
personally feel uncomfortable 
with how it is," Gagnon said. 

Student Senate meetings are open to 
all students. Anyone interested in 
running for the Senate must obtain 
a petition from Maggie Stevens, Vail 
306. Each candidate must obtain 25 
signatures and return them: to Stevens 
by Sept. 22. 



Murphy 

Responsible for 

Part-Timers 
Raise

LSC President Janet Murphy made 
the decision to give a 10% in- 
crease in salary to part-time 
instructors. Murphy said she was 
responding to a letter from 16 
part-time instructors asking, for 
"an increase in salary and several 
benefits. " 

The Vermont State Colleges Board 
of Trustees reaffirmed a $900- 
$1200 per course range for the 
Vermont State Colleges at their 
August meeting. Murphy said that 
the school ' s budget was already 
"locked up," and that the extra 
money came from cutting elsewhere 
in the budget. 

The rate went from $900 to $990 
per course for part-time instuc- 
tors but did not rise for Professors 
Emeritus, Graham Newell and Ruth 
Adams . Newell and Adams recieve 
$1200 per course, Murphy said, "no 
one goes over the (Board of Trustees 
imposed) $1200 limit." 

"Next year we may be able to give 
them more money," Murphy said. The 
role of part-time faculty is 
being studied by Peggy R. Williams, 
director of educational and personnel 
services at the VSC central office 
in Waterbury. 

Murphy siad "The General Education 
Requirements led the number of part- 
timers "depends on enrollment trends 
not only for the entire institution 
but also for each department."

Lyndon State College has re- 
ceived five GIGI graphics termin- 
als, a gift from the Digital 
Equipment Corporation (DEC) . Two 
of the terminals have color mon- 
itors and will all be hooked up 
to the VAX system as soon 
as possible. Two of the GIGI's 
are already installed and working 
in the Andrew C. Knowles Academic 
Computing Laboratory. The GIGI 
graphics terminals have a built- 
in local basic and microprocessor 
and screen commands , so it will 
run independently from the VAX, 
but sincd the terminals are not 
equipped with dish or tape drives, 
there would be no way to save a 
program except through the prin- 
ter unless it was hooked to the 
VAX system. 

The remaining GIGI ' s will be in- 
stalled as soon as the new lab 
furniture arrives, which should 
be in two or three days. 



"We have more terminals than 
terminal lines , said Randall 
Witlicki, coordinator of aca- 
demic computing services. "We 
have only been allocated 12 
active ports from Waterbury, and 
will be getting two more, but 
these two might only be tempor- 
ary . " 

The deck writers might be pulled 
and GIGI put into their ports , 
with the left over deck writers 
possibly becoming printers for 
the Apples, unless more ports and 
room space are appropriated. 

The graphics are similar to the 
Apple and take a written program 
to create the pictures.

Lyndon Rugby Club to Sponsor First Annual Clinic on Sunday

The Lyndon State Rugby Club will be 
sponsoring their First Annual 
Rugby Clinic this Sunday at the 
college. 

Three speakers will be featured: 
Dave Williamson, a rugger with 
eleven years of experience, will 
speak first. Williamson was twice 
named to the New England College 
Select Team while a student at 
Norwich in the early 70 l s. Since 
then he has played and coached 
at St. Michael's College and the 
University of Vermont, and played 
with the Mad River Club for the 
past six years. 

Jim Peckman will follow. Peckman 
has been involved with rugby since 
1968. He coached U.V.M.'s team 
from 1971-1980, and still jumps 
in when "the wind is right." 

Mark Perni, Director of Campus 
Health Services at Lyndon, will 
wind-up the speaker presentations. 
Perni has worked a number of years 
with athletes in the care and 
prevention of injury ranging from 
the U.S. Equestrian Team to his 
recent experience as P. A. at 
Stratton Mountain. 

I sat down with Lyndon's rugby 
coordinator Kris Girrell who filled 
me in on some of the "finer points" 
of the game of rugby.

"Rugby is a dirivitive of soccer," 
says Girrell. "The game was ded- 
icated to a frustrated soccer 
player at Eaton School in England, 
who picked up the ball and ran 
with it." From what I gathered 
from our interview rugby involves 
two teams with fifteen players to 
a side. The object, like football, 
is to take the ball from one end 
of the field to the other. The 
ball can be advanced by running 
or kicking, punting or lateralling 
the ball to another teamate. 
There isn't any blocking, though 
tackling is allowed- but only a 
clean form, devoid of cross-body 
tackles . 

In order to score one must place 
the ball on the ground once across 
the goal-line. Falling into the 
"endzone" with one's body between 
the ball and the turf does not 
constitute a score. The score 
or "try" is worth four points. 
Once a team has scored a try then 
they can attempt the equivalent of 
football's extra point, which 
is worth two points. Fieldgoals 
are also possible and can be kicked 
from anywhere and at anytime. 
A dropkick is the most effective 
mode of scoring an FG which is 
worth, as in football, three points. 



Penalties such as tripping and 
illegal tackling can stop the 
flow of the game, along with the 
ball going out of bounds. 

"There are two parts to a rugby 
match," accords Girrell. "There is 
the match itself, and the tradi- 
tional party afterwards." It has 
always been an English-Irish rugby 
custom to party after the match 
with the enjoyment of sundry 
libations and joint singing of 
bawdy Irish songs with feigned 
Irish accents. 

Rugby does seem complicated at first 
sight- at least to this writer. 
I won't even begin to try and define 
scrum or scrumdown or maul . BUT 
if you are interested in rugby 
then check out the clinic , which 
is open all in the LSC and Lyndon- 
ville community. 

This is the second full year that 
Lyndon has had a rugby club, so all 
interested people are invited. The 
clinic begins at 11a.m. in Theatre 
Wing A on the college campus.

Guest speaker. Dr. Michael K. 
Hooker, president of Bennington 
College, told LSC students to 
"take time to smell the flowers" 
and to "play life as a game" 
during the 1982 convocation held 
in the Alexander Twilight Theatre 
on Thursday, Sept. 16. 

Shunning both microphone and podium, 
Dr. Hooker, who holds an M.A. and 
a Ph.D. in philosophy from the 
University of Massachusetts, began 
by stating that much of a person's 
life is spent thinking about, 
and planning for, the future, and 
that very few people in today's 
world live for the present. He 
said that despite our most ardent 
and careful planning, the 
"future rarely fulfills our ex- 
pectations of it," and that people 
are too preoccupied with what the 
future holds in store for them to 
deal adequately with the immed- 
iate circumstances of the present.

In an apparent attempt to convince 
students to "lighten up" on their 
anxieties and the importance they 
attach to them, Hooker critically 
analyzed the rational basis for 
a human being 1 s perception of 
reality, pointing out that there 
is, in fact, no possible was to 
prove our "reality." 
Hooker presented an analogy be- 
tween pizza and life. He said 
when he eats pizza, he never tastes 
the piece he is presently eating 
because he is too occupied thinking 
about the eating the next piece . 

Dr. Hooker did his undergraduate 
work at the University of North 
Carolina, Chapel Hill, graduating 
with highest honors in 1969. He 
has held various academic positions 
including Assistant Professor 
of Philosophy at Harvard and Dean 
of Undergraduate and Graduate 
Studies at the John Hopkins Univer- 
sity. He authored a number of 
articles in such publications as 
Philosophical Studies, Philosophia 
and Business Horizons and has ed- 
ited two books. 

The convocation was opened by 
Ferguson McKay, chairman of the 
faculty. Reverand Brendan Hadash 
of the Unitarian church gave an 
invocation, which was followed 
by a brief musical performance 
by Linda Fuhrmeister and Alvin 
Shulman. 

After the convocation, a majority 
of attendants stayed to have re- 
freshments and speak with Dr. 
Hcoker and others about the event. 



SAGA CAN 
NOW SERVE 

ALCOHOL

SAGA Food Services now has a license 
to dispense alcohol on the LSC 
campus. Mark Boucher, SAGA Food 
Services manager said, "it allows 
us to sell and serve beer, wine 
and liquor." 

The license is bound by state reg- 
ulations, Boucher said. "We have 
to abide by the state laws just as 
any bar or restaurant," he said. 
"We're no different." 

Boucher said that the 1st and 3rd 
class liquor license was requested 
by SAGA through the Vermont State 
Colleges System in the 2nd week of 
July. It was approved by three 
town selectmen and the Vermont 
State Liquor Board in late July. 

"We were requested by the college 
to go ahead and do it," Boucher 
said. "We had to have the approval 
of the college." 

The license is for the small dining 
room in SAGA, according to Boucher, 
but "SAGA can dispense alcohol at 
catered affairs" with state per- 
mission. "We have to apply to the 
State 15 days before the event," 
he said. 

SAGA will dispense alcohol on Friday, 
October 1st for the October Folk 
Festival. Wine and cheese will 
be served . 



New Insulation for 
Whitelaw-Crevecoeur

The roof of Whitelaw-Crevecoeur 
will be reinsulated at a cost of 
$51,463, according to Carl Pelzel, 
director of physical plant. 

"Even though they are the newest 
buildings, Whitelaw-Crevecoeur ' s 
roofs are the worst in the Stone- 
henge complex," Pelzel said, "but 
aren't in bad shape. It is the 
flashing that is in bad shape." 

The funding came from the Building 
Division of the Vermont State Col- 
leges system, who got approval from 
the Vermont State Legislature. 

"The insulation that is now on the 
roofs is only 1 inch thick, where- 
as the new insulation will be about 
2h inches thick," Pelzel said. "The 
contract is with Rodd's Roofing, 



and my guess is that it will proba- 
bly take a month to complete, but 
because of teh type of job (roofing) , 
work will be done weather permitting, 

The Activities Center, which in- 
cludes the gymnasium, theatre, and 
science wing, was done last year, 
but there are no further plans to 
insulate any other buildings other 
than Whitelaw-Crevecoeur.

Security Problems

Security problems at SAC sponsored 
events was the main topic of 
discussion at the Social Activi- 
ties Committee meeting held Sun- 
day, Sept. 19. "This weekend was 
the worst weekend, with people 
sneaking in all over the place," 
SAC president, Mike Cappiello said 
in reference to an attendance pro- 
blem at last Friday's dance held 
in the Student Center. 

Nancy Gagnon, coordinator of stu- 
dent activities, was present at 
the meeting and complained of SAC 
members "not checking I.D. 's at 
the dances." Gagnon said that 
some members of the local high- 
school, Lyndon Institute, were 
allowed into the dance and could 
have gotten involved in alcohol 
related incidents. "The college 
could be liable for that," she 
said. "SAC needs to take every 
measure possible to prevent that 
from happening. 

Cappiello called it "virtually 
impossible" to check all I.D.'s 
when there are five separate 
entrances to the Student Center, 
but said, "We can maybe get it 
a little tighter." 

Despite the security problems, 
Cappiello said that the Student 
Center was being left in a 
cleaner state than in the past. 
"Compared to what it used to be, 
the place was left immaculate," 
he said. 



Other topics included scheduling 
for the semi-formal to be held on 
December 6th. "The only place to 
hold it is at the Colonnade," 
Cappiello said. "The Lincoln Inn 
is booked straight through 
January, and there is no other 
place to have it." But Cappiello 
cited past problems with the 
Colonnade. "About 4 years ago, 
kids were running over their posts 
in the parking lot," he said. 
"Some people were pretty drunk." 

SAC is now dealing with the Colon- 
nade's new management and are 

discussing a financial deal, accor- 
ding to Cappiello. 

Also discussed was entertainment 
for the up-coming semester. Nan- 
cy Gagnon passed around promotional 
material from bands including 
"Apple," "Stonecross," and "Cross- 
fire" who are being considered 
for Fall Weekend, Oct. 22, and 23. 

Also considered was an act simi- 
lar to James Mapes, a hypnotist 
who has performed at LSC for the 
past 4 years, and "Quiet Riot," 
a mime/dance act.

Video Game 
Vandalism 
Prompts 
Security Action

A structure will be built 
around the video games in the 
game room due to past van- 
dalism. According to Nancy 
Gagnon, Coordinator of Student 
Activities, the structure will 
cost LSC $350-$400. 

"Some construction is 
going to be started as soon as 
possible in securing the games 
so they can be locked, Gagnon 
said. "Last year there was a 
problem because the machines kept 
getting broken into." 

The initial cost of the con- 
struction, $700-$800, will be 
"split between the Game Room 
Supplies Fund and the video 
game supplier, "Bud's Music and 
Games, Inc." 

The supplies gets 60% of 
the video game profit, and LSC 
gets 40%, according to Gagnon, but 
she said, ''We're negotiating a 
contract with the supplies on 
what will happen with the money. 
There's a possibility that the 
distribution of video games profits 
will change." 

Gagnon said that the 40% profit 
went "back into Game Room supplies."

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Laramee Considered 
for Senate Advisor

Bill Laramee, dean of student af- 
fairs and former ex-officio mem- 
ber of the Student Senate, was 
considered as a possible advisor 
to the Senate at the Student Senate 
meeting held on Sunday, Sept. 19. 
Mike Cappiello, senior at-large, 
suggested Laramee because "I felt 
he would be a good advisor because 
of his knowledge of LSC policies." 

Last April, the Senate ammended 
their constitution to eliminate 
the non-voting position Laramee 
held as ex-officio and to pick an 
advisor of their choice. 

Other possible advisors included 
Joel Bedor, assistant professor of 
business, Graham Newell, professor 
of history, and Ray Geremia, part- 
time instructor of english. No 
votes were taken at the meeting. 

Mike Cappiello, senior at-large, 
Bryan Nowatarski, senior commuter, 
Lisa Braman, junior resident, and 
Peter Cartwright, freshman resi- 
dent were present at the meeting. 
Angela Hawley, senior resident, 
has not been present at the two 
Senate meetings held thus far. 
Also absent were Sheldon Ball, 
junior commuter, and Jake Edge, 
sophomore commuter. 

Also discussed at the meeting 
were possible changes in the Social 
Activities Committee's constitu- 
tion. There was opposition to 
SAC's requirement that any student 
wishing to be on the committte 
first apply and then under-go a 
screening by SAC members. A rejec- 
tion/acceptance is based on SAC's 
evaluation of the applicant. 

There was concern that the largest 
student organization on campus had 
the right to reject any student, 
but Cappiello said, "We were find- 
ing a lot of people were coming 
for a free ride." He hopes to limit 
SAC membership to 15. 

Other topics of discussion includ- 
ed dispensation of alcohol on the

Critic: $700 Debt 
at Beginning of Year

The Lyndon State Critic began the 
year with approximately $6,800 of 
the $7,554 allocated to them by the 
Student Senate. This discrepancy 
was because "past editors have run 
up debts that we are now responsi- 
ble for," said Paula Trahan, editor- 
in-chief of the Critic. 

Trahan said that current estimates 
place expenses for the Critic at 
approximately $11,000 for the 1982- 
83 academic year. 

Revenue will be raised through 
"advertising and subscription 
sales," Trahan said. "Advertising 
is in a shambles right now," said 
Associate Editor Jake Edge, "but I 
don't have the time to handle it." 

Edge said that Sue Teske is doing 
advertisement sales part-time, "but 
we need someone dedicated to orga- 
nizing the whole process .There 's 
a reasonable amount of money to be 
made for this person," he said. 

"We are also in the process of re- 
organizing our mailing list," Edge 
said. "It has been neglected in the 
past." Edge said that he is hoping 
that ad sales and subsricption 
rates will "allow us to continue 
publishing all year." 



Trahan cited organization as the 
Critic 's "main problem." "We've 
also had a problem with transpor- 
tation," she said. 

"In the past the Critic has been 
able to provide their own trans- 
portation," she said, "but this 
year, we have no vehicle." She 
said, "We have borrowed form a 
friend, but that gets increasingly 
more difficult to do." 

Trahan was satisfied with the first 
two issues' content, citing "great- 
ly improved" graphics but "I regret 
that the limited time factor caused 
errors . " 

Trahan said, "I'm pleased with 
student interest this year. A lot 
of students have volunteered their 
time to us, and I think that, as 
a result, the paper will greatly 
improve." She went on to say, "An 
increased staff would mean increas- 
ed coverage, which is our goal."

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The Three Sisters 
Starts Rehearsals

Rehearsals and designs are now 
in progress for the Communica- 
tion Arts and Sciences depart- 
ment's fall production of The 
Three Sisters by Anton Chekhov. 

Occuring in the late 1800' s, 
Chekhov's story involves the 
lives of three sisters and their 
seemingly impossible search for 
their means of happiness. The 
oldest sister, Olga (Pat Webster) , 
is a schoolmarm. Masha, the 
middle sister (Joan Bennett) , 
finds her married life boring, 
while Irina, the youngest (Lynne 
Lear) , is hungry for work and the 
fulfillment of her dreams. 

Originally from Moscow, these 
three now live in a smaller town 
with their brother Andrey (Max 
Russo) and try to find a way 
out of the stagnation they feel 
from living there. Their inter- 
actions with other people bring 
about several changes, although 
their goals remain the same through- 
out the course of the play. A- 
mong these characters are Tusen- 
bach (Chip Hamlen) , Chebutykin 
(Jonathan Bovee) , Vershinin (Richard 
Marino) , Kulygin (Christopher 
Cozzy) , Natasha (Shanna Silver- 
bush) , and Solyony (Gary Chester) . 
Other cast members include Vir- 
ginia Norris, George Krizian, Ed 
Rossi, Johathan Nelson, Karol 
Hammer and Dwayne Raymond. 

The show is scheduled for pro- 
duction the first two weekends in 
November, leaving approximately 
six weeks for rehearsals and con- 
struction of the set, lighting 
and costumes. The first few 
weeks of rehearsals will be de- 
voted to the blocking (stage 
movement) of the characters in 
order to bring harmony to their 
words and actions. After each 
act of the play has been blocked 
and all necessary changes in the 
script made, the actors will then 
memorize their lines. Following 
rehearsals will consist of the 
refinement of movement, timing, 
and the actor's full understanding 
of his or her character's person- 
ality.

LSC Enrollment Down

Enrollment at LSC has dropped this 
year from 1,023 to 959, ac- 
cording to Janet Murphy, pres- 
ident of LSC. "I forecasted 
that we were qoing to drop in 

enrollment last year," Murphy said. 

"We're down 23 from the projected 
rigure I presented in the 
1982-83 budget request to the 
VSC system. 

Murphy said that the number of 
out-of-state enrollment is now 
274, and the in-state enrollment 
is 661. The ratio is now 60% ■, 
in-state, 40% out-of-state. 
"We are up in Vermonters , " she 
said. "We are at the goal that 
we want to be at." 

Murphy attributes the decline 
in out-of-staters to cuts in 
financial aid, to the rise in

tuition and room and board, and 

to the "general economy." 
"They stayed home and went to 
-.heir own state schools, "she said. 

Murphy said that one result of 
the decline in this years en- 
rollment was that "this is the 
first year we haven't put 
students in housing downtown." 
She said, however, that so far 
as campus housing is concerned, 
enrollment is at a level where 
"we still have some triples 
left in the dorms." 

In discussing the reasons for the 
decline in the enrollment, 
Murphy said, "I'm down 52 women 
and only 16 men. That figure 
is a reflection of the economy." 

She explained that, "women still 
tend to stay at home, work, or delay 
their education, or commute 
to community colleges, where 
as men feel more obligated 
to stay in school . " 

Murphy said that the effect the 
enrollment decline has had on 
LSC has not yet been felt, but 
she said, "we are prepared. We 
will not go in the red." 



WWLR 

To Broadcast 
on Monday

WWLR will begin broadcasting "hope- 
fully on Monday," according to 
Merl Grabowski, operations 
manager for WWLR. WWLR has spent 
$1700 of their equipment fund 
for and FM exiter, FM monitor 
and antennas which will increase 
their wattage to 3000. 



An FM exiter, a unit that deter- 
mines the frequency of the trans- 
mitter, has caused a delay in 
WWLR's first broadcast. "They 
sent the wrong FM exiter unit 
so we had to ship it back to the 

Florida plant, "Grabowski said. 
"That should be in on Thursday." 

The FM monitor is neccessary to 
show the broadcast audio levels, 
and the antennas are needed "to 
replace the old antennas because 
the old ones can't handle 3,000 
watts," Grabowski said. 

Grabowski expects all 3 pieces 
of equipment to be in tomorrow. 
"It will take about 3 days to 
install, after the equipment is 
in," he said. 

Peter Morton, an independent 
engineer, will be paid an un- 
determined fee for installation 
of the equipment. 

Grabowski said that the increase 
in wattage will allow WWLR to 
expand its coverage of sports 
and to offer new musical programs. 
"WE ' re offering a lot of new 
programs, "Grabowski said. 

Sports coverage will be expan- 
ded from Lyndon Institute foot- 
ball games to include LSC basket- 
ball games. "We have hook-ups 
in the gymnasium," Grabawski 
said, "We have the availability 
to carry LSC basketball." 

Grabowski also said that WWLR now 
has "stereo broadcasting" which 
allows for a "better sound." 

WWLR receives donations from 
area businesses to pay for the 
broadcasting of L.I. games. 
"We have had to refund money 
because we were off the

SAGA: $600 to Serve 
Wine, Liquor and Beer

The SAGA Food Services' new liguor 
license, which consists of a 1st 
class and 2nd class license, along 
with a special caterers permit, 
cost $600, according to Mark 
Boucher, SAGA Food Services Manager. 



The requested license was approved 
by treee Lyndonville selectmen and 
the Vermont State liquor board in 
late July. 

The 1st class license allows the 
selling of liquor and serving of 
beer and wine in the small dining 
room at closed functions. The 2nd 
class license allows the selling 
of liquor in the same conditions 
as the 1st class license. "The 
caterers permit allows us to sell 
and serve beer, wine and liquor 
in other rooms or places . All 
events have to go through the Dean 
of Student Affairs office and 
have to abide by school laws and 
st ate. laws," Boucher said. Any- 
thing off -campus requires a re- 
quest 15 days beforehand. 

When the liquor is served it will 
be by either Boucher or his 
employees at SAGA , providing they 
are 18 years of age or older and 
know the school and state laws . 
"It was done to comply with the 
state regulations." Boucher said. 

When kegs were brought on campus 
and the beer served, it was going 
against the liquor laws, so SAC 
will now go through SAGA when they 
want kegs bought and served. 



SAGA will buy through a wholesaler, 
and a rebate of 10% of the bill 
will go for an Alcohol awareness 
fund according to Boucher. 

"We will not be selling cases of beer 
or six-packs like White's Market 
would. When we serve the alcohol 
in the small dining room at special 
functions, it will have to be con- 
sumed in that room. It cannot be 
taken out of the room," said Boucher. 
It is not the goal to have a bar on 
campus . " 

"At this time we will not be serving 
alcohol at meals. I have no plans 
for serving wine with spaghetti, at 
this time, except at closed functions,' 
said Boucher. 

The wine, which will be served Friday, 
October 1st, as a part of the Family 
Weekend, will be paid by SAC through 
SAGA. SAGA employees will be serving 
the wine.

LSC Asbestos Removal Costs VT. $145,000

Asbestos, a cancer-causing mate- 
rial that was installed as insu- 
lation in the mid-sixties and 
early seventies in nine different 
locations on the LSC campus has 
cost the state of Vermont $145,000 
to remove, according to Carl Pel- 
zel, director of physical plant. 

Two Vermont construction firms, 
both of whom are under contract 
with the Vermont State Building 
Division, have gradually been re- 
moving asbestos since the 1980 
summer break. Asbestos removal 
occured in the Stevens Dining 
Hall, the boiler room in Wheelock 
residence hall, the stage area of 
the Alexander Twilight Theatre 
as well as the Theatre lobby, two 
mezzanine classrooms overlooking 
the theatre lobby, the boiler room 
and basement stairwells of the 
activities center, and the former 
music practice rooms, which pre- 
sently serve as offices in the 
Communications wing of the acti- 
vities center. 

There is still some asbestos in- 
sulation in the former music prac- 
tice rooms now serving as offices 
for Communications Arts and Sci- 
ences staff, Pelzel said that the 
offices have been encapsulated. 
Encapsulation, according to Pel- 
zel, involves spraying an asbestos 
coated area with a rubber-like 
compound. This compound penetrates 
the asbestos, binding together 
its fibers, with the result being 
a virtual air-tight seal or en- 
casement of the coated area. He 
said that the asbestos, which is 
located in the ceilings, pose no 
threat to the occupants unless 
they are disturbed. 



Cynthia Baldwin, assistant profes- 
sor of Communications Arts and 
Sciences, whose office contains 
an encapusulated asbestos ceiling 
said that she's "satisfied" with 
the encapsulation but feels that 
in view of its "urgency." The "Red- 
tape" involved with the remedy of 
the situation should have -been mi- 
nimized in order to ensure a 
speedier correction of the asbes- 
tos problem. 

In 1978, Pelzel and the LSC admini- 
stration became aware of the health 
hazard presented by the asbestos. 
According to Pelzel, Arthur Lange, 
a chemical engineer from VOSHA, 
tested the air in the dining hall 
in 1979, finding no evidence of 
asbestos fibers. Consequently, to 
have encapsulated the insulation 
in the dining hall would have sa- 
tisfied the stringent requirements 
of the Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) . 

The decision to remove, instead of 
encapsulate, the asbestos in the 
dining hall was made, according to 
Pelzel, because it was feared that 
future renovation of the facility 
would have "stirred up" the asbes- 
tos despite encapsulation. 

The most recent work was completed 
late this past summer with the 
removal and subsequent replacement 
of the high-fly ceiling over the 
stage in the theatre, as well 
as that of the main boiler room 
in the activities center and the 
ceilings of both of the stairways 
to the basement level of the music 
wing, also located in the activities 
center . 



According to the EPA regulations 
manual: "The Contractor shall 
obtain the services of a licensed 
industrial hygiene or environmental 
health testing laboratory for moni- 
toring of asbestos exposure levels, 
shall locate sampling devices in- 
side the sealed work space, imme- 
diately outside near -all major 
openings in clean room and de- 
contamination room and downstream 
of equipment producing negative 
pressure, shall require one 
asbestos worker to we-^r a sampling 
device at all times, shall contin- 
uously monitor the environment 
of the temporary storage area of 
asbestos waste material , and 
shall continuously monitor, from 
start to completion, the asbestos 
removal operation." The above rules 
are just a sampling of the many 
which govern the asbestos removal 
process . 

According to Pelzel, the asbestos 
waste material was disposed of at 
the Lyndonville Landfill. In 
preparation for disposal, the 
asbestos was double bagged in 
polyethylene, sealed and labeled 
as such. Landfill personnel were 
made aware of what they were 
handling, according to Perzel, 
and buried the asbestos making 
sure to keep the bags intact.

Horse Club Hopes 
To Become Official LSC Club 



The newly formed Horse Club will 
seek $1,000 from the Student Senate 
next semester for operational fees 
to become an officially recognized 
club at LSC. Mark Perni, director 
of campus health services and 
organizer of the club, said that 
if the club is still intact by 
next semester, it will become 
eligible for student affairs money.

He said, "If they 
don't cooperate, we get security and 
let security take over." 

There was also discussion of vhether 
SAC would hire a policeman for $50 
(per night) for the Student Talent Show 
to be held Oct. 2 on Family Weekend 
Oct. 1-3. Cappiello said he will not 
hire a policeman. "We will rely on 
LSC security," he said. 

Last semester, Alan Tittemore, for- 
mer director of security, required 
that SAC hire a policeman for all 
events open to the townspeople, but 
under Scott Tucker, director of se- 
curity, SAC now has an option. "If 
he feels that we need one (a police- 
man) , and he can more or less give 
us a good reason, then we'd go with 
it," Cappiello said. "The only time 
taht we'd hire one would be for a 
large event where we're dealing with 
the public — like a large concert or 
a major dance." 

Cappiello said, "Security is going 
very well. We have not had any pro- 
blems . " 

With $22,117.75 left in their budget, 
SAC discussed their up-coming sche- 
dule for October and November.

4.

Pub- 
lic relations officers at AASCU 
member campuses will be advised 
of this strategy when it is fully 
developed. 



PUBLIC FAVORS EQUAL EDUCATIONAL 
OPPORTUNITIES, SURVEY FINDS 

Americans believe that all quali- 
fied students ihould be given the 
opportunity to attend college, 
according to the preliminary re- 
sults of a survey of public atti- 
tudes toward higher education con- 
ducted by the Group Attitudes Cor- 
poration. AASCU, along with 10 
other higher education associations, 
sponsered the survey. 

Eight out of ten respondents in 
the survey thought that the op- 
portunity to attend college should 
be made a-ailable to all who have 
the ability and motivation nece- 
ssary to profit from the experi- 
ence. By a margin of six to one, 
respondents said they favored con- 
tinuing low-interest loans to 
middle-income students. Almost 70 



percent of the respndents said 
they favored continuing federal 
grants to low- income students. 
They also favored continued sup- 
port for colleges and universities 
with a high percentage of low- 
income students, by a 61.7 to 19 
percent margin. 



PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS ATTRACTING 
HIGHER QUALITY STUDENTS 

A New York Times story on Septem- 
ber 6,1982, noted that because of 
"extraordinary last minute confu- 
sion over financial aid, more and 
more students are abandoning plans 
to go away to private colleges and 
are turning to low-cost colleges 
close to home..." 

Stephen Feldman, president of 
Western Commecticut State College, 
interviewed for the New York. Times ' 
article said taht he believes that 
financial pressures are bringing 
back a time when many highly quali- 
fied students went to public 
schools and when higher education 
was considered something to sacri- 
fice for. 

"Thirty years ago, the very good 
students went to City College," 
Feldman told the New York Times 
correspondent, "and that's we're 
reverting back to . The poorer 
student academically will be re- 
quired to go to private universi- 
ties and will have to accept the 
financial burden of loans. We are 
rewarding the academically good 
student with a less expensive 
education. "

According to Feldman, Western Con- 
necticut enrollments were limited 
to a 1.5 percent increase this 
year because of budget cuts. He 
indicated that this was achieved 
by raising admission standards. 
As a result, he said, there has b 
been a sharp increase in the aca- 
demic quality of students at Wes- 
tern Connecticut. 



TOTAL FALL ENROLLMENTS INCREASE, 
INFORMAL AASCU SURVEY SHOWS 

An informal survey of AASU state 
representatives indicates that 
freshmen applications and admis- 
sions for 1982-33 are holding 
steady when compared to last year. 
Nearly twice as many schools, how- 
ever, project an increase in total 
enrollment. Seventy- two institu- 
tions in 38 states are represented 
in the survey. 

Survey respondents were asked to 
explain the increase or decrease 
they were reporting. Their comments 
indicate that several factors are 
responsible for changes in enroll- 
ments and applications this year. 

— The economy , especially unemploy- 
ment, may be bringing students to 
higher education. The job market 
in certain professions is making 
some degree programs more attrac- 
tive to students than others. More 
students are choosing schools with- 
intheir states, especially when 
the tuition is lower than that 
at institutions in nearby states. 

— The student population is chang- 
ing. In some states, the gradu- 
ating high school classes are al- 
ready smaller than in recent years. 
This contributes to a decrease in 
freshman applications. In other 
states this anticipated decline 
has not yet begun. Some areas are 
experiencing population growth 
resulting in additional freshman 
applications and part-time stu- 
dents . 

— The uncertainty of obtaining fi- 
nancial aid is reportedly responsi- 
ble for multiple applications and 
students are waiting longer to ap- 
ply. In states where the financial 
aid mechanism is well-supported by 
the banking community, students 
are having no difficulties and are 
registering as usual.

Competition Keeps Text Book Prices High

The skyrocketing prices of college 
textbooks is a growing concern 
with students and teachers alike 
at LSC. Unfortunately, the sit- 
uation is in the hands of the 
publishers . 

Inflation is pushing book costs 
higher. "Most texts have gone up 
1 or 2 dollars since last spring," 
claims Vernita Heywood, manager of 
the LSC bookstore. "We can't even 
keep up with the rising prices." 

Heywood said that new editions are 
published every two years so 
publishers are keeping a steady 
cash flow. "Old editions are not 
available after 2 years," and 
teachers at LSC often require the 
newest edition. New editions can

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improve a teacher's instruction. 

The textbook-selling business is 
"one of the toughest rackets," 
says Ferguson McKay of the Eng- 
lish department. "Our department 
is bombarded with text salesmen" 
trying to sell the latest handbook 
in grammar or literature. 

McKay said that stiff competition 
forces publishers to "jump on the 
nearest bandwagon" and "aim at 
current fads" to sell a book. 
According to McKay, a few years 
ago ecological concerns were 
prominent in many literature books. 
One composition text published in 
the late 1960 's used jargon of the 
period in it's lessons — its title 
was "Grooving the Symbol." 

Though there seems to be no 
immediate steadying of staggering 
text costs in the near future, 
students should not dismay. A 
book buyer comes to LSC in the 
Spring and purchases the used 
texts from students. Texts 
are bought and repriced according 
to demand, thus students can re- 
gain some of their money.

Pell Nickles Bill: Student Aid 
Requires "C" Average 

Senators Claiborne Pell (D R.I.) 
and Donald Nickles (R OK.) have 
recently filed S. 2822, a bill re- 
quiring students to maintain a C 
average in order to receive feder- 
al student aid. 

AASU and the other higher educa- 
tion groups have expressed op- 
position to this bill, while re- 
cognizing that it is an effort to 
deal with possible cases of abuse. 
The associations have pointed out 
to the Senate Committee on Labor 
and Human Resources that the bill 
would require the federal govern- 
ment to monitor grades of several 
million students in some six dif- 
ferent federal student aid pro- 
grams, at some 8,000 institutions. 
It would require massive addition- 
al paperwork on the part of the 
institutions as well as the feder- 
al government. 

Further, the associations point 
out that this involves direct 
intrusion into the internal affairs 
og colleges, contrary to the self- 
regulation initiatives agreed to 
by the Department of Education, 
and includes institutional regu- 
lation of standards of academic 
progress. 

The associations have also pointed 
out that colleges have differnet 
ways of determing a C average, and 
that some institutions, departments, 

and faculty, grade on different 
basis from others. For disadvan- 
taged students, particularly in 
need of student aid, a C average 
may not always be possible to 
maintain. The proposed bill also 
lists s number of possible exemp- 
tions for students facing undue 
hardship, family problems, etc., 
which would also be extremely 
difficult to define or monitor. 

If hearings are held, the associ- 
ations plan to testify against 
this bill. Meanwhile, concerned 
educators are writing to Senators 
Pell and Nickles, and also to 
Senator Robert Stafford (R VT.), 
Chairman of the Subcommittee on 
Education. 



ACTION COMMITTEE GEARS UP FOR FALL 



The Action Committee for Higher 
Education, a coalition of 19 
higher education associations , 
including AASCU, is gearing up 
its fall media campaign to gene- 
rate additional public support 
for higher education. The Action 
Committee was formed earlier this 
year to publicize the massive 
higher education budget cuts ad- 
vocated by the Reagan administra- 
tion.

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Faculty Bypassed In Granting Of Degree

LSC President Janet Murphy's award- 
ing of a degree to an LSC student 
last May without the recommendation 
of the Academic Standards Committee 
resulted in a Faculty Assembly dis- 
agreement about whether LSC degrees 
would be granted by the faculty 
(through ASC) or by the president. 

In an executive session, held Tue. , 
October 4, which excluded all non- 
voting members present in the room, 
the Assembly requested that the 
ASC "make a study of the procedures 
used" in granting a degree and "ob- 
taining waivers for courses not 
taken ", according to Carl Hein, 
instructor of mathematics and one 
of the few faculty members who was 
willing to discuss the executive 
proceedings . 



Catherine D"Amico, who received a 
Bachelor of Science degree in ele- 
mentary education was named by i 
Murphy , in a Sept 20 memorandum 
to the Academic Standards Committee, 
as the student involved in the af- 
fair, 

A letter, written by Murphy and 
addressed to members of the Acade- 
mic Standards Committee on Sept. 20, 
1982, states that "After consulta- 
tion with tw~ legal counsels and 
upon the recommendation of the 
Academic Dean, I awarded Ms. 
D'Amico her degree this summer. 
The granting of this degree was 
the result of the counsels ' legal 
opinions; both felt that legally, 
not academically, Lyndon State 
College and the procedure utilized 
had been sufficiently ambiguous, 
that she was in fact damaged, and 
that her degree should not have 
been withheld 

On May 20, 1*82, Murphy made the 
decision to award D'Amico the 
degree against the reccommendation 
of the Academic Standards Committee. 

"I made the decision based on the 
information I had and information 
provided by legal counsel," Murphy 
said. 



She said that she informed the 
faculty and student members of the 
ASC on Sept. 20. "I sent it on Sept. 
20, not only to Academic Standards 
last year but to the new one," she 
said. "I notified the students the 
next day." 

According to Article 18 of a Facul- 
ty Governance Agreement between 
Vermont State Colleges and VSC Fa- 
culty Federation, "...the Federa- 
tion recognizes the desirability 
of some form of democratic facul- 
ty governance in areas of academic 
concern. Such faculty shall be im- 
plimented through a Faculty Assem- 
bly on each campus , consisting of 
all full-time faculty and ranked 
librarians only. Presidents and 
their representitives may request 
and shall be granted invitations 
to meetings of the assembly and 
its committees to present and dis- 
cuss administrative proposals in 
the areas listed in C below. 

C. Recognizing the final determin- 
ing authority of the President , 
matters of academic concern shall 
be initiated by the Faculty Assem- 
bly or by the President through 
the Faculty Assembly which shall 
consider the matter and respond

WWLR Returns To The Airwaves

LSC ' s student-operated radio sta- 
tion, WWLR-FM, began broadcasting 
on Monday with only minor tech- 
nical problems, according to 
General Manager Scott Walters. 
Walters said that the station is 
broadcasting at approximately 180 

watts, using the old antenna. 

The new antenna, capable of support- 
ing 3000 watt transmission, has not 
been received by the station, Wal- 
ters said. The station is broad- 
casting at only 180 watts because 
"we don't want to burn out the 
(old) antenna." 

The antenna was supposed to be sent 
on September 27 but "so far, it 
hasn't been received," Walters said. 
The antenna will be mounted atop the 
existing tower.

WWLR was ordered by the Federal 
Communications Commission to up- 
grade from 10 watts. Due to prob- 
lems getting the new 3000 watt 
transmitter and antenna, WWLR did 
not return to the airwaves at the 
beginning of the semester. 

Walters said there is no word about 
the arrival date of the antenna, but 
if the station must shut down to put 
up the antenna, "it wouldn't be for 
more than a day." 

The station paid for this increase 
from a $23,000 equipment fund "put 
into (a bank) account 3 or 4 years 
ago," according to Walters. The 
money was budgeted out of Student 
Activity fees. "We anticipate 
using as much of the money as we can," 
he said, but any that is left over 
will revert to the general student 
fund overseen by the Student Senate. 

Walters said the station got 8 new 
disc jockeys but the student in- 
terest was "as much as any other 
year." He said, "the only real 
problem is that we have one show 
that needs to be covered . " The 
show, Saturday afternoon, 3-5, has 
a "top 40 album oriented rock for-

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Remember Those Who 
Make Lyndon Possible 



The Faculty Assembly meeting held 
on Tuesday should be of utmost con- 
cern to each student at LSC . An ad- 
ministative and faculty body are 
disagreeing over the awarding of 
a degree to a fellow student. But 
where do the students fit into this 
grand hoopla? 

It would appear that members of the 
Academic Standards Committee , who 
give recommendations for degrees 
to the Faculty Assembly, feel of- 
fended that President Janet Murphy 
has disregarded them and has "gone 
over their heads." But the question 
of who has the power is not nearly 
as important as the question of how 
this power struggle is effecting 
the students and whether or not the 
student body has any say in the 
governing process. 

Although there are students seated 
on the Academic Standards Committee, 
they were notified of the Catherine 
D'Amico decision only after Murphy 
had sent a letter notifying the ASC 
faculty members . Murphy " inadver- 
tently" forgot to let the students 
know. 

One day is not of vital importance, 
but the fact that Murphy forgot the 
students is of great importance. 
Obviously Murphy does not regard 
students as equal members of that 
committee or she would have ad- 
dressed the letter to all members 
wothout regard for rank and posi- 
tion. 



Furthermore, the fact that the 
committee was notified of the 
decision four months after it was 
made also means that the ASC stu- 
dent members were disregarded. But 
none of them were present at the 
executive meeting of the Faculty 
Assembly held last Tuesday. Why 
weren't they there? And why were 
the students who were present ask- 
ed to leave the room? 
"Executive session was in progress," 
is the answer. But perhaps it 
should be considered that the very 
existence of an executive session 
robs LSC of the democratic process. 
The student is shut out so that the 
"higher-ups", the true "officials" 
of this college can talk about a 
case concerning a student which 
will greatly effect each student 
body member in the future. Why 
then is it so vital that students 
not be present when decisions 
about what to do with our degrees 
are being made? 

The fact that information disclosed 
in executive sessions could be da- 
maging to the college is a lame 
excuse at best. Students should 

know what is going on here 

whether the news is glorifying or 
damaging . We have a right under 
the U.S. Constitution to know. Stu- 
dents should be considered as human 
beings equal to those with Ph.D.s.

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Early Morning Fog Characteristic of Passumpsic Valley

The ever-present, early morning 
fog found on the LSC campus has 
become as much a part of Lyndon- 
ville mornings as the rising of the 
sun. 

Lyndonville, Vermont is situated 
in the heart of the Passumpsic 
Valley. The valley is noted for 
its high frequency persistent 
valley fogs that occur during the 
night and linger through the morn- 
ing hours. This is especially true 
during this time of year when the 
cold air clashes with still warm 
Passumpsic River and other nearby 
bodies of water. 



The Passumpsic Valley runs north- 
south, with foothills, Shonyo Hill 
to the east, Vail Hill to the west, 
and taller mountains Kirby Ridge 
to the east, Stannard Mountain 
to the west. In the Valley, the 
sun sets first behind the hills to 
the west, allowing rapid cooling 
to begin early. The best condition 
for this situation is during calm 
weather with clear skies when 
warmth from the afternoon sun can 
escape through the open atmos- 
sphere. Also drainage of cold air 
from the nearly surrounding moun- 
tains into the valley adds to the 
rapid cooling . When the air tern- - 
perature reaches the dew point 
(temperature which water vapor 
condenses into water droplets) , 
fog forms. Since cold air is 
heavier than warm air, it tends 
to seek its lowest level, and the 
result is low lying valley fog along 
with a temperature imersion, warm 
air above stagnant cold air. This 
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Rain And Clouds Will Return 



After a week of warm and clear, 
Indian Summer weather, rain and 
clouds will return Friday. By 
Sunday another High will move in 
getting next week off to a clear 
start . 

Night : Rain and cool, fog 
possible. 43-48°.

elevation of 1500 feet and 
occasionally up to 2,000 feet or 
so. This inversion usually breaks 
between 10-11 a.m. when the mor- 
ning sun warms the temperature 
back up above the dew point, and 
that's when the morning fog "burns 
off."

SAC Slates 
25% Of Budget 
For Movies

Approximately $5,000 of SAC 1 s 
$27,500 budget will be spent on 
movies, in the 182-83 school year. 
Roughly $2,500 will be used for fall 
semester's movies, but "next semes- 
ter is pretty open. We could spend 
a little less or a little more than 
this semester's figure," said Nancy 
Gagnon, coordinator of student ac- 
tivities . 

"We spend roughly $5,000, a fifth 
of the (SAC) budget, on movies," 
Gagnon said. 

"The rest of the money is for SAC 
functions, like dances, coffee 
houses, and other entertainment. 
We're having some comedians come 
in, which will be paid by SAC, and 
sometimes refreshments are served 
at some of these functions," said 
Gagnon . 

The movies that are playing this 
semester were planned by SAC be- 
fore the end of the school year 
this summer . "The movies were 
chosen last year, and were on the 
calender when I arrived this semes- 
ter," said Gagnon. 

As for the choice of movies for 
spring semester, Gagnon said, 
"Students have come by expressing 
interest in the type of movies to 
be shown, and I hope to form a 
committee of students to choose next 
semester's movies." 

The SAC committee will decide what 
the final selections will be. 

"I make suggestions at times to 
SAC, but they make the final decision 
on the programs they want to have , " 
said Gagnon. 

Mike Cappiello, president of SAC 
said, "The movies were a package 
deal. We bought them that way, 
which was cheaper." Cappiello said 
that Kathi Desmond, 1981-82 coordin- 
ator of campus activities, presented 
the package deal to SAC and SAC 
voted on it. 



Library Pond Is Becoming A Muck Hole

The algae and debris-ridden pond in 
front of the LSC library has "never 
been cleaned," according to Robert 
Michaud, director of purchasing and 
staff services. Michaud said that 
there seems to be an abundance of 
algea and debris. 

Wallace McLean, Vermont Water Re- 
sources Investigator, said that if 
the pond wasn't cleaned right, it 
is "very possible" that an abun- 
dance of algae could return next 
year. 



The main problem of algae build up 
is that the pond is virtually stag- 
nant. To this idea McLean said 
that if springs or part of a river 
were to be diverted toward the 
upper pond (by the soccer field) , 
that the flushing rate of the ponds 
would increase, and bring down the 
active algae. 

David Conant, Associate Professor 
of Science, said that it is 
possible for fertilizer, like the 
type used this summer on the grass, 
to wash into the pond during a 
rainstorm, causing the water vege- 
tation to increase. 



Although there are chemicals that 
can be used to kill algae, Aqua- 
zine and copper sulfate, the best 
solution to clean the pond, said 
McLean, is to drain the pond, let 
the bottom dry, and then bulldoze 
and truck the dried muck away. 

The pond has long been used as a 
swimming hole for LSC students, 
but with the increasing debris 
and algae, the pond is becoming 
a muck hole.

The new flag that is presently fly- 
ing is one that was repaired, ac- 
cording to Robert Michaud, director 
of purchasing and staff services. 
"I think the original cost of the 
flag was around $100," he said. 
"We have one ready and available 
to Mr. Pelzel when he wants to 
change flags." •

The Communication Arts and Sciences 
Department acquired 1.2 million 
dollars worth of used television 
broadcasting equipment from ABC 
Studio warehouses in New York City 
this past week, according to_ Alan 
Lifton, LINC Telecommunications 
Production Director. Excluding 
transportation expenses, the equip- 
ment was available at no cost. 

Netted in the trip were six studio- 
quality cameras, a frame storage 
synchronizer, (an "extremely so- 
phisticated" device which freezes 
a single frame or picture from a 
television camera and stores it in 
the unit's computer for recall) , 
a special effects generator, four 
audio cart machines, one large 
audio mixer and several smaller 
ones, a mini cam (hand held camera) , 
numerous spare parts, and "many 
miles of cable." 

The equipment acquired so far, 
according to Lifton, is "just the 
tip of the iceberg. We've made 
friends in high places," and 
"We're going to get real fat from 
this commection." 



According to Alan Lifton, a tech- 
nical producer for ABC Studios 
in New York City visited the 
college with his son Michael 
Mezquida, a freshman majoring 
in Communications Arts and Sci- 
ences. Mr. Mezquida toured the 
colleg's communications facili- 
ties and was particularly im- 
pressed with the LINC operation. 
A short time later, CAS Dept. 
Chairman Richard Portner received a 
letter from Mr. Mezquida informing 
him of the equipment's availability. 
The letter included the names and 
phone numbers of two ABC personnel 
that could be contacted for further 
information. President Murphy 
was informed of the situation and 
phoned a contact of her own, Mr. 
George Sebastian, Director of 
Corporate Fixed Assets for ABC in 
New York City. After some 
negotiation, the Communications 
Arts and Sciences Department of 
LSC was placed on a list of colleges, 
individuals, television stations 
and other organizations eligible 
to receive used ABC broadcasting 

equipment. _

Catherine D'Amico. D'Amico 
was awarded the degree by 
President Janet Murphy against 
the recommendation of the Academic 
Standards Committee of the 
Faculty Assembly. 

Kelly said that the faculty has 
no intention of attempting to 
ivalidate D'Amico's degree but 
said that they might take "some 
action that would have an effect 
of making it less likely for this 
to happen again." 

Kelly said, "It's impossible 
to say whether the question will 
go on the agenda" for the next 
meeting to be held Oct. 26. He 
said it was up to the Chairman 
of the Faculty Assembly, Fer- 
guson McKay or the Executive 
Committee which includes the 
chairmen of the Academic Stan- 
dards Committee, the Appointment 
Promotion and Tenure Committee, 
the Structure and Welfare Com- 
mittee, and the Curriculm Com- 
mittee. 

President Murphy upholds her posi- 
tion in the granting of the degree. 
"The student has a right to appeal 
to the president," she said. "I

Frat Initiations Result 
In SAGA Scuffle

Bill Hungerford, Kappa Delta Phi 
member and the student manager of 
SAGA Food Service, was involved in 
a dining room scuffle last evening 
between Kappa "pledge" Jay Gaden 
and Sigms Psi "pledge Rich Nichio. 

The disturbance broke out when 
Nichio attempted to take Gaden 's 
Kappa Delta Phi brick, carried by 
Kappa fraternity pledges as part 
of their initiation procee. Accord- 
ing to Nichio, he attempted to re- 
move the brick from Gaden 's hands, 
he was grabbed and thrown against 
the salad bar by Hungerford. The 
salad bar was tipped over, spilling 
its contents onto the rug and break- 
ing the fiberglass hood which co- 
vers the top. No punches were thrown 
during the scuffle, Nichio said. 

As part of their initiation, Sigma 
Psi fraternity pledges must carry 
an animal leg hold trap with them 
whereever they go. Three Sigma Psi 
traps were stolen by members of the 
Kappa fraternity this past Tuesday. 
Nichio said that he was looking, for 
revenge when he attempted to take 
Gaden* s brick. When asked if he 
knows who stole the traps, Sigma 
Pledge Master Greg Purcell said, 
"No", but he later said that he 
was "certain they were Kappa brot- 
hers." 



Hungerford claims that Kappa stole 
two , not three, traps. 

Hungerford said he became involved 
in the scuffle because, "As student 
manager, its my job to break up a 
fight. Hungerford also cited his 
"loyalty to Kappa Delta Phi" as 
part of his reaction. 

Hungerford expressed concern that 
his fraternity's reputation would 
be damaged but said, "I'm sorry it 
happened, but I feel that the Sigma 
guy was in the wrong . What ' s done 
is done," he said.

Service, declined to comment on the 
incident when contacted at his home 
Wednesday evening.

1981-82 Yearbooks 
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Theater Dept. Requests $3,000 From SAC

Bob Norvold, assistant professor 
of dramatic production, requested 
$3,000 from the 'Social Activities 
Committee for funding of a "major 
play production" to be put on by 
LSC ' s Theater Department the 
first week of May. The request 
came at the SAC meeting held Sun- 
day, October 10 amd has not yet 
been voted on. 

Norvold said that the production 
will cost $4,000 and that SAC's 
contribution should be considered 
a "loan guarentee." The $4,000 
figure includes choreographers, 
musical directors, sets, costumes, 
and an orchestra. 

"Let's assume I can put in an 
amount of $1,000," he said. "Let's 
say that you will guarentee $3,000. 
The first $3,000 in ticket sales 
will go right back to you. There's 
a minimum risk on your part." 

"You'd become the investors," 
Norvold said. "You could be very 
actively involved in the produc- 
tion of this show." 

The show has not been chosen, but 
Norvold is considering "Cabaret" 
or "Oklahoma." 

The Theater Department has a 
budget of approximately $3,400, 
according to Norvold 's figures. 
Their yearly budget consists of 
$2,400 from the Student Activities 
Fee paid by all students and dis- 



tributed by the Student Senate, 
$500 from the Communications Arts 
and Sciences Department, and $500 
in profits. "I can't go ahead 
and do a major production without 
a guarenteed budget," Norvold said. 
"It's absolutely possible that 
we'll do $5,000 worth of business." 

Norvold siad that SAC will be able 
to provide "suggestions for the 
show" to be chosen later but said 
he would like to do a "major 
traditional musical." 

Also discussed at the meeting was 
"Casino Night" to be sponsored by 
SAC and Sigma Psi Fraternity/So- 
rority on Saturday, October 23 
in Stevens Dining Hall. 

"Casino Night" will include 
gambling, a dance with "Apple," 
and an open bar. "It's going to 
cost us — for the entire evening — 
$1,325," president of SAC Cappiello 
said. He said that Sigma Psi will 
run Casino Night while SAC will 
"basically be on security." 

The event will not be open to the 
public, but Cappiello said, "We 
will be having one paid police- 
man and two security people." 

Any profits will go to Sigma 
Psi. "When they had it last time, 
they got well over $200," Cappi- 
ello said.

WWLR Airs At 2,750 Watts 



Final compilation of results were 
not yet available, look for this 
and profiles of new senate members 
in next week's Critic.

LSc 1 s student-run radio 
station WWLR began broadcasting 
at approximately 2750 watts 
on October 11 at 3:00 P.M. 
with "no major technical dif- 
ficulties," according to General 
Manager, Scott Walters. The 
new transmitter is operating 
at 3000 watts but there is a 
"loss of about 250 watts in 
the lines going up to the 
antenna," Walters said. 

The increase in wattage has 
caused the station to be rec- 
ieved with a "fuzzy signal" as 
far away as Burlington and 
Dixville, Quebec, according 
to Walters. "Particularly 
going west it (the range) is 
much larger than we had ever 
anticipated," he said. 

The changeover went over "sur- 
prisingly well, better than 
expected," according to Program 
Director Rich Haskell, but 
"there is definately need for 
improvement." He said that he 
is pleased with the station's 
format "because we are pleasing 
as many people as we can . " 



Haskell said that the station is 
getting "nothing but favorable 
response from the townspeople," 
but "I expect to get more 
(response) when we do (cover) 
away games of Lyndon Institute 
football. He said that the com- 
munity will appreciate the 
station for covering games that 
they do not have the opportunity 
to see. 

Walters said that the final 
bill for the 3000 watt upgrade 
is not available yet "but we 
are still under our budget of 
$23,000." He said that by 
November 15 "we should have 
allthe bills paid and know the 
f inalcost. " 

Walters said he hopes to keep 
the station open during vacation 
breaks , but there are problems 
keeping the staff in the area 
during vacations. 

Only one interference problem 
has been reported and that is 
expected to be corrected by a 
$14.00filter for the transmitter. 



Security's Role Defined

The Security force at LSC is not 
a police force but its duty is 
to patrol the campus, according 
to Scott Tucker, director of 
security. 

Their duties include checking and 
locking the buildings, patroling 
the dorms, and checking the boiler 
rooms. One of the "primary func- 
tions" in checking the boilers 
is to make sure everyone has 
water and heat, and to control 
water freeze-ups. 

The secruity system consists 
mainly of students. Thirty-two 
of the 52 people working for 
security are students on work- 
study. Tucker said that each per- 
son must have authorization from 
the administration to work in 
security. He said there is an 
on-going training session and a 
security meeting every two weeks. 



Tucker said that "overall" he 
thinks that students can handle 
the responsibility. He also 
said that they "do what they're 
able to do." 

In an emergency situation, the 
person on patrol must call for 
help to the emergency services 
building. When someone does call, 
Tucher comes and tries to handle 
it. If necessary, he calls for 
help, and said that it is his 
authority to dicide this. Tucker 
said that the security personelle 
do no use weapons. 

Tucker said that he assigns 
different duties to members of 
the staff each night. This 
information of duties is kept in 
a log book, whichTucker declined 
to reveal.

was called on to make a decision 
that the contract tells me I must 
make."

Alcohol Education Week

A series of movies, speeches, 
and other related events were held 
this week at LSC to inform the 
students and faculty about alcohol 
consumption and the effects that 
alcohol has on an individual . The 
three day event was highlighted by 
a movie, "Chalk Talk" with Father 
Martin and a movie "Medical Aspects 
of Alcoholism." 

On Monday evening at 7:30 and at 
9:30 p.m. , the Alcohol Education 
Week kicked off the first of a 
series of five eveats sponsored 
by LSC. Father Martin, a recovered 
alcoholic, described the effects 
that alcohol has . on the body, and 
he introduced alsohol as a dis- 
ease. The movie and talk was 
attended by approximately thirty- 
five people. 

The second event was held Tuesday 
afternoon in the Alumni Room of 
the Stevens Dining Hall. The 
speaker, Alice Graylak, Intervention 



Specialist for Alcohol and Drug 
Abuse for the State of Vermont, 
spoke on the "Problems of Drinking." 

Another event held as part of the 
Alcohol Education Week was "Run 

for Good Health," a 4-mile cross 
country run around Lyndonville. 
The LSC Cross Country TEam and 
3 other runners participated in 
the hour event. 

The fourth opportunity to get 
involved in the Alcohol Education 
Week, took place on Wednesday at 
the Campus Connection. Corporal 
Kallahan, of the St. Johnsbury 
State Police answered questions 
concerning "Drinking and Driving" 
and the "Project Crash." Many 
students talked with Kallahan about 
the methods the State Police Dept. 
uses to enforce Vermont's drunk 
driving law. He showed students 
the instruments that are used 
when someone is suspected of 
Driving While Intoxicated (DWI) . 



When an individual is stopped 
for DWI, he is given a breath- 
test to determine whether he is 
intoxicated. If the test records 
a .10 or higher, than the indi- 
vidual is considered legally 
drunk. The breathelizer test re- 
cords an individual's alcohol 
intake . 

Kallahan said that an individual 
suspected of DWI, "could lose his 
or her license for three months, 
and would be subject to a fine." 
One student asked, "what would 
happen to an individual who was 
caught for a repeated offense. 
The Corporal said, "There would 
be an increase in the fine given, 
and everything after a third offense 
would be an automatic jail sen- 
tence . " 

When asked what "Project Crash" 
was Kallahan said, "Counter- 
measures Related to Alcohol Safety 
on the Highways. It's the state's 
campaign to combat alcohol abuse 
on the highways." 

On Wednesday evening, the "Medical 
Aspects of Alsoholism" was shown 
before a sparsely filled group in 
the Student Center. The film de- 
scribed the effects that alsohol 

has on the body, and which organs 
of the body are affected the most 
by alcohol. 

The film discussed some of the 
diseases caused by alcohol; such 
as Cirrhosis, Hemoraging, and 
Perforation . 

Cirrhosis is said to be the 8th 
leading cause of death in the 
United States. Also High-Blood 
Pressure has been linked to alco- 
hol consumption. 

Kevin Blair, a counselor at Maple 
Leaf Farm in Underhill Vt. was 
in attendance to informally talk 
with students. Maple Leaf Farm 
is a Alcoholism and Drug Treat- 
ment Center. Ed Moulton, Alcohol 
Counselor at St. Johnsbury Mental 
Health, was unable to attend.

Dean of Administration Jim McCarthy 
considers the acquisition and the 
many possibilities created by it 
to be "a very good thing." McCar- 
thy said that "the real beauty of 
this situation is the potential 
relationship, in the future, be- 
tween ABC and the Lyndon State 
College Communications Depart- 
ment . " McCarthy spoke of the 
possibility of student internships 
to ABC affiliate stations and 
"lecture programs" involving ABC 
personnel. 

The acquisition, according to 
President Janet Murphy is the 
result of a cooperative effor . 
by CAS faculty members and f 2 
College adiminstration. Mui_hy 
said, "it (the equipment acquisi- 
tion) shows that the faculty and 
administration can cooperate for 
the benefit of the institution." 

When asked why ABC would simply 
give away over a million dollars 
worth of equipment, Lifton re- 



sponded, "To them it's just gar- 
bage of no use taking up ware- 
house space." The equipment is 
"totally depreciated" and, there- 
fore, of no value as a tax write 
off, Lifton said. In addition 
to clearing its warehouses, the 
give-away, he said, also serves 
as an excellent public relations 

ploy for ABC, making the tele- 
vision giant appear to be quite 
charitable . 

Lifton emphasized that his es- 
timate of the equipment's monetary 
value is based on its price at the 
time of purchase which was 1968 
to 1974. Due to the development 
of micro-circuitry, which has 
drastically reduced component 
size, the same items purchased 
today would total approximately 
$900,000. 

Though ten to fifteen years old, 
the equipment's installation, 
according to Lifton, will put 



LINC "on par with every station 
in the state" and make it "better 
than some." 

Despite its advanced age, main- 
tenance of the equipment should 
pose no problem, according to 
Lifton, since, in addition to 
the many spare parts that were 
acquired last, there exests an 
abundance of spare parts in ABC's 
warehouses . 

Regardless of funding, Lifton 
plans to have the cameras in 
operation by the beginning of 
November. The addition of .the 
remainder of the equipment, ac- 
cording to Lifton, depends on the 
availability of time as well as 
money . 

A meeting between the College 
administration and the faculty of 
the CAS Department has been 
scheduled for October 25 to dis- 
cuss the ramifications created 
by the equipment acquisation. 
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Author Bredes Visits LSC

Fortunately for Bredes the res- 
triction of the novel in high 
schools has not hurt its sales 
in the least. Hard Feelings 
has been a best-seller not only 
in this country but in many others, 
including Japan. It has also been 
made into a film by 20th Century 
Fox, though Bredes admitted that 
he was disappointed by the film 
because it was "disjointed" and 
it had "no logical motive". 

Bredes began the lecture series by 
reading from his novel .

"I'll give 
you that promise," said Ball. 

"This is probably our first official 
meeting-a little more struc- 
tured than it has been in the 
past," said Ball about the meeting. 

The members then began selecting 
the different committee rep- 
resentatives. "We're gong to 
have a hard time filling them," 
Cartwright said. "People are 
really needed to fill the committees" 

Anyone can be on the committes, 
and on the Judiciary Committee 
provided they are not on the Senate, 
according to Cartwright. 

At the. last meeting , Jake Edge 
sophomore commuter representative, 
and Sheldon Ball were voted into 
the library committee, but the 
library committee needs one other 
person," said Cartwright. 

One of the most important com- 
mittees that needs to be filled 
is the Lecture Series Committee, 
which is composed of 3 students 
and 1 member of the faculty or 
staff, and has a budget this 
year of $4500, according to 
Ball. 

"If people didn't like the way 
she (Nancy Gagnon) was spending 
money, it would come back to 
me or to her," said Ball. 

The Judiciary Committee will have 
to be nominated and then voted 
on by the Senate. 

The following Senators were voted 
to hold seats on the following 
committees : 

Transportation Committee- 
Lisa Braman, junior resident, 
and Sheldon Ball. The Student 
Academic Computing Committee- 
Jake Edge and Peter Cartwright. 
The Academic Standards Com- 
mittee-Al Kaprielian, Mike 
Cappiello, and Mike Sabetta, a 
junior at LSC. 

Tfc? other committees that still 
need people are: The Admis- 
sions Committee, which reviews 
and reports proposals affecting 
requirements for admissions and 
transfers into the college; 
assists the Director of Admis- 
sions in maintaining established 
admissions requirements; and 



reviews and acts on, in con- 
junction with the Directorof 
Admissions, applications for ad- 
missions which fail to meet the 
existing requirements. 

The Campus Planning Committee, 
which reviews and reports 
proposals affecting the physical 
plant of the college; plans 
together with officers of the 
college, the development and use 
of mew and existing academic 
facilities; and asks the Assembly 
to approve at least once a year 
a comprehensive set of recom- 
mendations concerning academic 
facilities. 

The Campus Life Committee, which 
reviews and reports proposals 
affecting extracurricular 
concerns of faculty and students; 
promote athletic, social, and 
asks the Assembly as necessary 
to approve or implement propasals 
pursuant to such activities. 

The Convocation and Commencement 
Committee, which reviews and 
reports proposals affecting 
convocation and commencement; 



arranges a convocationin the 
fall of each academicyear and at 
other appropriate occassions; 
arrangestheannual program of 
commencement activities, asking 
the Assembly to approve andy 
significant changes in estab- 
lished procedure. 

Other topics discussed were 
campus lighting, which Cappiello 
said needed repair, and the sound 
system for the theater. Cap- 
piello said that SAC would con- 
tribute some money for repairs, 
because of SAC's use of the 
equipment during some functions 
in the theater, but is not known ■ 
whether SAC has voted on the 
contribution. 

The shuttle bus system was also 
discussed, with some members of the 
Senate expreesing a need for a 
noontime run, which would benefit 
people requiring transportation 
to and from the school at that 
time, and a need to bypass the 
Anchorway and Lynburke motels, 
which would save money and time. 



Resume Writing Workshop

"Rule number one: There are no 
real rules to writing resumes," 
said Kris Girrell, Coordinator of 
Career Services, at the first 
Resume Writing Workshop this 
semester at LSC. He also said 
to fit your own style of writing. 
If you are easy-going, be straight 
forward; if you are stylish or in 
a career that may require such 
'artistic abilities, show it with 
an impressive looking format. 

In an article written by Girrell 
entitled, "An Introduction to 
Resume Writing: The Poetry of 
Resume Writing," which was published 
in the "Journal of College Place- 
ment" and "CRS" magazine, he 
states in his second rule, "Every 
concept in the resume should be 
rank ordered from most important 
to least important, not only down 
the page, but within the catagories 
on the page . " 



Some of the main ideas that were 
brought up at the workshop was 
that l)you are trying to sell 
yourself as part of their (the 
company's) team, and 2) to 
exclude excess material that is 
virtually unneeded, as the average 
time spent on reading a resume 
is about 30 seconds. 

In an engineered job search work- 
shop held Wednesday afternoon and 
today at noon, Girrell said to 
get to know about the people and 
company (s) that you are checking 
out before applying. In this 
way, you "avoid the worst question 
most commonly asked — "So, what 
do you do here?" 

So far, one other workshop, 
Alternative Careers, has been 
scheduled for the 1st or 2nd week 
in November, Although Girrell said, 
"People just don't show up for 
workshops . " 
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Senate To Draft Letter To Murphy

The Student Senate decided that a 
draft of a letter expressing the 
Senates ' opinions on the awarding 
of degrees at LSC, would be sent 
to President Janet Murphy if th 
content of the letter was agreed 
upon and signed by the Senate mem- 
bers . 

This action followed the awarding 
of a degree to Cathy D'Amico by 
president Murphy without the 
recomemdation of the Faculty 
Assembly. According to a memor- 
andum distributed at the Faculty 
Assembly meeting, D'Amico did 
not successfully complete a math 
competancy . 

Mike Cappiello, junior at-large, 
said that since D'Amico had completed 
a higher math course than the basic 
math, she had the degree rightfully 
given to her, and requirement of 
the basic math waived. 

Jake Edge, sophomore commuter, 
disagreed with Cappiello, saying 
that the higher math had nothing to 
do with the basic math, since the 
basic math was a general education 
requirement, and that basic math 
would be needed in order to teach 
math. 



Chip McKay, reasurer for the Senate, 
commented, "the value of the defree 
is diminished," because of the basic 
math waiver. 

A constitution for the LSC Ski Club 
was presented to the Senate, which 
was voted on and passed, but no 
money, as yet, was proposed or given 
to the club for funds. 

The Shuttle bus, which transports 
people from LSC to the Lyndonville 
area, and vice-versa, was dis- 
cussed briefly, with the main 
topic being a drop of rates for 
cutting out the prescribed trips to 
the Lynburke and Anchorway motel. 
A call was made to Don Chamberlain, 
driver of the Shuttle, and Chamber- 
lain agreed to cut off the Anchorway 
motel at certain times, which will 

cut mileage and save money, but 
the route to the Lynburke will be 
continued because of people near 
there who use the Shuttle. 

Ginnny Pomroy, sophomore at- 
large, and Mike Sabetta, a junior, 
were voted on to the Curriculum 
Committee, Chris Wright onto the 
Academic Computer Committee, and 
Tom O'Shea onto the Lecture Series 
Committee.

(CSC) jerseys. A screened Brad 
Smith did not see the ball until 
it was almost upon him.

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LSC Students Denied Constitutional Rights 



The Student/Faculty Judiciary Com- 
mitee is the most powerful resource 
available to the LSC student body. 
According to the Student Handbook, 
if a student is subject to disci- 
plinary action, residence probation, 
or "removal from living unit," he 
has the right to appeal these ac- 
tions through the Student-Faculty 
Judicial Board. 

This body is the one forum where 
the student has the right to pre- 
sent his arguments, to air his 
views, to speak in his own defense, 
and to present witnesses. 

It is the student's right to a fair 
trial as outlined by the U.S. Con- 
stitution in Ammendment VI : 

In all criminal prosecutions, the 
accused shall enjoy the right to a 
speedy and public trial, by an im- 
partial jury. . .

But in point no. 6 of the LSC Stu- 
dent Handbook, the rights of the 
student to due process are outlined 
as follows: 

The student shall be entitled to 
appear in person at the hearing 
and to present his defense to the 
College official or judicial body. 
The student may also elect not to 
appear before the College official 
or judicial body. Should he elect 
not to appear, the hearing shall 
be held in his absence. 

In this passage, it clearly states 
that the student has the right to 
choose not to appear before the ju- 
dicial body. It says nothing about 
the student's right to choose wheth- 
er he wants that session to be open 
to the student body or whether he 
prefers it to be closed. 



SAC Responds 
To Poor Sound System Charge

The U.S. Constitution, on the other 
hand, clearly states that "the ac- 
cused" has the right to make that 
trial public. 

The protection of the student is 
argued as grounds for these restric- 
tions, but the student is, in fact, 
not being considered. Rather, this 
sanction gives that committee the 
right to make unjust decisions or 
to reach biased conclusions. This 
is not to imply that the committee 
will automatically act this way, 
but it leaves the possibility wide 
open.

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VT. Senate Candidate Visits LSC

The transportation of nuclear waste 
and the construction of a power line 
through the N.E. Kingdom were among 
the issues discussed bv Vermont State 
Senate candidate William Stowe in 
American Goverment on Monday, Oct. 27. 

Stowe, a Republican, began by pre- 
senting his argument for the plan 
to build a Quebec Hydro power line 
through Caladonia county along with 
a $71 million transformer facility 
in Barnett. The towns in the area, 
he explained, would receive a sub- 
stantial tax windfall. 

Possible health and environmental 
problems are a concern of some area 
residents. Stowe, however, does 
not believe that there will be any 
serious health problems if the power 
line is built. . 

Stowe was asked several questions 
relating to nuclear power. One 
student brought up the issue of the 
transport of nuclear waste through 
Vermont. Stowe commented that he 
sees "no great danger" in the pre- 
sent system and no reason to adopt 
the "super strict laws" passed in 
two other states . 

Stoddard Tells Workshop 



Although he said, "I prefer hydro 
power to nuclear" Stowe does not 
consider the Vermont Yankee nuclear 
Power Plant or the question of 
nuclear safety in general to be 
a problem. This has "long been 
a popular cause with young people 
because of a fear of the unknown," 
he said. 

Stowe pointed out that he once 
taught physics at St. Johnsbury 
Academy and has a basic under- 
standing of nuclear power. "As 
far as whether I'll be elected," 
he said, "this is not an issue 
in Caladonia County." 

Stowe, currently a St. Johnsbury 
selectman, was asked by American 
Government instructor Bob Dixon, 
professor of political science, 
to make an appearance during 
his visit to the LSC campus. 

Stowe will be trying to ouar in- 
cumbent Democrat Scudder Parker 
at the polls on Tuesday. 



Rape is Least Reported Crime

Sally Stoddard, a representative 
of the Vermont Coalition Against 
Domestic Violence, told LSC stu- 
dents at the workshop, Rape Crisis 
and Battering; Women's Perspec- 
tives and Needs , that "Rape is one 
of the four most major crimes in 
the United States; but it is the 
crime least reported." She said, 
"One of every four women will ex- 
perience a sexual assault." 

Stoddard, Pat Kelly, and Kath 
Bergeron were the guest speakers 
for the workshop, held in the 
Poland/Rogers Head Resident's 
apartment, last Tuesday evening, 
Oct. 19. 

Rape Crisis Team Trainer, Kath 
Bergeron elaborated on Stoddard ' s 
statistics by trying to explain 
the myths surrounding rape, which 
often bring feelings of guilt to 
the victim. She said that 'rape 
is not a sexual act; it is an act 
of violence and aggression." She 
made the analoav that people don't 
feel guilty if they've been mugged 
so why should they feel guilty if 
they have been raped? 



Bergeron also spoke briefly about 
Umbrella, a women's organization in 
St. Johnsbury. "We support raped 
or battered victims and explain 
to them their options," she said. 
There are "three doctors on 24 hour 
call in the hospital that have gone 
through our rape crisis training." 
She emphasized the point that 
Umbrella was impartial and only 
served to "explain options, not 
to push a victim to prosecute." 
"We are only a support mechanism, 
not a counselor group," she said. 

Pat Kelly, facilitator of Umbrella, 
discussed the statistics and cycles 
of battering. "It is estimated 
that approximately 1/2 of all 
women will experience battering 
during their lifetime," she said. 
Options and possible prevention of 
the battering situation were also 
discussed . 

Stoddard ended the meeting by 
saying that women must understand 
their "self worth" and their 
rights . 



Blood Drawing Misses Quota 



The Red Cross blood drawing held at 
LSC on October 21st, "nearly met" the 
quota of 150 pints with 139 pints 
donated, according to the Lyndon area 
chairman, Virginia Douglas. She said 
it was a "good turnout." 

Douglas said that things went 
smoothly, but "it wouldn't have 
without the cooperation of the 
college and the community." 



A donor must meet requirements be- 
fore giving blood. He/She must be 
between 17 and 65, in good health 
and over 110 pounds. Also, donors 
must not have had hepatitis, a 
disease of the blood. 

To give blood, the donor lies down 
with a blood bag attached to the 
arm. The bag contains anti-coagulant 
and a sugar solution to feed the blood 
cells. Also, the bag allows oxygen 
to enter, keeping the blood alive.

As treasurer, McKay signs all club 
checks over $50. "I gave him 
(Boera) a temporary O.K. to 
sign the checks himself , " McKay 
said. "Right now I am not signing 
checks . " 

To combat the problem, the Senate 
elected Jake Edge assistant trea- 
surer. Edge can not sign checks. 

"We need someone to understand 
Chip's job, someone to fill in if 
Chip doesn't come back," Ball said. 

In other business, the Senate 
voted three students , Denise 
Sirois, Tim Breen, and John Gra- 
bowski , to represent the students 
on the Student/ Faculty Judiciary 
Committee. 

Sirois, a junior, said that her 
interest in the committee began 
last year when she was a member. 
"I was there for one case," she 
said, "so I know the proceedings." 

There are 3 students and 5 faculty 
members on the committee. Sirois 
said, "sometimes a student can look 
at something in a different way 
than a faculty member." 

Breen, a junior, said he was 
interested in getting "involved in 
the student government process." 

There was some discussion over 
whether the Judicial proceedings 
were open to the LSC community. 

"The student can ask for it to be 
an open meeting," Edge said. 

Also discussed were nominees for 
the lecture Series Committee. 
Greg Bagalio and Chip McKay were 
voted onto the committee. 

The Senate considered purchasing 
2 films, "On Company Business, 
($300)," a CIA documentary, and 
"The Triumph of the Will ($65) , a 
documentary which was used as a 
Nazi propaganda film. A decision 
to purchase "On Company Business" 
was postponed until Bagalio could 
tell the Senate about the film. 
The Senate voted to purchase 
"Triumph of the Will." 

The Senate also voted to pay $300 
in travel expenses for a guest 
speaker, Michael Rivage, who 
will speak on world hunger on 
Nov. 16 as part of World Hunger 
Week, Nov. 15-18. 

The Senate is considering an LSC 
faculty or staff member to sit on 
the Lecture Series committee. Al- 
though Nancy Gagnon, coordinator 
of Student activities, was running 
the Lecture Series, others will be 
considered. "I think we should 
open it up to other staff," Cart- 
wright said. 

"We'll look into some faculty and 
staff people next week," Ball said. 

Also discussed was the Shuttle Bus 
budget. The Senate is now paying 
all of the expenses, according to 
Ball. He estimates the expense to 
be $275 a month. 
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Peer Counseling: A Place To Turn To

People may not go to the Peer 
Counseling Drop-in Center because 
"Most people don ' t want to admit 
they have problems, and some 
people don't think they have any 
problems," said Chris Wright, a 
student at LSC. Other students 
responded by saying how the 
center is a very good idea, but 
as of now, they have found no rea- 
son to go. 

Jenny Appleton, Director of the 
Peer Counseling Drop-in Center, 
said the reason for the center is 
"to help students with problems, 
or just to drop in," and that the 
visitor's names are "very con- 
fidential." She also said that 
every Peer Counselor goes 
through 20 hours of training, 
including: Basic Counseling- 
learning 'how to listen, Crisis 
Intervention- covering emergency 
situations such as rape and 

suicide, Environment Changes- 
Adjustment to dorm life, drugs, 
and Birth Control. Stephanie Goss, 
one of the six Peer Counselors 
said, "I believe that the Peer 
Counselors can handle most prob- 
lems that are presented to us."

Any situation that can't be re- 
solved by the Peer Counselors, is 
brought to the attention of Sherri 
Fitch, Advisor for the center, 
where "no names are ever mentioned. 

The main topics of discussion at 
the Drop-in Center deal with 
problems of: roomates & academics, 
relationships & friendships, and 
being a "part of student life, 

along with alcohol and drug abuse," 
said Appleton. Other students 
just stop in to say "hi."

Two years ago he taught dyslectic 
children at a private boarding 
school, "but on the week I 
quit and started doing comedy 
as a profession I doubled my 
income, but it is still an in- 
secure business," said Gallagher.

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The Black Athlete-- Plantation Mentality A Myth

(This is the first of a 
three part series on the 
nonuse of black athletes 
in acknowledged white 
positions . ) 

Again and again black athletes 
have proved their worth as smart, 
heady competitors in the world 
of sports. The Bill Russels, 
Willie Mays, and Jim Browns 
have done their share of the 
work in the clutch, and yet 
in this day and age the black 
athlete is still ostracized 
by a predominatly white sports 
society. In his last book. 
The Breaks of the Game , David 
Halberstam says: "The latest 
incarnation of the black in- 
capability myth was far more 
insidious. It acknowledged that 
the blacks were superb natural 
athletes- if anything, some 
mythologists whispered, they 
might even be better than 
whites- but they were supposed 
to lack the capacity to think 



and make instantaneous judgements 
in the heat of battle." That 
is why the overwhelming majority 
of "thinking" positions like 
pitcher and catcher in base- 
ball and quarterback in foot- 
ball are played by whites- not 
to mention the white domination 
of coaching and ownership 
positions .

In football whites almost always 
play center and quarterback, 
the two positions that require 
the handling of the ball on 
every play. Quarterback is_ the 
thinking man's position. Whites 
also play guard and tackle which 
require pulling and the reading 
of defenses. Conversely, those 
positions that require strength 
and speed (end, tackle, and nose- 
guard) are played by blacks. 
Corner back and safety are thought 
to require merely quickness and, 
thus, are always black dominated. 
The defensive player who calls 
the plays (linebacker) is usually 
white. That goes without mentioning 
the fact that there isn't a single 
black head coach in the NFL — not 
even an offensive or defensive 
coordinator. Eddie Robinson, the

figure enters the picture and 
slides urgently across the mouth, 
knocking the ball off the side of 
the post and out of bounds. 
Thank you, Don Coombs- best actor 
in a supporting role. 4. A modest 
Lyndon fan contingent road-trip- 
ped to the game and were very 
vocal . 5 . The road does not end 
here. (Last years' 2-1 loss to the 
Spartans eliminated LSC from any 
play-off contention.) 

Here's how things stack up from 
here on in. The Hornets (10-5 
overall, 9-3 NAIA, 6-1 Mayflower) 
are almost assuredly guaranteed a 
play-off berth, according to 
Simpson. In fact, Simpson and 
athletic director Skip Pound both 
feel that LSC should be seeded 
second in the East behind Castle- 
ton. Second seed would mean 
home field advantage on Wednesday. 
The only team that stands in the 
way is Western New England College 
(9-5-1 overall, 3-2 NAIA) from 
Springfield, MA. Pound thinks 
Lyndon will get the home turf 
by virtue of WNEC ' s non-district 
schedule; only five NAIA games 
played this year.

The weekly coaches 
poll (which has no bearing on the 
play-offs) , as of Tuesday past, 
ranked WNEC one notch higher then 
Lyndon.

black head coach at Grambling Uni- 
versity, has the second best record 
among active college coaches, and 
has produced more pro players — 160 
— than anyone else in history. But 
even with such an impressive record 
Robinson has never been offered a 
coaching job in the NFL in any 
capacity . 

While there has never been a black 
coach, there have been some 
black quarterbacks , several of 
whom have made the grade before 
being mysteriously relieved of 
their duties. Joe Gilliam, James 
Harris, and Marlin Briscoe are all 
prime examples . 

In 1974, the Pittsburgh Steelers' 
Joe Gilliam had one of the greatest 
preseasons in NFL history, earning 
himself a starting job. In the 
season opener he completed 17 of 
the 31 passes for 254 yards as 
the Steelers buried Baltimore. 
Against Denver next week Gilliam 
passed for 348 yards in a 35-35 
tie. Pittsburgh then beat Hous- 
ton 13-7 as Gilliam completed four 
straight passes to set up the 
winning score . 

But inevitable criticism arose 
stating that Gilliam passed "too 
much" even though the Steeler 
running game was off to its worst 
start in years; this due, mainly, 
to the absence of All-Pro guard 
Bruce Van Dyke, whose blocking a 
year before had keyed the Steeler 
running game. But he'd been 
hurt and then traded, making 
Gilliam's alternative to pass the 
only one. After the Steelers beat 
Kansas City 34-24 with Gilliam 
at the helm, they defeated the 
Browns 20-16 to move into sole 
possession of first place in the 
AFC Central. Pittsburgh was 
averaging 22 points a game, better 
that 20 other teams. Yet next 
week Gilliam was benched, allegedly 
because the Steelers were weak 
offensively . 

When James Harris was with the 
Los Angeles Rams he won 20 of 
24 games that he started and 
was named Most Valuable Player 
of a Pro Bowl- football's 
equivalent to Baseball's All- 
Star game. In a game versus 
Miami Harris riddled the Dol- 
phin's fine secondary for 437 
yards. But all the TV sport

commentators could talk about 
was how he couldn't pass short. 
Although Harris was the leading 
passer in the NFC in 1976, he 
was traded away by the Rams for 
a couple of draft choices. 



Marlin Briscoe, perhaps of all 
the black football players, 
serves as the perfect archetype. 
Like many black college quarter- 
backs, he was drafted as a de- 
fensive back, even though his 
college career at Omaha University 
had been quite impressive. He 
averaged 202 passing yards per 
game and in his senior year threw 
25 touchdown passes. During 
his rookie season with the Denver 
Broncos, injuires forced Briscoe 
to be relegated to quarterback 
where he performee admirably. In 
his first game he went 17 for 30 
237 yards and three touchdowns. 
The following week he didn't start, 
but entered the game with the 
Broncos trailing 14-0 and directed 
them to a 21-14 victory. That 
wasn't enough to get him a starting 
job for the next game, but two 
weeks later he did start. Bris- 
coe still managed to pass for 218 
yards in one game and 251 yards 
and two touchdowns in another. 
The Broncos responded to Briscoe's 
fine season by giving him his out- 
right release. He never played 
quarterback again. Interestingly 
enough, Briscoe made the switch 
to wide receiver while with Buf- 
falo and led the AFC in receptions 
in 1970 with 57 , showing what a 
remarkable and versatile athlete 
he was.

But time and time again good 
black college quarterbacks have 
been shifted to other positions 
in the pros without even the ben- 
efit of a trial. Included among 
this not so select group are Harold 
Bailey, Tony Dungy, Ken Riley, 
Willie Wood , Freddie Solomon , Nate 
Rivers, and Derrick Ramsey. Those 
college blacks who realized the 
uselessness of attempting to 
quarterback in the NFL and opted 



for the less ignorant Canadian 
Football League include Congredge 
Holloway, Warren Moon, and Chuck 
Ealey. Sort of a modern version 
of the underground railroad. 
That goes without mentioning the 
host of NFL blacks who were star 
quarterbacks in high school. One 
is then led to wonder about the 
future of Homer Jordan, the sen- 
sational black Clemson University 
to the NCAA football championship 
last year. With Tampa Bays' Doug _ 
Williams the lone starting 
black quarterback in the 28-team 
NFL, it is likely that Jordan 
will be passed over as a quar- 
terback and drafted as a defen- 
sive back or receiver, which are 
the most injury prone positions 
in football 

The fact is, that it is a lot 
easier for a white quarterback, 
not only to play his position, but 
stay in the league. In his first 
nine years Bobby Douglass had a 
completion rate of 42.9 and threw 
twice as many interceptions as 
touchdowns. Kim McQuilken hung 
on for years even though his 
completion rate was a very low 
39 percent; plus his interception 
to touchdown ratio was 9-1 ! 

Bert Jones, Ken Stabler, Joe 
Ferguson, Mike Phipps, Lynn 
Dickey, Terry Bradshaw, Ron Ja- 
worski, and Jim Hart are but a 
few of a number of successful 
white quarterbacks who were given 
plenty of time to develop, even 
though their rookie and even second 
years ranged from poor to unimag- 
inably horrible .

If a student is accused of violating 
the rules and regulations of LSC, 
he is given a hearing by Bill 
Laramee, dean of student affairs, 
or Dave Kanell, director of housing, 
if the incident was in the dorms. 
If the student feels that the 
results of the meeting were not 
fair, or too harsh or lenient, he 
or she can appeal to the Judiciary 
Committee, which consists of 
5 students, 3 faculty members, and 
1 staff member. If the student 
feels that the results of the 
Judiciary meeting were not fair, 
he or she could then appeal to 
the president, who has the final 
say in the matter. 

Some of the Senate members felt 
that the meetings should be open 
to the public, saying that a 
person should be accountable for 
his actions, or have no reason 
to have the meeting in a closed 
session if he isn't guilty 

"It is important to have the Judici- 
ary meetings open," said Jake Edge, 
junior commuter on the Student 
Senate. "People would possibly be 
getting an unfair trial because the 
trial was in closed session," Edge 
said. 



Edge said that "a person has the 
right to a trial by peers, accord- 
ing to the Constitution (of the 
United States) , and I think that, 
it is the Student Senate's respon- 
sibility to choose responsible and 
intelligent people for the Judici- 
ary committee," he said. 

"If the questions and answers of 
the trial aren't known, then the 
people won't know any of the cir- 
cumstances and why the vote was 
made in a certain way," Brian Now- 
otarski, senior commuter, said. 
"The only thing that I would have 
to say is that if someone wants a 
closed meeting, usually they are 
trying to hide something," he said. 

When a^ked about the actions of the 
Senate in opening Judiciary meetings, 
Laramee said, "i' m no t sure they 
have the final word on it." He 
said, "It might come down to the 
point where, be it this issue or 
any issue, the President or I would 
say 'You really have no authority 
in that area, that you've expressed 
an opinion, and we've heard your 
opinion, and we agree or disagree, 
therefore your actions are valid or 
invalid. '

Faculty Votes For Degree Policy Change

A motion to include the signature 
of the Chairman of the Faculty 
Assembly on LSC diplomas to il- 
lustrate faculty approval was 
passed by the Faculty Assembly at 
a meeting held on Nov. 2. 

The motion, made by Brian Kelly, 
associate professor of English, 
stated "that the Faculty Assembly 
call upon the college to witness by 
the signature of the Chairman of 
the Faculty on the face of its 
diplomas and transcripts that 
recipients of Lyndon degrees are 
duly qualified in the official 
judgement of the Faculty Assembly." 

The motion came about as the result 
of President Janet Murphy's granting 
of an LSC degree to a student in 
May 1982 without the approval of 
the Faculty Assembly. The subject 
was dicussed at an October 8 
Faculty Assembly meeting.

Jon Fitch, associate professor 
of psychology, passed a motion to 
"Move the Executive Committee review 
the adequacy of the faculty and com- 
mittee procedures for granting 
waivers and degrees at Lyndon.

-Candidates for graduation aren't 
presented by the administration to 
the Academic Standards Committee 
until late in the spring semester 
of the year they are to graduate. 

-Advising at present is infinitely 
complex . 

-The Academic Standards Committee 
presents students to the Assembly 
for approval for graduation at

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Senate Utilizes Power, Opens Meetings 



Important issues were raised at 
Monday night's Student Senate 
meeting; privacy, responsibility 
for actions and the function 
of an executive session, (see 
Editorial page 2) 

The Senate voted to change the 
by-laws of the Student/Faculty 
Judiciary committee so all hearings 
that the committee holds must 
be open to the general public, 
and any records for the hearing 
are also open. This does not 
end the issue as a controversy" 
still rages. (See letter page 3) 

The heart of the matter lies in 
a person's responsibility for 
his actions. By and large LSC 
students are adults and therefore 
should be prepared to deal with 
"real life" proceedings, criminal 
or otherwise, then all they have 
been exposed to is secrecy at the 
hands of the Judiciary Committee? 
In courts on a Federal, State, 
and Local level the press has 
access to the hearing on trial. 
This right in guaranteed in the 
U.S. Constitution to keep the 
courts accountable for their 



decisions. Without this people 
could be tried and sentenced 
in secrecy so the public has no 
chance to discover corruption 
and/or bias on the part of the 
judging body. It is to students' 
advantage to have the Judiciary 
committee hearings open for this 
reason. 

As adults, LSC students have 
to be held responsible for their 
actions. A major function of a 
college is to instill responsibility 
in students. LSC does not work 
toward this goal while students 
are allowed to have closed hearings 
which keep those involved un- 
accountable for their actions 

Public Relations has become a major 
part of the college administration, 
and this causes the administration 
to take a dim view of any LSC news 
of a bad nature. This makes the 
administration claim that closed 
hearings are for the protection of 
the students seem suspicious. 
More likely, closed hearings are 
for the protection of the college's 
image . 



Censorship Flourishes At LSC 



The word "censorship" invariably 
tends to shock people whenever it 
is muttered aloud. Words like 
"injustice" and "undemocratic" always 
seem to follow. But very few 
members of the LSC community seem 
to realize that there is continual 
censorship being practiced at this 
college. The following occurences 
are cited as evidence: 

October 7 , .... A Meeting of The 
Faculty Assembly . All those present 
at the meeting who are non-voting 

members of the Assembly are asked 
to leave as an "executive session" 
has been called. The proceedings 
of the session are unavailable 
to the student body, the press, 
part-time faculty members, LSC 
staff members, LSC employees, the 
Lyndonville community, etc.

& Sciences/ Administration Meeting . 
Greg Bagalio, and LSC student, 
Critic reporter, and CAS major, 
is denied entry into a meeting 
held between the Deans' Council 
and CAS department heads. The 
discussion concerned the functions, 
cost, and implementation of newly 
obtained equipment for LINC 
(Lyndon Interactive Communication 
project) . 

October 31 .... Student Activities 
Committee . A Critic reporter is 
asked to leave the meeting because 
Mike Cappielo,- SAC president, said 
"I just had something I wanted to 
discuss with the new members. :i These 
new members are responsible for 
deciding how our activities money 
is spent. 



November 1 ... . Student Senate . 
A motion to go into "executive 
session" is .made by Senator Chip 
McKay , at-large . McKay cites a 
desire to privately discuss student 
candidates for the Student/Faculty 
Judiciary Committee as a basis for 
his motion. The motion fails for 
lack of a second. 

All organizations/bodies should 
keep in mind that censoring these 
meetings is a poor and unethical 
practice . 

Students should consider that 
terms like "executive session" are 
being used so that these bodies 
can meet and discuss topics that 
effect the student body but will 
provide the students with nothing 
more than what these organizations 
want them to know. 

It should not be an organization's 
right to monitor what information 
reaches the student. They 
exist for the academic, social, 
and governmental betterment of 
this college. The student body 
is the reason they exist. With- 
out students, full-time faculty, 
part-time faculty, administrators, 
organizations and committees 
would be worthless. 

Just because these organizations 
have found a way to conduct their 
business on their own terms 
does not mean that they merit 
approval. It should be con- 
sidered that the end does not 
always justify the means. 



It is important to note that the 
Senate did leave a recourse for 
students who want to appeal, but 
feel that the hearing should be 
closed. Students can appeal to a 
closed Student Senate meeting, 
a majority of senators can then 
close the judiciary hearing if 
they feel the circumstances warrant 
it. 

In another change to the Judiciary 
committee by-laws, the Senate made 
records for the hearing also open 
to the general public. LSC Dean 
of Student Affairs, Bill Laramee 
said, Wednesday that this change 
possibly violated the Family 
Educational Rights and Privacy Act 
adopted in 1974. This act states 
"No funds shall be made available 
under any applicable program to 
any educational agency or institution 
if the institution make a policy 
or practice of giving out certain 
records about students without the 
permission of the student." LSC 
cannot survive without federal 
funds, so if indeed the records 
of the judiciary committee fall 
under these guidelines, the senate 
should immediately reverse its 
decision on this section of the 
changes .

Senate Decision Abridges Rights 



To the Editor: 

During the meeting held last 
Monday, Nov. 1st, the Student 
Senate passed, over my opposition, 
a motion that will take away 
your right to a confidential 
hearing before the judiciary 
committee . 

This committee, on which students 
hold a majority of the positions, 
will grant a hearing to any 
LSC student who wishes to appeal 
a disciplinary decision made 
by the administration. You 
have the right to choose 
whether you- want this hearing 
to be confidential, or open 
to the public. The action 
of the Student Senate will take 
away your choice by making all 
judiciary committee hearings 
open to the press and the com- 
munity. 

If this is allowed to happen, 
the appeal system will not 
work. For example, let's say 
a student has made a mistake 
and done something that he or 
she is admittedly ashamed of 
but, for some reason, the ad- 
ministration hands him or her 
a punishment that is unfair. 
Is this student going to appeal? 
Would you appeal knowing that 
the sordid details would make 
headlines in the next week's 
"Critic"? Would you want to 
use this right knowing that the 
record of your hearing would 
be available to everyone from 
a potential employer to the 
C.I. A.? The judiciary com- 
mittee, the one place where 
students can be judged by their 
peers instead of by the ad- 
ministrators, might not see a 
case all year. 



The action taken by the Student 
Senate is clearly not in the 
best interests of the students. 
It probably isn't even legal. 
The Family Educational Rights 
and Privacy Act of 1974, known 
as the "Buckley Amendment" , 
guarantees your right to privacy. 
Your records cannot be made 
public without your consent. I 
will be consulting with a 
lawyer to see if a case for 
our right to privacy can be 
made . 

How, you might ask, did this 
happen in the first place? Take 
a guess about what group was 
most responsible for pushing 
this motion to let "the press" 
cover the judiciary committee 
hearings through the Student 
Senate. You're right. If 

you want the Senate to serve your 
interests rather than those of 
this powerful organization , 
make your voice heard. Please, come 
to the next meeting. It will be 
held next Monday, Nov. 8th, at 
5:45 in the Presidents Conference 
Room .

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Rev. Hadash Responds To Book Burnings 




To the Editor; 

I have calmed down now. 

When I read about the book and 
record burning that fundamentalists 
did on October 4 in Burlington, 
I was upset. How could people 
still be so narrow minded? 

My first reaction was that I 
should write a tongue in cheek 
letter to the editor recommending 
that if any book should be banned, 
it should be the Bible. In this, 
one can find recommendations for: 
hating your mother (Luke 14:26) ; 
drunkenness (Proverbs 31:6-7) ; 
slavery (Exodus 21:2-6) and even 
murdering babies (Psalm 137:9). 

On serious reflection, I realized 
that this would be doing a dis- 
service to the good book. I, as 
a minister, use the Bible in my 
services and personal prayer life. 
I believe the Bible's central 
message is to love one another. 
Therefore , the question for me 
is how to respond in love to a 
deed that inspired fear and hate. 



First, I believe that people 
have a right to burn their own 
property. This is freedom. 
Second, people do not have a 
right to censor what others 
read. This also is freedom. 
Therefore, my continuing upset 
is that some books stolen from 
the library were burned. The Ten 
Commandments clearly forbids 
stealing , but says nothing about 
book burning . 

The result of this event, however, 
has been important. People and 
the newspapers are now discussing 
the meaning of freedom, love and 
religion. This discussion of 
values that are central to the 
meaning of life is good. I 
must say thank you to the book 
burners. I am totally against 
what they did, but welcome the 
opportunity for reflection that 
it gave to me and others . Values 
are often seen more clearly in the

Infirmay Policies 



To the Editor: 

I would like to bring to the 
attention of my fellow students 
and members of the administration 
a recent problem I encountered 
at the infirmary. 

Tuesday Nov. 2, I went to the in- 
firmary to make an appointment 
for a throat culture; because 
I was aware that their walk-in 
hours were over, I did not ex- 
pect one during this visit. 
When I asked for an appointment 
I was told by the secretary that 
they were booked solid Tuesday 
and Wednesday and that because 
the office is closed Thursday 
and Friday, they could not fit 
me in until next Monday. I 
then requested that they try 
to squeeze me in, considering 
that a throat culture takes 
only a few minutes. She responded 
by saying, "There are lots of 
sick people on campus, and you 
will just have to wait." 

After I discussed the matter 
with the secretary, Mark Perni 
came out and asked what the 
problem was. I received the same 
response from him. I asked him 
if an appointment could be made 
for me with a doctor in the 
'Ville, and he said there's no 
way. They are booked for two 
weeks. Again I said "why can't 
you give me a quick culture, in 
between appointments?" and he 
said, "This is not an infirmary, 
it is a health facility. I 
have to practice here! "Well, 
I don ' t need an examination 
to tell me that I am sick. I 
have had strep throat before, 
and if I have it, I want to treat 
it as soon as possible, because 
of the dangers of rheumatic 
fever . 

Finally I gave up, and I left, 
feeling very frustrated and 
annoyed. I then realized that 
in the time I stood there talking 
to him, he could have given 
me a culture, as no one was in 
the waiting area . No reasons 
were given to me as to why the 
infirmary is only open Monday, 
Tuesday, and Wednesday of this 
week. I would like to think 
that if there are so many sick 
people on campus that the infir- 
mary would be open all week to 
accomodate them. This system is 
run very poorly, and I don't 
think that anyone will disagree 
with me when I say that none 
of us can afford to be sick 
and certainly none of us 
should be denied treatment at a 
school facility.

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Future of LINC Equipment Discussed

CAS Department Chairman, Richard 
Portner, and LINC Telecommunica- 
tions Production Director Alan 
Lifton met with the college 
administration in a Dean's Council 
meeting on Monday afternoon, 
October 25th. The meeting was 
closed to the press and students. 

The meeting was called, according 
to Lifton, to discuss with the 
administration, the future of 

television equipment acquired by 
the CAS Department from ABC tele- 
vision studios in NYC two weeks 
ago. The equipment, having a pre- 
sent-day market value of about 
$900,000, was obtained at no cost. 

After informing the administration 
of the nature of the equipment and 
the possibilities presented by it, 
according to Lifton, discussion 
turned to what is needed, in terms 
of money and additional apparatus, 
in order to fully utilize the 
equipment's potential. 

An extremely rough estimate of 
necessary expenditures offered 
by Lifton was $0-$50,000. The 
final figure, Lifton emphasized, 
depends on the number of repairs 
which need to be made, the type 
of part that needs to be replaced, 
and whether or not the parts 
needed are purchased new or 
exist in the multitude of spare 
parts collected on the New York 
trip . 



Regarding the purchase of new 
parts, Lifton claims that the CAS 
Department doesn't "plan to do that." 
In all probability, at least some 
of the parts needed can be found 
in the fairly large inventory of 
spares, Lifton said. 

The difficulty of painting an 
accurate financial picture was 
emphasized by Lifton since many 
possibilities are being explored 
in the area of revenue sources. 
In addition, the department is 
still in the process of conducting 
"routine, standard tests" on the 
equipment in order to determine 
exactly what repairs are necessary. 
Lifton did, however, offer a rough 
breakdown of costs. 

The most expensive item on the 
tentative list of what is needed 
for camera operation is a syn- 
chronization generator, a device 
which provides a video signal that 
allows the cameras to be used in 
synchronization with other video 
components. A top of the line "sync" 
generator costs about $9000 
according to Lifton. There is a 
possibility, however, that a 
switcher acquired from ABC may be 
able to provide synchronization, 
according to Lifton. That pos- 
sibility is being explored at 
this time, Lifton said. If the 
switcher can't provide "sync" 
a "sync" generator which is less 
expensive but still functional, 
will be purchased at a cost of i 
about $2,000. 



SAC To Service Movie Projectors

Mike Cappiello, Social Activities 
Committee president, told SAC 
members that the two movie 
projectors owned by SAC will 
have to be repaired. 

At a meeting held October 31, 
Cappiello said that "we're going 
to need projectors. They haven't 
been serviced in 9 years." 

He had no figures on the cost 
of the repairs but said that 
there were problems with "burnt- 
out bulbs and fuses." 

"One of them has just died down," 
Cappiello said. SAC is now using 
theater projectors," he said. 



Cappiello also told the group 

of the "verbal" resignation of 
Jim Nicol, a freshman. Ac- 
cording to Cappiello, Nicol 
resigned "because he's going 
to be involved in other activities" 

Also discussed were upcoming 
events including the possibility 
of another Casino Night featuring 
"Eight to the Bar" , a rythm and 
blues band, the appearance of the 
San Francisco Mime concert, 
Nov. 20, and the appearance of 
"Decentz" in the Student Center, 
Nov. 19. 

SAC's budget now stands at $17,946, 
according to Cappiello' s figures. 
He said that SAC is spending 
"$1,000 per weekend so we're 
doing excellent." 



Cold, Showers On The Way 



A large high pressure system lo- 
cated over the Mid-West is bringing 
with it clear and cold weather. 
The intensity of the of the high 
will effect the weather over most 
of the country . 

A cold front is extending across the 
entire Eastern States. A series 
of low pressures, associated with 
the front brought rain and cloudy 
weather for the Eastern third of 
the country. Heavy rains in the 
Midwest caused flooding in North- 
western Ohio and extreme western 
New York. Toledo reported 3.64 



inches of rain since Sunday. The 
rains changed to snow as the colder 
air moved in from the Northwest.

Three cameras which Lifton plans 
to use in the LINC studio are in 
need of pedestals , a tripod on 
wheels on top of which the camera 
is mounted. If the department 
were to purchase the pedestals new, 
they would cost $4,000 each, a to- 
tal cost of $12,000. However, 
Quality Media Corporation, located 
in Atlanta, Georgia, sells used 
pedestals for $1500 each, a 
total cost of $4500 and a savings 
of 175%. 

The cameras may also need tubes, 
Lifton said. Up to three tubes 
are contained in each camera 
housing. The replacement cost for 
each tube, which must be pur- 
chased new, according to Lifton, 
is as high as $3000 and seldom 
less than $2500. If, on a remote 
chance, the tubes are all blown, 
replacement costs could run as 
high as $27,000. A total of 15 
tubes were obtained in the NY trip 
and Lifton feels that "there's a 
75% chance that we can have all 
three cameras running with the tubes 
that we have." Such luck could re- 
sult in a savings of up to $27,000. 

According to Lifton, a more accurate 
cost analysis will be made avail- - 
able to the student body when the 
testing of the equipment is com- 
pleted. The testing is progressing 
as time permits, Lifton said. No 
definite date for the completion 
of the testing was provided by 
Lifton at press time.

Republicans Dominate Elections

Incumbent- Senator Robert Stafford 
(Republican- Rutland) narrowly 
beat Democratic challenger Jim 
Guest (Waitsfield) in the most 
hotly contested race in Vermont. 
Stafford ended up with 50.3% of 
the statewide vote, Guest received 
47.7%. 

Guest did not fare as well in 
Caledonia as he did statewide, 
receiving 42.7% of the vote and 
taking only two towns, Hardwick 
and Stannard. Stafford took the 
other 15 towns receiving 55.5%. 

Governor Richard Snelling (Reoublican- 
Montpelier) beat Democratic 
Lieutenant Governor Madeline Kunin 
(Burlington) to remain as Gover- 
nor of Vermont. Snelling took 
55.1% of the statewide vote to Kunin 's 
43.9%. Kunin had the majority of 
votes in the towns of Newark, Stannard, 
Walden and Wheelock, Snelling took 
the other 13 tovns. 

Incumbents Scudder Parker (Democrat- 
St. Johnsbury) and Gerald Morse 
(Republican-Groton) won the Caledonia 
district State Senate race against 
challengers Herb Gallagher (Democratic- 
Burke) and William. Stowe (Republican- 
St. Johnsbury) . 

Parker received 31.5% of the Caledonia 
district (including Bradford, New- 
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bury, Wolcott and Topsham) vote, 
Morse got 29,3%, Stowe 26.5% and 
Gallagher 12.7%. Parker got the 
majority in 11 of the 21 towns, 
having the most widespread district 
vote. Morse took 9 of the 21 towns, 
mostly close to home and Stowe 
took St. Johnsbury. Gallagher did 
not have a majority in any town 
but was runner-up in hometown 
Burke as well as Newark, Stannard 
and Sutton. 

Republican Lois White defeated 
Democrat Alexandra Thayer for the 
Probate Judge position in Caledonia 
County. Republicans Cola Hudson 
and Leland Simpson of Lyndon both 
returned to the Vermont House unopposed 
Also unopposed, b?le Grey won the 
states attorney position, Jeffery 
Bitcon, sheriff and Phillip Shum- 
way for high bailff . 

In other statewide positions , Rep- 
ublican James Jeffords returns 
as Vermont's only representative 
in the House of Representatives 
over Democratic challenger Mark 
Kaplan. Republican Peter Smith beat 
Democratic challenger Thomas Ryan 
for the Lieutenant Governor position. 
Republicans also won other pos- 
itions: James Douglas (Secretary 
of State) , Emory Hebard (Treasurer) , 
Alexander Acebo (auditor of accounts) 
and John Easton (attorney general) .• 



WWLR Experiences Frequency Problems

For many radios located in the 
immediate area of the college 
radio station, WWLR is no longer 
92 FM. Instead it's "WWLR 88 to 
108 FM on your radio dial." 

According Merle Grabowski, Op- 
erations Manager of WWLR, "Most 
of the problems occur in the 
saturation area of the signal 
where the signal is so strong 
that typical amps will amplify 
the signal without a tuner." 
He said, as a result, within an 
1/8 mile radius of the radio 
station, the only station received 
up and down the FM tuning span is 
WWLR. 

"The prcblem was expected," Gra- 
bowski said, and "can be remedied 
by properly grounding your equip- 
ment." Grounding allows electricity 
route by which it can make its way 
Lo the earth. If a stereo isn't 
properly grounded, any electricity 
which would otherwise be directed 
to the ground will exit through 
the stereo components themselves , 
creating a humming sound. In turn, 
a radio signal which would 
normally exit through a system's 
ground could be heard in any audio 
mode, be it tape or phono, in an 
ungrounded system. 
As a permanent solution, however, 
the station has "ordered a filter 
(hprmonic trap) to decrease our 
harmonic signal." The filter, a 
$14 piece of equipment, (installed 
directly into the transmitter) , 
should completely eliminate "up 
and down the dial" as well as 
interference in other audio modes 



such as "phono" and "tape" on 
which the station has imposed, 
Grabowski said. According to 
Grabowski, the filter will not 
decrease the transmitting range 
of the station. The filter, on 
order for ever a month, is "due 
in soon" Grabowski said. 

WWLR experienced power problems 
which forced them off the air 
last Friday evening when the 
"band (in the Student Center) 
hooked into the same power 
source as our transmitter, thus 
providing a power overload which 
blew two fuses in the main power 
board." According to Grabowski, 
the station was "down from 7:30 
p.m. to 10:10 p.m. Ed Pechaloris, 
chief electrician for the college, 
repaired the damage. 

In response to rumors of other 
stations complaining about WWLR 
frequency interference, Grabow- 
ski said that WWLR has had "no 
official complaints by any radio 
stations." In addition, there 
have been "no interference prob- 
lems downtown," Grabowski said. 

Besides interference problems, 
Grabowski considers "neatening 
up connections and making the 
taping studio usable again a 
top priority. The s udio turn- 
tables need to be grounded and 
the equipment ' s circuitry needs 
to be checked, Grabowski said. 



Halloween Vandals 
Cause Damage

Vandals struck the LSC campus 
this past halloween weekend 
causing both school and personal 
property damage. 

Carl Pelzel, Director of the 
Physical Plant, estimated $1500 
of damage was done to school pro- 
perty if regular contractors were 
hired, but with his men working 
on repairs, the cost would be about 
$500. 

Scott Tucker, Director of Security, 
said he "has leads on suspects" 
and that the extent of damage 
is as follows: new "Lyndon State 
College "sign was ripped out of 
ground and stolen, new main 
campus sign was partially spray- 
painted with black paint along 
with the soccer goal posts and 
one of the minibuses, a missing 
gas cap from a minibus, and scat- 
tered, broken beer bottles. 

Personal damages consisted of two 
cars with one broken window on 
each, and from one of these cars, 
an 8-track player and various 
other items were stolen. 

Investigations into the damages 
performed this past weekend will 
be done by Tucker himself. He 
also stated that this is a small 
college where at least one 
person knows of who committed 
the damage and would "really 
like to see more involvement by 
the students" for reporting any 
incidents that have happened. 



Crev.-Whitelaw 
Being Reroofed

Crevecoeur-Whitelaw dormitory is 
being completely reroofed at a 
cost of $50,000, according to 
Carl Pelzel, director of physical 
plant. The completion date 
is set for the end of October. 

Pelzel said that Crevecouer is 
nearly done, needing only 
flashing on the edges of the roof 
to complete the job. Whitelaw 
will also be done by the end of 
the month, as long as favorable 
weather holds. 

According to Pelzel, the roof is 
being done with the Carlisle 
system of roofing, similar to the 
roof on the Activities building. 
The system uses a seamless 
plastic membrane, which is bonded 
to the roof with heat and a 
special adhesive. The old roof 
was five layers of tar paper and 
tar. 

Although the entire Stonehenge 
complex will eventually be re- 
roofed, Whitelaw and Crevecouer 
were in the worst shape, and first 
on the list. 

Rodd roofing of St. Johnsbury 
is handling the job.

CHANGE IV (c)

to be written by the coordi- 
nator of the committee. In 
the case of an appeal the 
appealer will writ'? a letter 
explaining the nature of and 
what is being appealed. All 
such records of the committee 
are open to the general pub- 
lic. 



Senate Meeting Continued 

Laramee cited the description of 
the privacy laws of students: 'All 
practices and policies dealing with 
acquisition or retention of infor- 
mation for records shall be formu- 
lated with due regard to the stu- 
dent's rights of privacy.' 

"That refers to the provisions of 
the Family Educational Rights and 
Privacy Act of 1974, which is other- 
wise known as the "Buckley Amend- 
ment" , because of a senator from 
New York who introduced this (the 
ammendment) , which simply says that 
a student has rights to privacy, 
and that ' s why we don 1 1 send any 
grades to parents, for example, un- 
less you sign the sheet on your ad- 
missions form which said something 
like 'I waive my rights to the 
"Buckley Amendment" , which means 
then we would send the grades to 
the parents." 

If the Judiciary was to meet, 
"and if it was the opinion of the 
president that the action taken 
was questionable, then what may 
happen is that they (the new by- 
laws) would be suspended until 
there was a more definitive an- 
swer," Laramee said. 

"The overriding question here is 
whether they have the right to 
interfere with the operating 
guide lines of the Judiciary 
committee. I'd like to see that 
discussed at greater length. 
If it would come down to the 
Student Senate saying one thing, 
and the administration saying 
another thing, then openly the 
President has final say in these 
matters," he said.

"Within a month of the completion 
of your sabbatical you will submit 
to the committee a report on your 
activities. Failure to do so will 
prohibit eligibility for future 
sabbaticals." 

The Curriculum Commitee's report 
submitted by Phillip Jones, as- 
sociate professor of psychology, 
included a listing of new courses, 
changes in course titles and course 
numbers, and changes in prerequisite 
requirements of the Meteorology 
Department . 



Baldwin noted a "couple of errors" 
in the report.

"I'm hoping that what they (Student 
Senate) may do is ask me, maybe, 
my opinion, and I can give them 
the resources that I have access 
to, and they can go back and 
discuss it," said Laramee. 

In other discussion, Jason Segel- 
man and Dave Lipson were elected 
to the Judiciary Committee. Jim 
Doyle was elected faculty advisor. 

Chip McKay, at- large, made a 
motion to go into executive ses- 
sion to discuss the Judiaciary 
candidates, because "the Critic 
is here, and anything I say about 
a person will be printed up." 
The motion failed for lack of a 
second. 

Other topics at the Senate meet- 
ing included an outline by Scott 
Tucker of Security, problems 
which occurred over the weekend. 
Chip McKay asked about the pos- 
sibility of volunteers for the 
security force, but Tucker said 
that volunteers are hard to con- 
trol, and that the kind of volun- 
teers they needed was for people 
to come forth with information 
concerning vandalism around 
school . 

The senate voted to send a letter 
to Linda Weigel, who has not at- 
tended a Student Senate meeting 
yet, to ask her if she would be 
attending Senate meetings or not. 

Paula Trahan, junior resident, 
attended the meeting to ask for 
"a recourse" from a decision that 
denied her request to move off- 
campus next semester. "I tried 
to talk to Dean Laramee, and he 
went along with Kanell(Dave Kanell 
director of housing) , who said 
that I was denied the right to 
move off campus until they found 
out if they have met their housing 
quota," Trahan said. 

The Senate agreed to write a let- 
ter to President Janet Murphy 
appealing Kanell and Laramee 's 
decision.

The other by-law change made by 
the senate caused the Judiciary 
Committee, to have a majority of 
committee members present at a 
hearing be students. Five 
students, three faculty and one 
staff member make up the committee, 
and by making students a majority 
at the hearings, it ensures that 
the appealer has something close 
to a "trial by peers."

One thing is for certain: the Lyndon 
men's soccer team will play Castleton 
in the NAIA District #5 Semi-Finals 
on Sunday LSC goalie Brad Smith 
literally saved the Hornets during 
the final twenty seconds of regu- 
lation with two spectacular saves, 
and then the Lyndon offense knocked 
home two scores in the first over- 
time session to eliminate Western 
New England College yesterday, 3-1. 

The visitors, who travelled up from 
Springfield, MA, knocked on the 
scoring door firsts At 12:33 of 
the first half, during a scramble 
in front of LSC's net, WNEC's Mike 
Colonnino booted a low shot past 
Smith, on a pass from team-mate 
Ralph Starspoli. 

The Hornets tied it up late in the 
half after an interesting play. 
Western New England's goalie was 
awarded a yellow card when he used 
abusive language towards Lyndon's 
Paul Maloney. LSC was given an 
indirect kick ten feet inside the 
penalty area. Aurelio Zoppoli 
chipped it home with Mark Maloney 
collecting his first assist of the 
year. 

The second half was a deadlock un- 
til the final seconds when the 
visitors enjoyed their biggest 
advantage and almost scored. I 
did say almost. In a span of eight 
seconds, netminder Smith earned 
his keep. The first save resulted 
from a chip shot halfway between 
the field's corner and the goal. 
The ball was booted into a blue 
and yellow throng of players. 
Smith skyed over the mud and 



calmly punched the ball over the 
net. On the ensuing cornerkick a 
WNEC player gained control of the 
ball in front of the net and booted 
a low liner through a screen of 
jerseys. Smith dived to his 
right, tipping the ball out of 
bounds, and sending things into 
overtime. 

Well, of course, things could only 
get better. The first order of 
business going ahead was handled 
by Paul Maloney at the 4:17 mark 
on the first 0T Fran Demasi's 
cross eluded all WNEC defensemen 
and landed at the feet of Maloney 
at the left side of the goal.

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New Fish and Game Commissioner 
Speaks At LSC

On October 20th, Vermont's newly 
appointed Fish and Game Commis- 
sioner spoke to Dr. Donald Mil- 
ler's conservation class, out- 
lining some of the goals of his 
new administration. 

Commissioner Gary Moore, an LSC 
alumnus, emphasized the fact 
that the role of commissioner has 
changed from that of his predecessor 
to include some new responsibility. 
"Because I'm a fairly new face 

in Montpelier, I've become the 
spokesman for many energy issues," 
said Moore. The Commissioner 
cited the Chase Mill Hydro Dam 
problem in the Burlington-Winooski 
area as an issue that is both 
environmental and energy related. 
Moore stated that roughly a mile 
of water would be lost if the 
propsed penstock is installed in 
the Winooski River. "I have 
to produce more fish for every 
yard of water that is lost. That 
oj s why the state needs a new 
fish hatchery on Lake Champlain." 

Commissioner Moore is presently 
in the process of getting the 
design for the hatchery now- 
a $6 million facility that will 
be "designed to expand with need." 
The state hatchery will function 
on a dual-intake system with two 
pipes extended out into the lake; 
one pipe taking water out at 10 
feet. Moore explained that this 
procedure was necessary to mix the 
water and create a suitable 
temperature for fish to be active. 
The Commissioner pointed out that 
the loss of a Federal Fish Hatchery 
in Berlin to New Hampshire 
would dwindle Vermont's trout 
population by 10% this year. "We're 
confident this state hatchery will 
pick up the slack and then some" , 
said Moore. 



Commissioner Moore outlined his 
new habitats program, designed at 
getting landowners to manage land 
in such a way as to provide habitats 
for various species. To this end, 
Moore pointed out the value of 
dead trees, or "snags" as wildlife 
habitats: "There are a good number 
of species that make their homes 
in dead trees. Therefore, we've 
been trying to convince people 
not to eliminate every dead tree 
on their property." 

Moore's new Fish and Game ad- 
ministration has also started an 
ambitious new program aimed at 
better educating high school teachers 
in environmental science. The 
program will consist of 7 week 
siminars staffed by VT. Fish and 
Game biologists, game wardens, and 
water resource personnel. A 
booth on this program was featured 
at the recent secondary school 
teacher's conference. Moore termed 
the booth as being "very successful . " 

Moore fielded questions at the 
end of his talk from student and 
faculty members present. Dr. 
Janet Murphy asked Moore if Ver- 
mont Fish and Game used co-op 
students. "I wish I had the 
money for co-op," said Moore, 
"We're trying to get funding for 
future clinical study." 

Vermont Fish and Game is the only 
department in the state that is 
self-supporting; 66% of its bud- 
get coming from hunting and 
fishing license sales, with the 
remaining revenue coming from 
federal excise taxes on sporting 
goods. The department .has 106 
full-time employees, 200 wardens, 
and 150 biologists; budgeted this 
year at 5.2 million dollars.

The apex of black participation 
peaked in 1968 with the composition 
of blacks in the majors was 22 
percent (a 10 percent increase 
grom 1960) . But in 1977 that 
ceiling had folded slightly as 
the total dropped to 16 percent. 
Five years ago blacks composed 
30 percent of the minor leagues. 
Today that number has dropped to 
fifteen percent — a fifty percent 
drop. Only one black player made 
the 1980 Sporting News college 
baseball Ail-American team; 
there were none in 1979. 

In baseball the pitcher and 
catcher handle the ball the most 
and are the two positions where 
the most thinking is required. 
Both are marked white positions. 
The outfield requires only speed 
and a strong arm and has become 
the "traditional ghetto." The 
key position of shortstop is 
is played by mostly black Latin- 
Americans, while U.S. Blacks never 
play there. This led Roberto 
Clemente (the late great Pitts- 
burgh Pirate outfielder and only 
Latin-American ball player in the 
Hall-of-Fame) to comment, "It 
just goes to show you how crazy 
the question of race in America. 
If you speak Spanish you're some- 
how not as black." 



And yet there have been gcod 
black catchers and pitchers. El- 
ston Howard — 1963 American League 
MVP, John Roseboro — starting catch- 
er on three Los Angeles Dodger 
World Series championship teams, 
and Earl Battey — catcher for the 
1965 A.L. Pennant winning Min- 
nesota Twins, were all top-flight 
backstops. There have also been 
some excellent black pitchers 
though the group is small: Bob 
Gibson (winner of two Cy Yound 
Awards and seven world series 
games) , Vida Blue (1971 Cy Young 
Award winner) , Don Newcombe (first 
ever Cy Young Award winner) , Fer- 
guson Jenkins (won 20 games a 
season from 1967-72), Al Downing, 
Dock Ellis, Earl Wilson, Don 
Wilson, Jim Grant, John Odom, Mike 
Cuellar and J.R. Richard. 

J.R. Richard presents an interesting 
story. A two-time twenty game 
winner for the Houston Astros and 
the owner of one of the fastest 
pitches in baseball, Richard claimed 
his arm felt dead during a game 
with the Cubs in June of 1980, 
after never missing a turn in the 
Houston rotation in five years. 
He sat out 11 days and. suddenly 
those five years were completely 
forgotten. The Houston media and 
even his own team-mates accused 
him of dogging it. 

From the end of June until the 
middle of July, Richard pitched 
sparingly, never lasting more than 
a few innings. The press continued 
tc ridicule the tall Astro hurler 
for not willing to "play with 
pain." On July 23, a test re- 
vealed a blood clot in his arm. 
Team doctors decided it should 
not be operated on since they 
figured Richard would be needed 
to pitch during the stretch 



pennant drive. Well, the team 
doctors were wrong. On July 30, 
while working out in the Astrodome, 
Richard had a stroke and nearly 
died. He may never pitch again. 
In similar instances Latin ball 
players like Roberto Clemente were 
chastised and tabbed whinners 
for refusing to play hurt. Others 
like Tony Oliva did play hurt, 
trying to live down those rumors 
causing them to ruin their health 
and livelihood. When a white 
ball player sits out a game with 
an injury it is ail right, but 
if a black or Latin player does, 
he's dogging it. Too much 
pressure is imposed upon the 
blacks to excel. There cannot 
be excuses; that's why it is 
harder for them to get a chance 
to play pitcher or catcher be- 
cause they have already been labeled, 

The hierarchy of baseball is all 
too white-coated. Frank Robinson, 
the former great Baltimore slugger, 
became the only black man to manage 
a full season in the majors. After 
an* argument with pitcher Gay lord 
Perry that made headlines, a huge 
banner hung in Cleveland Stadium 
that read "Sickle Cell Anemia: 
White Man's Hope." While being 
subjected to more pressure and 
adversity that any man beofre him, 
Robinson guided the Indians to 
their best two-year record in a 
decade. He was fired. Not that 
the Tribe set the world on fire; 
they didn't. However 41 times 
since World War II managing jobs 
have been given to whites with 
worse records than Robinsons. 
Two of those hacks have been 
awarded the halm of five differ- 
ent teams without ever producing 
a winning season.

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Senate Reverses Judiciary Decision

One week after amending points 
4B and 4C of the Student/Faculty 
Judiciary By-laws, the Student 
Senate voted by a 5-4 margin to 
return them to their original 
form. The decision came at a 
two hour meeting held Monday, 
November 8 . 

Peter Cartwright, sophomore resi- 
dent, made the motion at the open- 
ing of the Meeting. It was 
seconded by Chip McKay, at-large 
and opened for discussion. 



The changes made on November 1 
called for Judiciary proceedings 
and Judiciary records to be open 
to the public. The by-laws now 
state, as they originally did, 
that "b. All hearings are closed 
unless the student asks for an 
open hearing. C. Prior to a 
hearing each member of the com- 
mittee will receive an explanation 
of what the charge is, to be writ- 
ten by the Coordinator of the com- 
mittee, In the case of an appeal 
the appealer will write a letter 
explaining the nature of and what 
is being appealed." The addition 
of "All such records of the com- 
mittee are open to the general pub- 
lic." was revoked.

Perni "Really Upset" By Complaints

Health Services Physician Assis- 
tant Mark Perni siad that he is 
"very upset" by a recent letter 
of complaint concerning his alleg- 
ed lack of availability to students. 

"I'm very much concerned with the 
health care and well-being of the 
student, Perni said, "and I hope 
to remedy the situation as soon as 
possible." 

A letter to the editor in the Novem- 
ber 4 issue of the Critic and a 
second letter appearing in this 
issue (Nov. 11) allege that Perni 
i-s not making himself available to 
students . 

"People feel upset if we aren't 
here when they want us," Perni 
said. "If it's an emergency, I can 
be found anytime outside of my 
office by the rescue squad on 
two-way radio or pager." The 
"pager," a device carried by Perni, 
sounds an alarm in the form of a 
loud beeping noise if someone is 
trying to reach him.

After 5:00 p.m., a student calling 
Health Services is answered with 
a recording requesting that they 
make an appointment the next morning 
or call the rescue squad at ex- 
tension 180 if there is an emer- 
gency. Perni emphasized, however, 
that students having any questions 
concerning health problems "should 
always call." 

Perni estimates that 50% of the 
visits he receives from students 
during the evening hours warrant 
immediate attention. 

Each student is allotted 15 minutes 
for their appointment, according 
to Perni. His work-study secre- 
taries screen a patient's condition 
"to an extent" when the appoint- 
ment is made. Perni acknowledged, 
however, that "their (the secre- 
taries) lack of experience as 
professional medical secretaries is 
a problem." 

According to Perni, many late-night 
phone calls and "emergency" visits 
to his office can be avoided if 
students are aware of what con- 
stitutes an emergency and what 
does not. Perni defines an

Eleven students in attendence at 
the meeting participated in a heat- 
ed discussion over the legalities 
of the Judiciary by-law changes 
made on November 1 . 

The Family Educational Rights and 
Privacy Act, otherwise known as the 
Buckley Amendment, was discussed at 
great length. 

The Buckley Ammendment states that: 
"No funds shall be made available 
under any applicable program to any 
State or local educational agency, 
any institution of higher education, 
any community college, any school, 
agency offering a preschool program, 
or any other educational institution 
which has a policy of permitting 
the release of personally identifi- 
able records or files (or personal 
information contained therein) of 
students without the written con- 
sent of their parents to any indivi- 
dual, agency, or organization,.... " 

Chip McKay, at-large, cited the 
Buckley Amendment as grounds for 
keeping Judiciary meetings and re- 
cords closed to the public. "The 
spirit of the law — the Buckley Am- 
endment — is to protect the student's 
right to privacy," McKay said. 

Jake Edge, sophomore commuter, said 
that although the Buckley Amendment 
did apply to students records, "it 
has nothing to do with hearings." 

McKay said that he had consulted a 
lawyer for the Vermont State Col- 
leges and was told that the by-law 
changes would "not hold up in court." 

"He (LSC lawyer) doesn't have the 
students' interest at heart," Edge 
said. "He has the VSC's at heart." 

Edge said that he contacted 
Patricia Ballanger of the Depart- 
ment of Education in Washington 
D.C.. Edge said that according 
to Ballanger, "the records that 
were released during the first 
Senate meeting (Nov. 1) under 
Section C are in violation of 
the Buckley Amendment." 

She said that the Buckley Am- 
endment concerned records and nothing 
else," he said. 

There was lengthy discussion over 
the role of the press in open Judi- 
ciary proceedings. 

McKay charged that Edge was acting 
as an advocate of the press. "Are 
you promoting the establishment of

Senate Undecided On Judiciary Issue 



The Student Senate changed its 
mind at this week's meeting, 
closing judiciary hearings except 
at the request of the student. 
These hearings were mandated to 
be open to the general public 
at the November 1st meeting. 

The Senate can't seem to decide 
exactly how they stand on the 
issue of open hearings. At the 
November 1st meeting a large 
majority of the body voted to 
mandate open hearings but they 
voted 5-4 at Monday night's 
meeting to return those sections 
of the by-laws to their or- 
iginal form. 

The Senate heard treasurer Chip 
McKay discuss what a Vermont 
State Colleges lawyer said about 
the dispute. The lawyer felt 



that the Senate ' s action would 

not stand up in court because 

it violated the "Buckley Amendment" 

According to Patricia Ballanger 
of the Department of Education 
in Washington, LSC has been in 
violation of that amendment for 
as long as the judiciary com- 
mittee has been releasing the 
names , charges and sentence of 
the person (s) going before the 
committee. 

This question was never addressed 
by the Senate who seemed 
bent on only revoking the changes 
of the previous meeting. This 
seems ridiculous as one of the 
major reasons for revoking the 
open hearing by-law change was 
the Buckley Amendment.

The P. A. was not 
booked, he was not even here at 
all. 

It has been very time consuming 
to try to arrange an appointment 
with Mr. Perni. Not every student 
lives on campus, nor can people 
adapt their ills to Mark Perni 's 
schedule. I have called to make 
appointments at 9 A.M. and find 
the phone continuously busy 
(off the hook) until 10:15. 
And then when I do get through, 
Mr. Perni is booked up for two 
to three days. 



I understand the importance of 
appointments, but it seems if 
Perni has none set up for the 
day, he proclaims his day as 
"booked" and takes off.

Ballanger told the Critic that 
although records are protected 
under the Buckley Amendment, 
hearings do not fall under that 
legislation. 

The Senate has just blindly made 
an anti-press vote under the guise 
of the Buckley Amendment. Fol- 
lowing to the "spirit of the 
law" (in the words of Chip McKay) 
an amendment which does not 
cover hearings. 

Very often students and senators 
made reference to the Critic 
dragging "peoples' name through 
the mud." This claim is totally 
unsubstantiated as no one has 
shown that this has been done. 
There has been no proof that any 
names will be dragged through the 
mud in the future either. 

The Critic is not the students' 
enemy, rather it is the students' 
ally, an advocate of students rights.

emergency as "any problem that 
has the potential of threatening 
either life or limb." Some 
emergency situations, according to 
Perni, would be severe pain of any 
origin, continuous vomiting or 
diarrhea, shortness of breath, 
severe chest pain, unconciousness, 
siezures, etc. 

Perni has trained his secretaries 
to take throat cultures. Author- 
ization for the training was 
granted by Doctor Thompson of 
Thompson and Elliot Associates who 
are under contract with the college 
at a cost of $2000 per semester. 

Under the terms of the contract 
students referred to the doctors 
by Perni during regular office 
hours are seen free of charge. 
The contract covers the office 
charge only, special procedures 
are extra . 

The training was necessary, Perni 
said because "I'm so short of 
time during the day because of 



being over-book that I felt this 
would ease the burden somewhat." 
According to Perni, the secretaries 
will only perform the cultures 
when he is to busy to do so 
himself. 

Perni claims that the average length 
of his day is 11-12 hours and that 
many students aren't aware of 
his time commitments.

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Students Fasting For World Hunger

A group of students will not 
eat on Thursday, November 18th 
for the entire day. They are 
not boycotting SAGA but rather 
giving up food so that others 
won ' t have to . 

LSC and the committee on 
World Hunger will host "Fast 
for World Harvest" , an educational 
program begining with lectures 
on Monday, November 15th and 
concluding with the fast itself 
on Thursday. The program is 
open to everyone in the college 
community, and the lecture by 
Dr. Michael Rivage-Suel to be 
held in the theatre on Tuesday 
the 16th is especially recommended, 
according to Bill Laramee, Dean 
of Student Affairs. 

"My modest hope is that we 
could get a hundred students to 
participate, " said Laramee at 



a recent Dormitory House Council 
meeting in Whitelaw-Crevecouer . 
He added "We're not trying to 
sneak up and catch people 
eating. It's not painful." 

Sign up sheets are being sent 
around and on Wednesday after 
dinner the meal tickets of 
those students who are part- 
icipating will be collected and 
given to SAGA. SAGA in turn 
will donate two dollars for each 
ticket received to Oxfam 
America, a non-profit organization 
serving twenty six countries 
in Asia, Africa, and Latin America. 

Two dollars is the approximate a- 
mount SAGA would save by not havinq 
to serve the fasting students, 
according to Laramee. Other members 
of the community are asked to donate 
the money saved by not eating. 



free press?," McKay asked. - 'Why 
should the student's record be open 
to the public?" 

Edge said," My motives are for free 
press and to hold students responsi- 
ble for their actions." 

Under the original by-laws, the 
Judiciary by-laws state that: 
"e. Results of a hearing including 
only (a) .the charge (including the 
name or the name of the accused, if 
found guilty) and (b) . the sentence 
shall be posted in the campus news- 
paper." 

"Why do you need to know more than 
that?", Tim Breen, a member of the 
Judiciary Committee asked. 

"To see if the Committee is doing 
a fair job," Edge said. 

There was concern over whether 
open meetings would discourage 
students from appealing to the 
Judiciary Committee. 

"I talked to students, and they 
said that they would not go to the 
Judiciary Committee for fear of 
public ridicule," Greg Bagalio, 
a sophomore said. 

"Less people are going to appeal," 
McKay said. "I don't think we 
would see more than one or two 
cases all year. " 

Melissa Hurton, a freshman, said 
that she was concerned about "some- 
one ' s name being dragged through 
the mud." She said, "The Critic 
blows things way up." 

Another student, Mary Ellen McCar- 
thy, a sophomore, said, "This is 
a small campus. Rumors fly." 

"Rumors can be cleared up by the 
facts," Edge said. 

McKay countered, "This gives the 
Critic a license to print what 
they want." 

Paula Trahan, editor-in-chief of 
the Critic , said, "I don't under- 
stand why the Critic is being put 
on trial. I wasn't aware that that 
was the issue here. What you're

process around how you think a 
newspaper is going to report it." 

At this point, the main motion 
to revert both 4B and 4C back to 
their original forms was presented 
again . 

Jake Edge made a motion to amend 
the motion because "I felt that 
if someone wanted to vote yes on 
one part and no on the other, they 
should have the opportunity to do 
that . " 

A roll call vote was taken on Edge's 
amendment motion. The motion failed 
by a 5-4 margin. 

The main motion to change 4B and 
4C to have Judiciary meetings 
closed unless the student on 
trial requests that it be open 
and to keep the records of the 
Judiciary proceedings closed 
was presented again and voted on. 
It passed by a 5-4 margin. The 
votes were as follows:

The Senate decided to retain a.

The committee shall have a 
minimum of 6 members in order to 
hold the meeting. The committee 
shall not meet unless a majority 
of members present are student mem- 
bers . 

In other news, the Senate nominated 
three students, John Kappes, Ross 
Hays, and John LeMieux as alternates 
to fill the Judiciary Committee. 
The Committee ha? nine members; 
five students, three faculty, and 
one non-academic staff member. 



"I think that SAGA should be dona- 
ting more than two dollars per 
person," said freshman Darleen 
Mercer. When asked why she was 
fasting she replied "Because if I 
fast some little kid will get a 
meal . " 

Committee member Karen Cottrell 
had no estimate of the number of 
participants, "The sheets are going 
around, it's a matter of getting 
people to sign them."

The Senate also discussed the per- 
formance of Mark Perni, director 
of campus health services. Perni 
has received complaints from stu- 
dents about health service. The 
Senate decided to postpone the sub- 
ject indefinately.

The LSC Communications Arts and 
Sciences Department is presenting 
Anton Chekhov's "The Three 
Sisters," November 11, 12, 13, at 
8:00pm in the Alexander Twi- 
light Theater. The four act play 
is set in Russia at the turn of 
the century and has been con- 
sidered "A work of art" . 

The three sisters; Olga (Pat 
Webster) , Masho (Joan Bennett) , 
and Irena (Lynne Lear) , are 
trying to leave their provincial 
Russian town and move to Moscow, 
the place where everything is 
happening. The lives of the three 
sisters are dull, and without the 
hope of aoinq to Moscow with their 
brother Andrey (Johnathon Bovee) 
who is seeking a Professorship, 
life around the house seems 
dreary. This dream fades when 
Andrey fruitlessly gambles away 



his money, and his debts grow to 
the point where he has to put the 
house up for sale. The Russian 
officers associated with the family 
provide the only excitement for the 
three sisters. 

The actors met the challenge of 
the seriousness of the play. 

Besides the students, there are 
three non-students involved in 
the production. They are Joan 
Bennett, Virginia Norris, and 
George Krizen. All three of 
these individuals have been 
involved in theater at one time 
or another. 

All speaking is clear and crisp, 
and the charactors ' voices travel 
well. The costumes are designed 
by Shanna Silverbush and are very 
authentic looking. Silverbush 
said, "It took me two and a half 
weeks to design the costumes." 
Sketches of the costumes were 



sent to "Hooker and Howe" of 
Haverhill, MA., who then supplied 
the costumes to CAS for a rental 
fee. Both Nordvold and Silver- 
bush said the cost of the cos- 
tumes has not yet been calculated. 
"The costumes arrived one week 
before the production. We've 
been using rehearsal clothes up 
to that point." Shanna deserves 
a lot of credit for the fine 
designing that she put into the 
costumes! 

The production of The Three Sis- 
ters is being entered in the Annual 
American College Theater Festival. 
In addition to the Festival, The 
LINC Project, (Lyndon Interactive 
Communication Project) has filmed 
the play, and it may be used for 
classroom use and for other 
theatrical purposes. 

I asked Robert Nordvold why he 
chose the Three Sisters for the 
Fall production, and he said, 
"It's a play I wanted to do for 
a long time." He said, "The 
Three Sisters is one of the 
richest and most intricate plays. 

The depth of the charactors is 
phenomenal." He said, "I took it 
(the play) as a challenge for 
myself and my students." 

When asked why the production 
was running for six days, Nord- 
vold responded, "I want to give it 
as long a run as I can . " When 
asked if he had any ideas for 
the Spring performance he said, 
"I am soliciting opinions from my 
students.

The Three Sisters is a serious 
play with a non-existant story- 
line, but the charactors bring 
emotion and life to a well written 
play.

Play-off Road Ends In Castleton, 2-

The clock finally struck midnight 
for the LSC Hornet soccer team when 
the Spartans of Castelton State 
downed Lyndon, 2-0 in NAIA semi- 
final play-off action Sunday. 

After the game, LSC Coach Russ 
Simpson announced his resignation 
as coach of the Hornets so he 
will be able to devote more time 
to his family insurance business. 
Simpson has coached soccer at LSC 
for the past four years and has 
built a very strong program just 
as he did at North Country High 
School and Milton where he coached 
state championship teams. 

As was the case on Cct. 27th when 
the Hornets fell to Castleton, 
1-0 in a game for the Mayflower 
Conference title, the hometown 
favorites could not really generate 
much offense on Sunday in Castleton. 
as the Spartan defense did a good 
job in keeping the Hornets 
away from goalie Bryan DeLoatch , 
who had to make just two saves all 
day . 

Castleton 's first goal came at 
35:35 of the first half when Jim 
Morgan picked up a deflected pass 
from Matt Dempsey and fired a 
shot into an empty LSC net to 
give the Spartans the all-impor- 
tant first goal. The goal came 
off a corner kick which Bob Ken- 
nedy fed Dempsey, and he found 
Morgan alone in fromt. 

The second good scoring opportunity 
came when Aurelio Zoppoli blasted 
a shot that just went over the 
crossbar by about a foot. The 
shot appeared to have CSC goalie 
DeLoatch beat, but it was not 
to be as Castleton beat LSC for 
the second time this year, and 
unfortunately for the Hornets, 
they have not beaten Castleton 
for at least the last six years. 

The second Spartan goal came when 
Jay Vogt drove a low shot past LSC 

netminder Brad Smith at 33:50 of 
the second half. The goal was 
set up by Dempsey again , who broke 
a Castleton record with his

The Hornets finished the season 
with a very respectable 11-6 
record and they made the playoff 
for the first time since 1979, as 
this year's Hornets brought plenty 
of soccer excitement to the Lyndon 
State College community. This is 
the best Lyndon soccer team in 
recent memory.

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The Black Athlete-Plantation Mentality A Myth (conclusion)

Without a doubt blacks have the 
capacity to think and act in 
the clutch the same as whites. 
There is no reason why it shouldn't 
be feasible for blacks to quarter- 
back a pro football team, or 
pitch or catch for a baseball 
team. The only reason that more 
blacks don't play these traditional 
white positions is that the 
whites control the positioning 
involved. Not only are the coaches 
and owners white, but the majority 
of the viewing public is white and 
to impose more black athletes 
into these white positions would 
constitute a violation of the 
popular myth that while the black 
athlete may run faster and throw 
farther, it is the white athlete 
who is the brains behind the 
operation. Quarterback, pitcher, 
and catcher are the last bastions 
of white superiority, and they 
will never let that wall crumble 
down for any black athlete. And 
though it is feasible for blacks 
to play these positions, it is 
not probable since the white 
public would never allow it. 
Already there is a black decline 
in baseball , and with the amount of 
black little leagures decreasing 
year after year, it only stands 
to reason that the amount of black 
major league ball players will 
also continue to decline. 



In football, the influx of black 
athletes will be at a steady 
rate, but those players will be 
passed over at the quarterback 
position, the most dominated 
white position in sport. Blacks 
will be stuck in postions that 
require the most speed and least 
amount of brainwork, simply because 
of the white myth that stipulates 
that blacks cannot handle the 
pressure and thinking involved. 
NFL Commissioner Pete Rozelle once 
said, "Many of your Negro football 
players have not had the early 
football training that the white 
boys had...." Rozelle is the 
same man who refused to allow a 
moment of silence at the 1978 
Super Bowl to be observed in 
memory of Martin Luther King. 

Yet the myth of white leadership 
supremacy is disproven in the 
black dominated National Basket- 
ball Association (71% black) . In 
The Breaks of the Game , Halberstam 
noted "Yet, in basketball, ironically, 
in terms of on-court performances 
that particular myth had al- 
ready fallen precisely because 
of the performances, starting 
early in the sixties, of men 
like (Lenny) Wilkens and Oscar 
Robertson who, in effect, played 
the roles of quarterbacks. They 
ran their teams, controlled the 
action, and made, under intense 



pressure, the split-second 
decisions necessary to hold a team 
together. Often, with the clock 
running out, they took the last 
shot themselves. Leading a bas- 
ketball team required no less 
skill or intelligence than leading 
a football team. The idea that 
Oscar Robertson could not, had 
he so chosen, become a great 
professional quarterback, was 
laughable, but in football the 
myth held." 

Blacks can excel in basketball 
when under pressure and have 
definate leadership qualities 
(Lenny Wilkens became the first 
black coach to win a NBA Champion- 
ship when he led the Seattle 
Supersonics in 1979) . John 
Thompson led Georgetown University 
to the NCAA finals this past year, 
and Bill Russell, Al Attles, 
and Tom Sanders have all been 
coaches among the pro ranks at 
one time or another) . Blacks 
are just as capable as whites. 
They can take the pressure and 
responsibility in baseball and 
football too. There isn't a 
willingness by the dominant 
white sports society to accept 
blacks into these positions.

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Murphy Defines Senate

Powers 
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According to President Murphy, the 
power of the Student Senate is a 
delegation of her own "authority 
and responsibility". Murphy's 
comments came from a Senate meeting 
held on Monday, November, 15th. 
Attending the meeting as an invited 
guest Murphy said, "I can delegate 
some of my authority and res- 
ponsibility, and I do that through 
the Deans, who in turn delegate 
some of their authority and 
responsibility to different groups 
on campus, such as the Student 
Senate . " 

Murphy responded to questions con- 
cerning her power as it realtes to 
the actions of the Senate, by 
emphasizing that "there is no one 
group on campus that has a great 
deal of power, Most times my 
power is only the power to rer 
commend," Murphy said. 

Speaking of her power in general, 
Murphy said, "I do not think that 
I have much power. I have very 
little, 

The most powerful group in the 
Vermont College System, according 
to Murphy, is the Board of Trustees. 
"They delegate power to the Cahncellor, 
and he, in turn, delegates it to the 
President." 



Other subjects discussed by Murphy 
and and the Senate included a stu- 
dent's right to live off-campus, 
and living conditions in the dormi- 
tories. Murphy defended the dorms 
as being "an important facet of a 
college education." 

Also present at Monday's meeting 
was Catherine D'Amico, who was 
awarded a degree by President 
Murphy in a by-pass of the Faculty 
Assembly this past May. 

D'Amico criticized the Critic 
for its coverage of the degree 
dispute. ( Critic , Oct. 8, 1982) 
"To me, the Critic doesn't know 
what they are talking about" 

and "has blown things out of 
proportion," D'Amico said. 

From documents prepared by the 
LSC administration, the Critic 
had previously reported that 
D'Amico had not received her 
degree because of her failure 
to pass the "Math Competancy Test" 
when f in fact f the test was the 
Competancy Examination for MA 101 
as stated in a memorandum pre- 
pared by Ray Dethy dean of 
academic affairs, 



According to D'Amico, "there are 
two math courses that education 
majors have to take, MA lQland 
1Q2," D'Amico said, that because 
of a schedule conflict, she took 
MA 102 before 101 and passed with 
an "A"', 

In the fall of 1981, D'Amico 
applied for a waiver on the 1Q1 
course, Instead of the waiver 
going through the Education 
Department, It was somehow re- 
channelled through the Mathematics 
Department, resulting in con- 
flicting stories from D'Amioo 
and members of the Math Department, 

According to D'Amico, she had plan- 
ned to take Math 101 in the Fall 
of 1981 but "had 19 credits" and 
"would be taking and eighth grade 
math course," Said D'Amico, 
"I knew the material, The teacher 
knew I knew it. Dr. Viles fassis- 
tant academic dean) said that I 
would have no trouble with the 
waiver." 

D'Amico said she applied for the 
waiver in September. "As I under- 
stood by the secretary in the Edu- 
cation Department, the waiver went 
through the wrong channels,"

Perni, Administration Discuss Health Service Problems

"It's difficult, with one practition- 
er and no supporting staff, to 
provide the extensive services 
that we'd like to provide," said 
Health Services Physician Assistant 
Mark Perni in an interview Wed- 
nesday. 

"We're providing a much more ex- 
tensive service than any school 
our size is" and "I feel pressured 
as far as time goes," Perni said. 
"I think it (the solution) is to 
change the expectations of the 
student body for this service to 
provide a walk-in nurses station 
or infirmary." 

Perni has been the subject of 
several complaints in recent 
weeks, one of which was filed 
formally with the administration, 
concerning his alleged lack of

availability to students. Other 
complaints appeared as letters to 
the editor in the November 4th and 
11th issues of the Critic. 

Said Perni, "I have met with both 
Dean Laramee and President Murphy 
concerning both the letters that 
appeared in the Critic and (an) 
anonymous complaint received 
through the Dean's office. The 
result of these meetings," Perni 
said, "Were that we're going to 
initiate a more compreshensive 
training program for the Work Study 
students, including telephone 
answering techniques and the taking 
of throat cultures." 

According to Perni, "both Presi- 
dent Murphy and Bill Laramee have 
not substantiated the accusations 
against me and. . .haven't reprimanded 
me for anything." President Murphy 
was unavailable for comment and 
Dean Laramee declined to comment 
when contacted at his office on 
Wednesday. 

According to Perni, "the admin- 
istration has been very lenient 
as far as setting limitations 
or requirements for the service." 



The one requirement of the admin- 
istration, Perni said, "is for me 
to fulfill the medical needs of 
the student to the best of 
professional ability."

Student Senate Has No Authority 



It is appalling to note that the 
most powerful student organization 
on campus has little or no "author- 
ity" and is mostly a "recommending" 
body. That's what Janet G. Murphy, 
LSC president told the Student 
Senate at Monday night's meeting.

Basically, NO! The only real 
function the Senate performs 
is overseeing student funds and

that could be done by a meeting 
of clubs with a chairman or 
moderator. 

Since the Senate already exists, 
it should work to at least de- 
fine and hopefully expand their 
power or "authority."

-Does the Senate have "jurisdic- 
tion over all student-related 
matters" as stated in their con- 
stitution? 

-Exactly what can Murphy do in 
regards to the Senate? Can she 
reverse any decision the Senate 
makes?- 

-Does Murphy have ultimate author- 
ity over the Senate 1 s money? Can 
she take it away at any time? 



Facts Should Be Checked On Both Sides 



The Critic reported (October 8, 1982, 
"Faculty Bypassed In Granting Of 
Degree") that Catherine D'Amico, an 
Education major, "needed to pass a 
math competency test in order to 
obtain her degree. She took the 
test, but didn't pass it." 

These statements are incorrect, as 
the test was a competency based on 
MA 101, a required course for Edu- 
cation majors. 

While the error is admitted, recent 
statements made at a Senate meeting 
that the Critic "blew things out of 
proportion" are equally inaccurate. 
The Critic carefully attributed all 
of its statements — with the excep- 
tion of the math competency state- 
ment — to memorandums prepared by 
Ray Dethy and President Janet Mur- 
phy. 

It was stated at the Senate meeting 
that "the Critic is saying that I 
failed the test, and I didn't." 
It is not the Critic's contention 
that a student failed a test. It 



is Ray Dethy who made the statement 
in a memorandum (May 20, item 12) . 
It was also the judgement of the 
Mathematics Dept., which determined 
her grade . . The Critic did not make 
the judgement; the Critic reported 
that others had made a judgement. 

It is important to note that the 
Critic d id not raise the arguments 
that led to a degree dispute in the 
first place. This was done by the 
Faculty Assembly. The degree dis- 
pute developed as a result of many 
factors. It does not exist because 
the Critic exploited it on its 
pages . 

The matter should not be "pinned-on" 
the Critic . It remains with the 
main parties involved — the student, 
the administration, and the Facul- 
ty Assembly.

I , together with many others , can 
take personal pride in the 
recent upgrading of Lyndon State 
College radio station WWLR-FM. 
There, at last, is a conveyance 
by which all citizens of the 
Northeast Kingdom can have access 
to local news, community events, 
and various entertainment. The 
potential community service for 
listeners in the NEK is basically 
unlimited . 

Unfortunately this accomplishment 
is not all that meets the eye 
due to a long-standing dispute 
between the administration of 
LSC and student operators of 
WWLR-FM. Station operation 
and costs involved in the upgrading 
have been entirely financed by 
student funding.

While the LSC administration 
and Communication Arts and 
Sciences Department of LSC continue 
to stress community involvement, 
they seem to be missing the 
boat when it comes to the most 
powerful medium present at the 
:' nstitution .

The 
Equestrian Club, a newly forming 
LSC club, reported a balance of 
$44, all recieved from club fund- 
raising as the club has not been 
officially recognized by the 
Senate .

Declining Enrollment 

Causing Housing 
Problems

LSC's declining enrollment is 
causing a "definite" problem 
in on-campus housing, according 
to Dave Kanell, director of 
housing. As a result, Kanell has 
refused to allow any students to 
move off campus for the following 
semester . 

Enrollment figures for the Fall, 
1982 semester, and a comparison 
with Fall, 1981 semester, are as 
follows :

Undergraduate : total, 975; Vt, 583; 
out-of-state, 392. 

Continuing education : total, 51; 
Vt, 51; out-of-state., 0. 

Graduate : total, 36; Vt, 36; 
out-of-state, 0. 

Grand Total : total, 1062; Vt, 670: 
out-of-state, 392. 

Fall 1981 : 

Undergraduate : total, 1023; Vt, 
553; out-of-state, 470. 

Continuing Education : total, 55; 
Vt, 53; out-of-state, 2. 

Graduate : total, 39; Vt, 37; 
out-of-state, 2. 

Grand Total : total, 1117; Vt, 
673; out-of-state, 474. 



"A 55 person drop doesn't seem 
that substantial, but in housing 
it is," Kanell said. He said 
that "at mid-semester the college 
loses even more students, some 
graduate, student teach, or simply 
drop out." "The dilemma is that 
we must pay mortgages , " he said . 

Consequently, LSC students are 
effected by the lack of enroll- 
ment. Students who live in the 
dorms have signed a contract 
that states that they must live 
in the residence halls for a full 
year, unless otherwise given per- 
mission to move off campus by the 
Director of Housing. 

The Room and Board Contract directly 
states under the subtitle Period 
of Occupancy and Fees, "All Room 
and Board contracts include both 
room and meal plans and are 
legally binding for the Academic 
Year." Under the Termi: of Con- 
tract ic alro states that "Stu- 
dent requests for termination of 
the contract should be directed 
to the Office of Student Affairs/ 
Housing Officer. (Application 
for release does not imply 
automatic termination of the 
contract) ." 

At the present time, Kanell is 
not giving the permission to let 
students move off. "Of course 
everyone would like to say yes, 
but it falls within the realm 
of my job to have to refuse 
students," he said.

According to Justice, the organi- 
zation has no official governmental 
body and is run informally by "a 
small group of leaders." 



Poland Fire Caused By Burning Wax

The LSC and Lyndonville Fire 
Department responded to a call, 
Wednesday, concerning a fife in 
the oven of the 1st floor suite 
of Poland hall. The fire started 
at approximately 2:15 P.M. when an 
unidentified resident of the suite 
put a bowl of wax in the oven, 
which caught fire, according to 
Steve Murray, another resident. 
The resident was trying to clean 
the wax out of the bowl, he said. 

When the fire started the alarm 
went off and Head Resident Steve 
Coughlin came in and called the 
Fire Department, Murray said. 
Firemen Chris Cozzy and Alan 
Grover, and Fire Chief Bob Callahan 
extinguished the fire. 



During the fire the stove was opened 
up and a "wall of flame" came 
out of the stove, according to 
Arnold/Bayley Head Resident 
Ernie Talpey. Callahan said 
this was caused by a deficiency 
of oxygen in the oven. When the 
door was opened oxygen rushed in 
and fed the fire, he said. 

Lyndonville Fire Department was 
called to bring up two smoke 
ejectors to clear the smoke 
from both the suite and the Head 
Resident's suite across the hall. 

Callahan said his firemen "per 
formed pretty well." He said 
he was pleased with their per- 
formance as well as the performance 
of the resident staff. 



The meetings are very loosely 
structured, beginning with an 
opening prayer of no specific 
content, offered by a member of 
the group.

Justice "realizes" that there is 
a stigma attached to the organiza- 
tion by the student body.

If students are at least made 
aware of the existence of CF, 
then something will have been 
accomplished, she said. 



Fire Inspectors At LSC 



The Vermont state fire inspector 
visited LSC, November 1st through 
5th. The inspections are conducted 
by the Vermont Department of Labor 
and Industry and include all rooms 
in every building, according to 
Carl Pelzel, director of the 
physical plant. 

Pelzel said the inspections occur 
every two or three years and are 
intended to certify that public 
buildings are safe and free from 
fire hazards. Potential fire hazards 
are "written up" as an order to 
remedy the situation within a 
specified period, he said. 

Each building gets a sperate list 
of hazards correlated with the 
fire code violated . Some prob- 
lems include the backstage area 
of the Alexander Twilight Theatre 
and the basement of Harvey Aca- 
demic Center, according to Pelzel. 



The theatre has many stage sets and 
building materials stored in the 
backstage area, which causes the 
problem, Pelzel said. "Storage 
space was not designed into the 
building," he said. 

In order to comply with the fire 
code, a large quantity of paper 
and lumber in the basement of HAC 
will have to be moved as soon as 
possible, Pelzel said. 

The state has a right to close any 
building that does not comply within 
a reasonable amount of time. 

Pelzel said that won't happen. 
"We try to funciton on a friendly 
basis with the Department of Labor 
and Industry," he said. "We (LSC) 
can't operate with padlocks on the 
doors . "

Each participant's name is entered 
into a pool of names. O'Shea, Dillon, 
and another judge, Steve Balenski 
randomly assign each participant 
a person to kill. The participants 
then set out to hunt their victim. 
They must play the game in accordance 
with the designated rules. The 
rules include: 

SAFE ZONES 



(1) Your room provided both feet are 
inside the door. 

(2) All classes and all hallways 
the top two floors of Vail . 

(3) SAGA IS SAFE, THERE WILL BE NO 
SHOOTING IN SAGA ! ! ! 

(4) Four people including yourself 
providing they are within a ten 
foot diameter circle about yourself. 



BASIC RULES OF THE GAME 

(1) You must shoot the person you 
are after above the waist, in front 
of the chest or any part of the head 
or neck, arms or hands. A shot in 
the back will be determined by 
the arms being held at ones sides, 
from the front of the arm forward 
is the chest and from the back of the 
arm is the back. The average 
belt line will be the determining 
point for waist level shots. You 
can kill the person assigned to kill 
you if you know who he is. 



KAOS JUDICIAL PROCESS 

Should any problems arise such 
as a kill that is contested or 
an illegal shooting it can be 
appealed to three judges who will 
have the final say in the matter!!! 

Dillon said that "we have a master 
list."

Highlights of the 2nd annual LSC 
Foundation Dinner included a 
vivacious guest speaker, Dr. 
Zachery Clements, and a $2,000 
grant to the Lyndon Interactive 
Communications Project (LINC) . 

At the dinner held on Saturday, 
November 13, Dr. Joseph Bamford 
a member of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the LSC Foundation, 
announced the LINC grant to 
promote "service to the community." 

At the head table were LSC 
president Janet Murphy, Ferguson 
McKay, chairman of the faculty, 
Dr. Frank Irwin, former LSC 
president, Dr. Joseph Bamford, 
Board of Directors of LSC Foundation 
ation and his wife, Dr, Clements 
and his wife, and Scudder Parker, 
Vermont State Senator. 



Dr. Clements, professor of educa- 
tion at the University of 
Vermont, spoke of the great 
difference between the education 
of the past and education of today, 

"Why did students behave back 
then?" Clements said. "And 
why are there so many problems 
now?" 

Clements attibuted the lack of 
discipline in schools to the 
family. "In those days the 
back-bone came from the home," 
he said. 

He went on to describe his own 
life growing up in an Italian 
household. He said that his 
grandfather would discipline 
him if he heard any complaints 
from the school. ''If your

school ever calls this house, 
I'll kill you," Clements joked 
in a mock imitation of his 
grandfather . 

"Today you're lucky if you 

find anybody home when you call." 

On a more serious note, Clements 
spoke of the concern today with 
Reagonomics. He said that the 
problem with Reagan is that 
national defense takes priority 
over education. "We just recently 
built a bomber in this country 
for $17 million." 

"Of course we need a strong defense," 
he said. "But not when this col- 
lege has to scratch its back 
to find a dollar or two". 

Clements said that another prob- 
lem with education lies within the 
teachers. "I think it's just 
that we have teachers who tell 
their students all the negative 
things in the world." 

"All the people wearing 'No 
Nukes ' signs should go home and 
realize what they have," he 
said, "We should get back into 
that old time feeling that 'Hey, 
I 'm a Yankee Doodle Dandy'". 

He spoke of tho selfishness of 
those who give up hope, those who 
stop helping others , those who 
find excuses for their lack 
of kindness. He said that 
America's citizens should ap- 
preciate what they have. "We 
have the sun, the moon, and the 
heavens," he said, "but, the 
most important thing of all, we 
have a family, we have love, and 
we have life." 

He ended his speach by appealing 
to everyone to assume responsibilty 
for the problems in the world. 
"It is I who must make the world 
a better place," he said. 
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Pat Benetar - "Get Nervous 
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NERVOUS

Old time Pat Benetar fans will 
certainly shutter when they 
lay eyes on her latest album, 
appropriately entitled "Get 
Nervous" . Nervous is what they 
might get because at first glance, 
the album indicates that Benetar 
m ight have gone new wave. 
Believe me, this is far from new 
wave; the band sounds much the 
same with a few new twists. The 
biggest change is obvious from 
the first notes of the album, a 
keyboard player has joined the 
crew of a predominately guitar- 
crazy band, and what a difference 
it makes \ The new man tickling 
the ivory is Charlie Giordano, 
w ho replaces Scott St. Clair 
Sheets, thus leaving the band 
with only one guitar player. Only 
°ne is needed if its Neil Geraldo, 
who continues to dominate each 
and every song with his driving 
guitar work. On "Get Nervous" 



Geraldo has hit his peak. He 
finally gets a chance to try 
some experimentation due to 
the departure of Sheets, and 
he responds with flying colors. 

The album already has a single, 
"Shadows in the Night", which 
continues to climb up the charts. 
It doesn't contain the hard 
driving beat with the screaming 
guitars of yesteryear, which 
is certainly a daring move by 
a band that has thrived on that 
style for all previous releases. 
Benetar resorts to the past with 
rockers like the "The Victim" and 
"Tell it to Her", two songs in 
which Geraldo never slows down. 
Bassist Myron Gromacher chips 
in with "Silent Partner", a 
catchy tune that ends the album 
nicely. Benetar continues her 
"I Hate Men" routine throughout 
the album, especially in "I 
Want Out". 




Nothing has really changed in 
"Get Nervous". Pat Benetar has 
gotten away with something that 
bands like Boston and the Knack 
couldn't. They were afraid to 
experiment too drastically and 
fell apart because of it. 

"Get Nervous" really isn't 
any different from anything 
she's done. Boston lasted 2 
albums, so did the Knack. Pat 
Benetar has put out 4 solid 
albums and they've all worked 
commercially. Why argue with 
that theory? Pat Benetar certainly 
won ' t . 
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According to D'Amico, she asked Al 
Oulette, associate professor of 
mathematics, "many times" about 
the waiver. "He just kind of chuck- 
ed it to the side, D'Amico said, 
"In November, I received a memo 
stating that there would be a test, 
and he (Oulette). told me what mate- 
rials that I should study from, 
So that was in November." 

According to D'Amico, she took the 
test in the Spring of 1982 . She 
said, "I took the test, Dr. Muzzey 
made up the test, and he didn't 
even teach the course." D'Amico 
said, "The test wasn't based on 
the book, so I didn't pass." 

Six out of the thirty problems 
on the test referred to material not 
even covered in the text, D'Amico 
said. The problems containing 
material not covered on the test 
were discounted, according to 
D'Amico, and she passed the test. 

The test was regraded once more for 
unknown reasons and "they went 
back and marked things wrong 
that they had marked right in 
the first place," D'Amico said, 
causing her to fail the test 



again. "I tried getting copies 
back and they (the Mathematics 
Department) would not give it up." 
she said. 

D'Amico said of the test, "I 
wasn't trying to get out of any- 
thing. To me, it was all blown out 
of proportion," she said. "The 
whole thing was just a political 
matter. Here I was on the Dean's 
list and receiving the Merits- 
Citizenship Award," D'Amico said 

D'Amico further criticized Critic 
coverage of the diapute. She 
said, "the Critic is saying that 
I failed the test and I didn't, 
because the test didn't have 
anything to do with the book. I 
think I have been slandered directly 
with my degree, D'Amico said, and 
"I hope the Critic gets the story 
right." 

In other Senate Business, the 
Equestrian Club Constitution 
and By-laws were presented 
for approval by the Senate. 
'The Senate requested that a number 
of changes be made and that the 
Constitution be resubmitted 
at the November 22 meeting. 



Procedures for student recognition 
at Senate meetings were discussed. 
Senate President, Sheldon Ball, 
suggested that a student be required 
to be recognized by giving written 
notice to himself before the start 
of each meeting . 

Vice-President, Peter Cartwright, 
noted that no Freshman commuters had 
picked up petitions for the vacant 
Senate seat. He said that he would 
put some information in the Campus 
Calender next week concerning 
the election. 

The Senate voted 8-1 to accept 
Gerry McNiff , a Junior Meteorology 
major, as a member on the Academic 
Standards Committee. McNiff re- 
places Mike Sabetta, a Junior 
Meteorology major who resigned. 

The meeting was attended by eleven 
Senate members and ten students . 

Senate meetings are held each 
week at 5:45 in the President's 
Conference room. Students are 
urged to attend. 



Rescue Squad: 
400 Calls A Year

The LSC Rescue Squad responds to 
emergency calls on a "pretty 
steady basis," according to 
Bob Callahan, junior Recreation 
major who has worked with the squad 
for three years. 

Callahan said that they average 
about 400 calls per year, one per 
day usually. He said that sometimes 
things are slow but that " some- 
times you get a really big weeks." 
The bulk of the calls come from 
the Lyndonville area, and that they 
also receive a large amount of 
calls from areas such as Burke , 
Newark, Sutton and Kirby. About 
60 of the 400 calls per year are 
on campus . 

Callahan said that most of the 
calls are from people with sprained 
ankles and bumped heads and are not 
serious or bloody matters. Once in 
a while the squad does get some 
serious calls, as in cases of 
drug overdoses and traffic acci- 
dents. In such cases, they usually 
bring the patient directly to the 
hospital. For lesser cases, the 
patient can sometimes sign a release 
form to avoid going to the hospital, 
or sometimes a doctor decides this. 

During the week of October 13 to 
October 20, the Rescue Squad re- 
ceived ten calls, with no major 
fatalities. Callahan said that 
since the school year began, 
things have been "pretty calm." 

Workers on the Rescue Squad must 
have training in first aid, This 
takes about two semesters, The 
squad keeps working 365 days a 
year, serving people in the North- 
east Kingdom.

Senate Approves WWLR 
Sound System Purchase

The Student Senate voted to allow 
WWLR to use $750 of their funds 
for a new sound system package at 
the meeting held Tuesday, Nov. 29. 
Chip McKay, Senate treasurer", will 
sign the check to allow the money 
to go through. The expenditure was 
also approved at the Deans' Council 
meeting held December 1. 

The package includes two turntables, 
a mixer, an amplifier, two pre-am- 
plifiers, two large speakers, and 
speaker wire. 

The motion to approve the funding, 
made by Jake Edge, sophomore com- 
muter, was unanimously passed after 
a question-and-answer period with 
Scott Walters, general manager of 
WWLR. 

Walters said that area high schools 
have asked WWLR to broadcast dances, 
but they have refused due to the 
lack of a sound system. "We've had 
to turn down twelve dances," he 
said. "We've taken a $600 loss." 
According to Walters, WWLR would 
have earned $75 per dance. 

"As I understand it , you have the 
money (for the sound system) ," Shel- 
don Ball, president of the Senate 
said. 



According to Walters, WWLR has "at 
least $7,000" in their reqular ac- 
count and $1,200 in underwritings 
(advertising revenue) . 

Walters said that WWLR has debts 
not yet paid which include Associ- 
ated Press service and a telephone 
bill. He said that if the Senate 
approved the expenditure, WWLR 
would become "much less dependent 
on Student Activities money," He 
said that WWLR's budget request for 
1982-83 would possibly be lowered.

Interfering 
With Met. 

Instruments

The Meteorology department 1 s in- 
struments are being affected by 
the recently upgraded trans- 
missions of the student operated 
radio station WWLR, according 
to Bruce Berryman, instructor 
of meteorology. The instruments 
are "not giving us good data," he 
said. Clocks are running fast, 
temperatures are high and 
pressure gauges are giving "jumpy 
traces" from instruments in 
close proximity to WWLR's antenna, 
he said. 

Scott Walters, WWLR general man- 
ager said that he talked with 
Berryman in September about the 
possibility that the upgrade 
would affect the instruments 
"given the proximity of the 
instruments to the antenna." 



The tower was for WWLR's use, 
ttie Meteorology department got 
the station's permission to 
put their instruments on it, 
Walters said. 

An instrument tested away from 
the area worked perfectly but it 
is a "major project" to move 
the instruments around to deter- 
mine where they are not affected, 
Berryman said. "We're trying to 
avoid getting a new tower" due 
to cost and protecting it from 
vandalism, he said. The depart- 
ment is looking into better 
shielding and grounding for the 
instruments to alleviate the 
problem, according to Berryman. 

Berryman is awaiting the harmonic 
filter that WWLR has ordered be- 
fore deciding what other action 
is necessary. 

Walters said the problems were 
discussed at a meeting between 
Bill Laramee, dean of student 
affairs, Peter Morton, engineer 
for the station, and Walters. He 
said that ideas "from filters to 
moving the antenna and trans- 
mitter" were .discussed but 
"nothing concrete or substantive" 
has been decided.

Fair Representation For LSC Students 



The Student Senate discussed a 
constitutional amendment at 
Monday night's meeting which — if 
passed by the Senate and student 
body — will finally give fair 
representation to LSC students . 
The amendment would change the 
election process to give students 
seats on the Senate regardless of 
their class. 

This change would finally put to 
rest the ridiculous notion that 
only freshmen can represent first- 
year students, sophomores, second- 
year student, etc. The concerns 
of a particular student are normally 
not based on class. The Critic has 
supported this position since an 
April 15, 1982 editorial entitled 
"Class Not As Important As Repre- 
sentation. " 



The only division in the LSC stu- 
dent body that makes any difference 
in representation is the difference 
between commuters and residents. 
Residents' concerns often consist 
of quiet hour and alcohol policy 
questions along with upkeep of 
the dorm facilities. Commuters 
usually mention LSC's school 
closing policy, transportation 
and off-campus events as their main 
concerns . 

Because approximately 50% of LSC 
students commute to school every 
day, 50% of the Senators should 
be commuters so that the problems 
of this group can be represented . 
Splitting the Senate fairly allows 
both commuters and residents to 
be heard.

Senate Delays WWLR Request

The Student Senate decided to 
put off WWLR's request for $750 
for a sound system to be used 
at area high school dances, until 
the Nov. 29th Senate meeting. The 
move came "at a one hour meeting 
held on November 22. 

Also discussed were claims by 
students that the radio trans- 
mitter had damaged meteorological 
equipment . 

Senate members said that members 
of the student body had com- 
plained that meteorological equip- 
ment had been damaged by WWLR's 
new transmitter. Peter Cart- 
wright, Senate vice president, 
said, "I talked to Mr. Berryman 
(associate professor of meteorology) 
and he said "the equipment is com- 
pletely inoperative." 

Mike Cappiello, senior resident 
said, "WWLR should have investi- 
gated this problem." Cartwright 
said, "Why don't we wait for Scott 
Walters to talk about the sit- 
uation?" 



Concerning the actual damage to 
the equipment Cartwright said, 
"We are going to have to ask our- 
selves whether academics are more 
important than a student club." 
The Senate made a motion to discuss 
the problem at the Nov. 29 Senate 
meeting. (See page 1) 

The Senate members spoke briefly 
about WWLR's request for $750 to 
be used to purchase a sound system 
to be used at area high school 
dances. Merl Grabowski, WWLR 
engineer, said, "we are going to 
try to get a package deal from 
Radio Shack for the Sound System." 
He said, "these expenses will not 
be used from the transmitter fund 
but will be extra expenses." 
The Senate again decided to wait 
for Scott Walters before making 
a decision. 

I other matters, the Senate dis- 
cussed Mark Perni being dropped 
from the Equestrian club as an 
advisor and the membership decline 
in the club. Mike Cappiello noted 
that membership had dropped from

Walters said that WWLR will be 
broadcasting "possibly 4 to 5 bas- 
ketball games, mostly Mayflower 
Conference games." 

Walters was also questioned about 
interference complaints launched by 
LSC students and SAGA Food Service. 

Senate members referred to com- 
plaints relayed to them by members 
of the student body about WWLR 
"being all over the dial." 

The complaint from SAGA, according 
to Walters, came as a result of 
WWLR coming through the system that 
SAGA had set up. 

"Radio station WWLR is the first to 
get blamed for any malfunctions," 
Walters said "Unjust blame has 
been done to WWLR. " 

Walters said that the interference 
problem was problably due to meteor- 
ology instruments on the same tower 
that the WWLR antenna is on. "There 
is possible interference in the met 
instruments," he said. "Those things 
were not grounded properly at all." 
The instruments on the tower include 
a wind speed/direction gauge, a 
thermometer, and a barometer. 
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Walters said that he sent a letter 
to Dr. Bruce Berryman, associate 
professor of meteorology, if WWLR 
could remove the instruments. "He 
never took my advice," Walters said. 

Walters attributed the stereo inter- 
ference to the "old transmitter wire" 
WWLR used to use before the wattage 
increase. "There are wires running 
rampant all over those buildings," 
he said. 

WWLR will not purchase a filter to 
solve the problem as previously 
planned, according to Walters. He 
said that the people complaining 
about the interference are "too 
close to the transmitter." "The 
filter would provide only a 3-5% 
improvement," he said. 

According to Walters, WWLR is with- 
in FCC standards. He said that the 
way to prevent stereo interference 
is to put a filter on each stereo. 
"Don't you feel an obligation to 
do this?" Edge asked. 

"It'll cost us $20 per filter," 
Walters said. "We are under no ob- 
ligation to do this. We're within 
FCC standards." 

Edge suggested that WWLR release 
information through LINC (Lyndon 
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Warm Winter Expected 



On Wednesday morning Donner Pass 
in the Sierra Nevadas recorded 
6 feet of snow during the past 
18 hours falling at a rate of 
two inches per hour. 

Recently, meteorologosts spec- 
ulated that a warm winter will 
occur this year due to the un- 
usually warm temperature of 
the Pacific Ocean waters which 
are approximately 5 degrees 
Fahrenheit above normal. In 
the past, this condition has 
preceded a warm winter in the 
east. In West Burke, VT., the 
average date of the first per- 
manent snowfall for the past 14 
years has been Nov. 25th. As 
we speculate on this commencing 
winter we expect the permanent 
snowcover to occur far later 
than average . 

As you can see by the diagram 
below, warmer than normal weather 
is found off the west coast and 
off the east coast where the 
upper level highs dominate. 
The warm pacific water is res- 
ponsible for this pattern. As a 
rule, we tend to be one jet- 
stream wavelength away from the 
offshore waters of the west 
coast putting us in the path 
of warm southeasterly winds.

The Lyndon State College Hornets 
used balanced scoring and a dev- 
astating full court press as they 
rolled to a 91-65 victory over 
Champlain College of Quebec on 
Tuesday night at the Stannard Gym.

Way back on Nov. 20th, Bill Fitz- 
gerald took a pass from Tim 
Lawler and put a layup in at the 
buzzer to give the Hornets a 
66-65 upset victory over Norwich. 
Lawler stole an errant Norwich 
pass with six seconds left and 
found Fitzgerald under the bas- 
ket and the Hornets had pulled 
a victory out of the hat. 

The Hornets trailed for the en- 
tire first half and were down 
34-22 at intermission before 
charging back in the second 
half. LeMieux also scored 17 
points to lead the Hornets. 
Mike Whaley chipped in 16 points 
including some key baskets down 
the strech . 

The 2-1 Hornets will be back 
into action on Saturday night 
at 8:00 PM when they will host 
archrival Castleton State at 
the Stannard Gym.

Financial Aid 

Denied To 
Non- Registrants

A Defense Authorization Bill, 
which goes into effect July 1, 
1983, makes all males ages 18-24 
who fail to register for the draft 
ineligible for all forms of federal 
aid to education. 

Males who fail to register will 
become ineligible for the programs 
of Guaranteed Student Loan, 
National Direct Student Loan, Pell 
Grant, College Work-Study, Sup- 
lemental Education Opportunity 
Grant, and State Incentive Grants. 

The bill, signed by President 
Reagan last September, will require 
all males who are required under 
the Selective Service Act to reg- 
ister for the draft, to file a 
statement of compliance indicating 
that they have registered. 

According to Tanya Lamphere, Assis 
tant Director of Financial Aid, 
"the bottom line is that if a 
student doesn't sign the statement, 
they would be denied aid." Lam- 
phere said that she personally 
doesn't agree with the bill, but 
that the.college will unquestionably 
enforce it.

A group of students and Student 
Affairs Staff members will be 
formed this week to choose the 
Coordinator of Student Activities 
for the 1982-83 semester, 
according to Nancy Gagnon.

LSC Supports Draft Registration 



The Financial Aid Office will 
provide information to the US . 
government which could violate 
anyone's privacy. In the past 
there has been much talk about 
privacy in relation to Judiciary 
Committee hearing information and 
protection of students rights. 
Fine and dandy, but what about 
turning in the names of students 
who refuse to register for the 
draft? 

If male students do not sign an 
affidavit stating that they have 
registered for the draft, their 
names will be turned into the 
government who will shut off all 
financial aid and possibly 
prosecute in addition. With this 
action the government states that 
it doesn't feel that people, 
who question the sanity of war 
and related issues, deserve an 
education, unless they have money 
enough to pay for themselves. This 
is clearly an act of discrimination 
as only people too poor to pay their 
way into college will be affected. 



Let's face it, there is absolutely 
no way the Justice Department can 
prosecute the approximately 
600,000 non-registrants. This 
figure doesn't include the count- 
less number of young men who did 
register, but have not kept 
Selective Service informed of 
their address changes. The 
mind boggles at the thought of 
huge McCarthy-like trials where 
100,000 men are all sentenced to 
five years in jail and a $10,000 
fine (the current punishment for 
non-registration) . 

By providing the names of non- 
registrants, the LSC administration 
clearly shows its support of: 
1) the draft in general. 2) 
invasion of privacy so that Mr. 
Raygun (Give 'em hell Ronnie!) 
can have his "pool of names" to 
use in any way he sees fit, despite 
its anticipated protestations 
otherwise . 

LSC should take a stand against 
the draft registration (because 
of its illogical and ridiculous

Math Dept. Responds To D'Amico 



To the Editor: 

One of these days, the stark 
realities of life will come into 
focus and cries of "foul ball" 
will be relegated to the sports 
section of this publication. In 
the meantime, remarks attributed 
to Ms. D'Amico in the Nov. 18, 
1982 issue of the Critic necessitate 
a response. Since a point by 
point rebuttal would be tediously 
le .gthy and possibly quite boring, 
I decided to state the case as 
simply as possible. 

Why two members of the Depart- 
ment of Mathematical Sciences were 
singled out as the "bad guys" is 
puzzling to me. For the record: 
1) The academic decision not to 
grant Ms. D'Amico the waiver was 
the result of a unanimous vote 
of the five members of the depart- 
ment. 2) The Academic Standards 
Committee, which has three students 
as voting members, unanimously up- 
held the department's decision. 
3) The Faculty Assembly, whose 
membership consists of all full- 
time faculty, upheld the com- 
mittee's decision. 4) President 
Murphy upheld the Faculty Assembly's 
decision by awarding the degree 
for legal reasons and not for 
academic reasons . 

That "He (Ouellette) just kind of 
chucked it (the waiver) to the 
side" is not the case. Department 
records will show that the request 
was placed on the agenda at the 
earliest possible date. 
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Her complaint that "...Dr. Muzzey 
made up the test, and he didn't 
even teach the course." rings 
hollow. The responsibility for 
waiver requests rests with the 
department. That the instructor 
was part-time and not a member 
of the department is unfortunate 
but beyond my control. Also, 
one should not lose sight of the 
fact that Dr. Muzzey 's credentials 
are in the field of mathematics 
education. 

Finally, her statement that "I 
wasn't trying to get out of any- 
thing" raises the question as 
to why she dropped the course. No 
one seems to want to go anywhere 
near that question. Was a 19 
credit hour load, which included 
3 hours of (in her opinion) an 
"eight grade math course," really 
excessive for a Dean's List 
student and a recipient of the 
Merits Citizenship Award? 

As sad as this incident has been, 
it is, unfortunately, only the 
tip of the iceberg. In my 18 year 
affiliation with Lyndon, I have 
witnessed fluctuations in academic 
standards. But we are currently 
on a perilous course clinging to 
an academic ship that is rudder- 
less and without a helmsman. 
Changing the figure, baling twine, 
band-aids, and bubble-gum may 
provide a quick solution, but 
institutional tarnish takes a long 
time to remove.

Upon Laramee' s 
arrival, Mike Cappiello, at-large, 
made the motion to go into execu- 
tive session. The motion was pas- 
sed on a unanimous vote with Peter 
Cartwright abstaining . 
According to Senate President Shel- 
don Ball, the "personelle nature" 
of the agenda item's subject mat- 
ter necessitated the session. 

In other business , under a new 
policy adopted by the VSC Board 
of Trustees, " the President 
shall have final authority to 
officially recognize students 
organizations." At present, the 
Senate is responsible for both 
club recognition and fund dis- 
tribution. 

According to Laramee, although 

club recognition will now occur 

at the administrative level, the 

Senate will remain responsible 

for the distribution of funds 

to officially recognized organizations 

"We're operating in a void right 

now because there's really no 

policy," Laramee said. 



Several Senate members expressed 
concern about the body ' s new 
loss of power. Senate President 
Sheldon Ball reasoned that even 
though the Senate has the "power" 
to fund organizations, those 
funds are available only to those 
organizations officially recognized 
by Murphy, thus allowing her to 
determine how funds are dis- 
tributed . 

In accordance with the new VSC 
policy, all existing clubs will 
be required to provide President 
Murphy with their constitutions 
and by-laws for review, according 
to Laramee, with official recognition 
being a prerequisite for further 
funding by the Senate. 

Laramee suggested to the Senate 
that they construct and recomend 
to Murphy, a procedure to be used 
in the formal recognition of 
campus organizations. No funds 
can be appropriated until an 
organization is officially re- 
cognized. Laramee said. 

A motion that the discussion be 
"tabled" was made by Mike Cappiello 
because, "we really aren't going 
anywhere." The motion passed and 
the discussion will be on the agenda 
of next week's meeting. 

Sheldon Ball reported Vermont 
State College Student Association 
(VSCSA) is planning to lobby 
for funds in Montpelier. Also, 



the association discussed a 
possible credit hour tax for the 
1983-84 academic year. The next 
VSCSA meeting will be held here 
on the LSC campus on Jan. 30, 1983. 

On Lecture Series requests, Bal? 
commented that the Lecture Series 
Committee has trouble convening. 
Mike Cappiello suggested that the 
committee meet once a week on a 
regular basis. 

Tom O'Shea and Chip McKay, Com- 
mittee members present at the 
meeting, received from Ball a 
list of proposed activities to 
be discussed and voted upon. 
Ball stressed that the list 
should be acted upon as soon 
as possible and suggested that 
the Senate should override the 
Committee and act on the list 
themselves at that evenings 
meeting. Committee members pro- 
tested, claiming that more time 
was needed than that available 
at a Senate meeting for discussion 
of the proposed activities before 
any decisions were made. 

Chris Cozzy of the Twilight 
Players requested an $800 loan 
for the organization. The money 
would be used to purchase three 
movies for a film festival sponsored 
by the Players to raise funds. 
According to Cozzy, the Players 
are trying to reorganize on a 
strong financial base. Said 
Cozzy of the Senate, "I really 
don't want to rely on you people 
for more money." Ticket costs 
would be $2 for LSC students and 
$3 for the off -campus public. 



Cozzy also asked the Senate for 

a guarantee of $5,000 for a 

musical . Cozzy emphasized that 

the Players hope to raise the money 

for the show themselves, but 

they need the $5,000 to fall back on. 

The Senate tabled the proposal for 
lack of "numbers on paper." They 
requested that Cozzy return to 
next week ' s meeting with more 
accurate cost estimates. 

The Senate discussed the legality 
of the Housing Law. Ball said 
that, according to University 
of Vermont Dean of Students 
Keith Miser, a college can't 
force a student to live on campus. 
Discussion on the matter was 
tabled pending more information. 

Senate members voiced additional 
concerns about WWLR frequency 
interference. Bill Laramee said 
that he has met with station 
engineer Peter Morton to discuss 
correction costs. According to 
Laramee, the station may make 
correction filters available to 
students on a rental basis . 
Laramee feels that not all 
students are experiencing inter- 
ference . 

Also discussed were elections to 
be held Tuesday and Wednesday to 
fill the freshman commuter slot 
vacated by the resignation of 
Linda Weigel.

Faculty Discusses Paralegal Studies

The Faculty Assembly discussed 
and then tabled a proposal to begin 
an Introduction to Paralegal Studies 
degree concentration that would 
consist of five related dis- 
ciplines. The motion came at a 
one and one half hour meeting 
held Tuesday evening. Also dis- 
cussed was the possibility of 
establishing a Physical Education 
General Education Requirement 
that would require students to 
take a three credit course in 
Principles of Conditioning. The 
assembly also approved requirements 
for a Natural History Conservation 
and Interpretation degree. 

The Faculty Assembly decided to 
table the paralegal certification 
studies course until the next 
meeting so that the Academic 
Standards Committee could look 
it over. The five related dis- 
ciplines include: the purpose and 
training of legal professionals, 
the roles of lawyers in modern 
society, standards applicable to 
attorneys and legal assistants, 
the various fields of law, and 
law library. Florence Yeats, 
assistant Professor of Business, 
spoke in favor of the Paralegal 
Studies and urged the Faculty 
Assembly to vote in favor of the 
program. Dr. Muzzey, Professor 
of Mathematics , noted that it 
might be better to refer the 
program back to the Curriculum 



Committee . The Assembly voted 
to do just that and sent it back 
to the two Committees.. 

In other matters, the assembly 
heard from Ken Ecker, Associate 
Professor of Biology /Physical 
Education, who proposed the GER 
requirement saying that students 
would be required to take the 
course consisting of lectures 
and activities. The Assembly 
decided to table the proposal 
until the next meeting. 

The faculty approved the require- 
ments for Natural History Con- 
servation and Interperation Degree. 
The 19 courses in the concentration 
consist of 16 science related 
courses and three other courses 
outside of the Science Department 

In other matters, the Faculty 
Assembly appointed Marvin Krupinsky, 
Assistant Professor of Mathematics, 
as a member of the Appointment, 
Promotion, and Tenure Committee. 
He replaces Richard Portner, 
assistant Professor of Communications 
Arts and Sciences. 
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Security Tightened In Game Room

A partition built around the video 
machines in the game room is being 
completed to insure "more adequate 
security," according to Dean of Stu- 
dent Affairs, Bill Laramee. 

"It was built basically because of 
the vandalism," Laramee said. 

Laramee said that the suppliers of 
the video games "were not willing 
to supply them unless they were 
secured. " 

The video games were vandalized last 
summer, according to Mike Dickerman, 
security worker I, who was on duty 
over the summer months. 

The cost of the construction, accord- 
ing to Carl Pelzel, director of phy- 
sical plant, is $1,000. He said that 
the $1,000 would be split between 
the vendor company and LSC through 
the Student Center Account. Laramee 
said that the S.C. Account does not 
come from student fees. "It is an 
administrative account," he said. 



Pelzel said that "barring snow" the 
construction will be completed in 
about one week. He said that the 
LSC Maintenance Department is doing 
the construction but is also respon- 
sible for plowing snow on campus. 
"It's a matter of priority," he said,

Student Questioned In Smoke Bomb Incident

Kevin Pillsbury, an LSC junior is 
being questioned by Scott Tucker, 
director of Security and Bill 
Laramee, Dean of Student Affairs 
in connection with a smoke bomb 
incident that caused approximately 
$200 in damages, according to 
Tucker. 

Pillsbury said he was using a 
flash pan device to create a 
smoke screen for some photographs 
to be used in a portfolio for one 
of his classes. The smoke created 
by the flash pan entered the air 
ducts in the squash courts and was 
carried to several of ATT, according 
to Bob Callahan, LSC fire department 
chief. 



LSC Fire Department member Phil 
Battenborn pulled a fire alarm 
when he spotted smoke. The 
building was then safely evacuated. 

LSC Fire Dept. responded to the 
call as well as Lyndonville' s 
Fire Dept. "Lyndon's Dept. is 
called immediately when on alarm 
goes off in Vail as ATT," said 
Bob Callahan, LSC Fire Dept. chief. 
A subsequent search conducted by 
both departments turned up no 
burning fire or any immediate 
danger. Lyndonville Fire Dept. 
assistant chief, Bill Thompson 
then advised LSC chief Callahan to 
phone electrician Ed Pekalonis and 

boilerroom operator Dana Cutter 
to check for damages. 



Scott Tucker reported in his final 
investigation that there are several 
burn marks in the squash court. 

Tucker also believes the town of 
Lyndonville will pay between $100 
and $500 to their Fire Department 
for "rolling to a call." Lyndon- 
ville fire fighters are paid vol- 
unteers . 

Laramee has not yet reviewed Tuc- 
ker's final report and so no dis- 
ciplinary action has been taken.

The Meteorology Department was the 
subject of a feature article in the 
Winter 1982 edition of Vermont Life 
magazine.

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Home Taping Saves Bucks, But...

So your friend has a record 
album you want to tape on cas- 
sette. Fine. You figure you'd 
save some bucks, so you get the 
album, tape it, and give the 
record back to him. Oops! 
You've just committed a crime!! 

At least that ' s what some record 
companies are arguing about. They 
say that all record companies 
are losing billions of dollars' 
2ach year due to home taping. 
Whether it ' s snatched from the 
radio or lifted from a record, 
home taping is stealing says 
the industry. 

But outlawing home taping would 
he practically impossible. 

So what should be done-? One idea 
the record industry has come up 
with is a "royalty" or tax on 
a H blank tape sales. In this 
c ase, the consumer would pay a 
little more for the "privilage" 
°f home taping, the record 
industry would regain some of 
^-ts losses, and the copyright 
w ould be preserved. However, the 
increased price on tapes would 
^rt sales and cut profits. Is 
the record industry envious of 
the success of blank tape man- 
ufacturers, or are they just 
°ut for more money? 



I guess the key issue in this 
argument boils down to two ques- 
tions: Who owns what you hear? 
When you buy a record who really 
owns it? 

Obviously when you purchase an 
album, you think you solely own 
it. Huh? Well, guess again. 
The industry claims that all you 
own is blank vinyl; the songs 
belong to them! It sounds to me 
as if they have a point there, but 
I think the songs solely belong 
to the performer. Also, the 
only version of the music you can 
have for free, they say, is the 
one you "tape" in you memory. 

The issue gets even more com- 
plicated. For years the record 
industry used music radio as a 
form of cheap advertising of 
their product. Radio gave records 
free publicity. 

On the other side of the album, 
radio built their audiences around 
hit records, and thereby in- 
creased their profits by playing 
such tunes. 

But now the record company is 
finding out that the radio stations 
that receive their free promotional 
albums are now competitors because 
people are taping songs off the 



radio. And when the radio stations 
started playing entire albums un- 
interrupted that complicated matters 
more . 

So now the record companies are 
pushing for a similar tax on home 
taping. The company can't con- 
vince consumers that it's wrong 
to tape, so they must have some 
sort of competition for the sales 
they are losing. And what is worse, 
they say, is the 25% of the people 
who home tape do it so they won't 
have to buy the record! I sure 
believe that because I am part of 
that percentage. The bottom line 
is that people tape so they don't 
have to buy. As a result, those 
who buy records pay more, and those 
who tape off the radio pay next 
to nothing, except for the cost 
of the cheap tape that they buy. 

The issue is sure fascinating! 
Personally, I think it is all a 
bunch of "crap". Everyone is out 
for the almighty dollar, both 
the record companies and the tape 
manufacturers. Also, technology 
has created a problem that con- 
founds the copyright law. The 
Supreme Court has agreed to hear an 
appeal of the record industry, but 
it is unlikely that the home taping 
problem that infects the record 
companies will go away soon.

It was a busy week for the Lyndon 
State College Hornet basket- 
ball team and they found the going 
rather tough as they lost two 
out of three games. 

The busy week started on a very 
positive note last Saturday night 
when the Hornets rallied from a 
41-31 half-time deficit and de- 
feated archrival Castleton State, 
73-72 in their Mayflower Con- 
ference opener.

Lyndon scored the first eight 
points of the game, but it was 
Castleton who controlled the 
first half behind the play of 
Chris White, Tony Thomas, and 
Scott Sterling, who combined for 
24 first half points. John Le- 
Mieux kept Lyndon in the first 
half scoring 12 points. The 
ten point Spartan lead at the 
half-time can be attributed to 
13 LSC turnovers. 

Whatever Coach Skip Pound told 
his troops during the intermission 
certainly worked as the Hornets 
came out with fire in their eyes 
to start the second half. Employing 
a tough pressure defense the Hor- 
nets chipped away at the CSC lead 
and finally tied the score at 58-58 
with just about seven minutes 
to play. CSC regained the lead 
scoring six straight points to take 
a 64-58 lead but key hoops by Whaley, 
Fitzgerald, and Tim Lawler evened 
the score and set up the late 
minute heroics by Whaley. 

On Monday night, the Hornets 
traveled to Plymouth State for a 
c lash with the Panthers. It was 
n ot a good night as Plymouth de- 
feated LSC, 96-76. 

T he Hornets have had a history of 
Playing some of their worst games

The game resembled a track meet as 
much as a basketball game as neither 
team stopped running from the time 
they got to the gym until the time 
they hit the shower. The story of 
the game was Nasson' s Anthony Cog- 
dell, a 6 '4" junior who scored 41 
points and brought the crowd to 
their feet with some vicious slam 
dunks. Cogdell put on a show and 
was the key factor in the Nasson 
comeback as LSC actually led 55- 
52 at intermission. 

Cogdell was not the only star of 
the night though.

Five Candidates Vie For Coordinator Position

A search committee for a new 
coordinator of student activities 
interviewed finalists for the 
position during the early part 
of this week.

Cutbacks 
May Close A 

Vermont 
College

The possible closing of one of the 
five Vermont State Colleges was dis- 
cussed at the December 10 meeting 
of the Vermont State Colleges' Board 
of Trustees • 



At the meeting, chariman R. Marshall 
Witten, said, "The responsibility 
of this board is to the care and 
nurture of these five institutions 
(Lyndon State, Castleton State, 
Johnson State, Vermont Technical, 
and Community College of Vermont)." 
Witten went on to say he would rat- 
her have two of the schools operat- 
ing at lower standards. 

Trustee Charles Lord said that one 
of the colleges might have to be 
closed because of state cutbacks in 
the VSC budget, and indicated that 
Johnson would be the first to go 
because of low enrollment figures. 

Govenor Richard Snelling had given 
VSC a proposed cutback of $250,000 
for fiscal 1983, but Lord said that 
it was not possible and that one of 
the colleges would have to be closed. 
Some of the other Board members dis- 
agreed with Lord, saying that there 
were always alternatives. 

Other topics at the meeting includ- 
ed a resolution of health and medi- 
cal insurance, which will be for VSC 
employees. The resolution was adop- 
ted, and Connecticut General Life 
Insurance will be the carrier of the 
program, which will cost $1,178,196. 

Two grant proposals were also adop- 
ted at the meeting. A grant applica- 
tion for Castleton State College to 
the National Science Foundation for 
a regional conference on mathematics 
was endorsed. The application will 
ask for $21,376 for one year. 

The second proposal endorsed by the 
Board was a grant for Johnson State 
College to the State of Vermont De- 
partment of Education, Division of 
Adult and Vocational Education. The 
grant will be used by Johnson to im- 
prove and expand already existing 
vocational education services to 
unemployed adults in Lamoille Coun- 
ty.

A supplemental budget request for 
$275,000 for the fiscal year of 
1983 was also adopted by the Board.

The first big winter storm for the 
Eastern United States pelted snow 
on a large area from North Carolina 
to Massachusetts last Sunday. 
Snow amounts ranged from three 
inches in eastern MA to ten inches 
just south of the Washington D.C. 
area. Fifteen inches fell in the 
mountains of North Carolina. Nor- 
thern Vermont was too far north 
of the storm.

LSC Will Miss 
Russ Simpson: 
Put Soccer On 
The Map

"I've no regrets," said Russ 
Simpson, referring to his five 
year tenure as the LSC head soccer 
coach. Simpson announced his 
retirement in November, so as to 
devout more time to his family 
insurance company. 

Simpson culminated his soccer 
coaching career, which spands 
some twenty years and several 
Vermont state high school champ- 
ionships with Milton High and 
North Country Union High, by lead- 
ing his Hornet contingent to the 
NAIA District #5 semi-finals this 
fall. "We finally reached the 
plateau," noted Simpson. Lyndon's 
climb was steady; from 5-11 in 
1980 (tough schedule) to 8-8 in 
'81 and 11-6 this fall. "This year 
our midfield was as good as any 
team's in the district and we had 
no real weak spots." 

Simpson does not have to feel par- 
ticularly bad about leaving — the 
ship is not sinking. "I think the 
program is stable. There's a good 
balance of underclassmen, so there 
will be no problem with depth." 
While Brad Smith, Dan Gratton, 
Don Coombs, Mike Gove and, pos- 
sibly, Aurelio Zoppoli will not 
be back, there will be enough 
returning letterman to fill that 
void. Lyndon, once a soccer 
doormat, is no longer, thanks to 
Simpson. 

Athletic director Skip Pound is 
one of many who regrets seeing 
Simpson retire. "Russ will be a 
big loss to Lyndon athletics, 
not only because of the things 
he did for the soccer program, 
but also for his support of the 
whole athletic community. I see 
'here he's coming from." Pound 
feels that Simpson will not be 
an easy coach to replace 

Some of his own players cited Simp- 
son's value. "He was not only a 
good coach," said junior Fran Demasi, 
"but a good person." Simpson was 
the reason that another player, 
Marcel Choquette, came to LSC. 

"I had a nice experience at Lyndon," 
says Simpson. "There's no doubt that 
I'll miss it." Lyndon will miss 
Russ Simpson. One might still be 
able to conjure up a picture of 
Russ, patrolling the sidelines with 
deerstalker covering his bare head 
and a pipe hanging from a corner 
of his mouth. One can hear his 
foghorn voice berating an official 
or yelling encouragement to his 
troups. And, most importantingly , 
we must all remember that it was 
Russ Simpson who put LSC on the 
soccer map. A place that the 
Hornets should stay for years to 
come . 
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' Lyndon's Kim Jennings lays the ball up for two 
versus Norwich as the referee calls a foul. The 
losing blues continued for the Hornettesas they 
fell to Norwich 6 8-54, Trinity 70-65, and 
Castleton in overtime 87-79. Jennings netted 61 
points in the three games to lead 1-8 Lyndon, 
who host Johnson tonight at 6:00 P.M.

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Faculty's Degree Policy Overturned

The Vermont State College's Board 
of Trustees does not grant the 
right of the chairman of the Facul- 
ty Assembly to apply his signature 
to all LSC degrees awarded to stu- 
dents. This response, from Richard 
Bjork, VSC chancellor, and LSC Pres- 
ident Janet Murphy, came as a re- 
sult of a motion passed by the FA 
on Nov. 2 that would require the 
chairman's signature. Copies of 
the memorandums were released at 
the Faculty Assembly meeting held 
on January 18. 




Ferguson McKay, Chairman 
of the Faculty Assembly 

Murphy's memorandum, dated January 
3 stated that "... the Board of 
Trustees and College Presidents 
seek the recommendations; however, 
the faculty is not empowered to 
award or deny a degree to a 
student specifically." 

Bjork's memorandum to Murphy (Nov. 
9, 1982) states that: "To have a 
representative of the faculty sign 
or otherwise attest to a transcript 

transfers to an individual a set 
of responsibilities he/she cannot 
assume on behalf of the institution." 

The President's response was open 
for discussion and closed without 
comment . 

Long Honored 
At Convocation

Long's 
daughter, Judith Long gave her 
speech, "Role Models, Leader- 
ship, and Achievement" at Wed- 
nesday ' s convocation .

In other news, the FA voted to 
allow the Academic Standards Com- 
mittee to develop a policy to help 
LSC deal with students who have 
learning disabilities. The policy 
will be recommended to the Faculty 
Assembly for adoption. 

A letter presented by Mary Bisson, 
chairman of the ASC, stated that: 
"In the last six months, two students 
have officially notified the College, 
through professional external 
evaluation, that they suffer from 
specific learning disabilities... 
The College has no policy on the 
subject. 

Bisson made the motion to allow 
the ASC to develop the policy which 
will serve the following functions: 

1) Describe the learning disability 

2) Identify the obligations of the 
student with a learning disability 

3) Identify the type of external - 
professional evaluation acceptable 
to the college. 

The motion was opened for dis- 
cussion. Some instructors were con- 
cerned with how the policy would 
effect LSC requirements for ad- 
mittance and completion of degrees. 

Frank Green, professor of 
education, was concerned with the 
postgraduate qualifications of 
the student with a learning 
disability. "Would a surgeon 
going through a program like this 
be qualified to operate?," 
he said. 

Michael Sherbrook, professor of 
science, said, "Are we going to 
have to modify our teaching methods 
for such an individual?" 

Timothy Sturm, assistant pro- 
fessor of psychology, estimates 
that "2 to 3% of the population" 
suffers with learning dis- 
ability. 



Judith Long, associate professor 
of sociology at Syracuse Univer- 
sity, said "girls recieve the 
message that to be competent 
is to be unfeminine or un- 
attractive." She said "achieving 
women tend to have fathers who 
have affirmed their femininity 
and their competence." Long 
also commented on "how common it 
is to find that women who are 
achievers as young adults report 
having been tomboys in their 
preadolescent years." 

Robert Long was President of 
LSC from 1959 to 1970 and was 
cited for his "vision, guidance, 
and enthusiastic warmth" by 
Faculty Assembly Chairman, 
Ferguson McKay. A memorial 
Sugar Maple will be planted at 
the northeast corner of the 
Samuel Read Hall Library, 
McKay said. 



The FA nominated Richard Portner, 
assistant professor of communica- 
tion arts & sciences, to the Struc- 
ture & Welfare Committee. He will 
replace June Elliott, assistant 
professor of education and psycho- 
logy, as the "only qualified" mem- 
ber of the faculty. 

The person qualified to fill Elli- 
ott's position must be a full-time 
faculty member who has served on 
the faculty for two full years or 
more, and he/she must be untenured 
and not serving on any other major 
committee of the FA. 

Elliott is unable to fill the posti- 
tion because she is on "full leave 
of absence working on her disita- 
tion," according to Gloria Durocher, 
secretary to Academic Dean Ray Det- 

In other business, two new full- 
time faculty members were introduc- 
ed. Abigail Thomas is an instructor 
of mathematics. James Paton, as- 
sistant professor of philosophy, 
is replacing Ken Vos, professor 
of philosophy, who is on sabatical 
leave. 

Also on the agenda was a discussion 
of an attached report prepared by 
the Academic Standards Committee. 
Twenty-eight students were dismiss- 
ed, according to Bisson. The re- 
port included the following: 

Action taken by the Committee : 

Denied 2 appeals for readmis- 
sion 

Approved 7 appeals form First 
Academic Dismissal 
Denied 6 appeals from First 
Academic Dismissal 

Bisson made another motion to "charge 
the Academic Standards Committee to 
study relocating Literature in the 
GER (General Education Requirements) 
to the Humanities section," accord- 
ing to the Jan. 18 Minutes. 

"I would like to replace Literature 
in the Humanities where it belongs," 
Bisson said. "It might have a very 
good effect on Literature." 

Alfred Tolborg, professor of history, 
objected saying that "We (the Cur- 
riculum Committee) came up with the 
arrangment we have now, and I would 
personally hate to tamper with i+ /' 
he said. Bisson' s motion passed.

To the Editor: 

It is debatable whether or not 
Capitalism sucks.

Why is it then that when 
people democratically voice their 
opinion in the form of opposition 
to the draft that certain in- 
dividuals point an accusing finger 
and shout "communist", "coward", 
etc.? This I do not understand. 
I also don't understand the logic 
in the instantaneous banishment to 
Russia of those who question 
governmental policy. Just because 
yor aren't free to speak your 
mind in Russia does that mean you 
shouldn't speak your mind here? 
Sorry, but I don't get it. It 
is the individuals duty to speak 
out against what he or she feels 
is an injustice. What better 
way to speak against a misguided 
military policy than to oppose 
draft registration? 

I am of course perplexed by the 
two editorial responses presented 
by Andy Woodcock and Rodger Callo 
in the Dec. 16 Critic . Though 
I would especially enjoy going 
over Callo 's letter word for 
word, I actually think that this 
type of reactionary rhetoric 
isn't worth the paper it's 
printed on. 

Why is it that so many people feel 
that patriotism is synonomous with 
willingness to serve in the armed 
forces? Patriotism does not start 
with a strong defense, and I feel 
that if people don't realize this 
than we are all in trouble. 
Defense should be the last step 
in a patriotic process and 
maintaining a country worthy of 
defending the first. The true 
patriots in this country are 
the people who work to protect 
the rights of everyone. There 
are people who devote their lives 
to protecting the environment 
for future generations. Others 
work continuously to end the 
insanity on nuclear proliferation. 
Still others work to insure a 
system in this country that is 



fair and equal in its treatment 
of the poor, minorities and women. 
Why is it that these people are 
not thought of as being patriotic 
when some lieutenant who Jc*»«*»«i 
how to fire a goddamned grenade 
launcher is? 

Aside from the larger issues of 
war and patriotism, the policy of 
financial aid, or lack there of, to 
non- registrants is central. I 
feel the new government policy 
here is lawful and perhaps even 
justifiable. But the motive 
behind this action is what 
bothers me. Is it solely an 
attempt to locate non-registrants 
or is it a retalitory measure 
against those with alternative 
political ideals, particularly 
threatening because they are 
college students. Are non- 
registrants denied food stamps 
and fuel assistance as well? Now 
I am not calling this subversion or 
oppression on the part of the 
government. I just see this as an 
underhanded way to stymie the 
future of what I feel are some of 
the clearer thinking of society. 

I hope it ' s not too long before 
the government sees that the return 
on its dollar invested in education 
is much greater than that spent 
on defense. Better education for 
an individual means a better job; a 
better job means more tax dollars 
(to an extent) going to the 
government. It's simple. 

With all this in mind, my advice 
to the non-registrant, unless 
he really wants to make a 
statement, is to swallow your 
pride and go along with the game. 
Register fozE the draft; get your 
financial aid and your education; 
and then fight the system from 
within. A doctor of Political 
Science has a hell of a lot better 
chance of making changes than an 
unemployed streetsweeper . And 
if they decide to through a war, 
don't go.

Edge Responds To Draft Question 



To the Editor: 

Well folks, I guess it's about 
time for me to clear up some of 
the issues and questions raised 
by the interview with me appearing 
in the December 10th issue of the 
CRITIC. 

I seems that some people refuse 
to address the issue and feel the 
need to make personal attacks 
(verbally of course) . It does 
not bother me that people disagree 
with my stance, in fact, I think 
it very healthy to bring these 
questions into the open where they 
can be discussed. I think that 
people should avoid personal 
references when they really have 
no bearing on the issue at hand. 

In the December 16th issue, Messrs. 
Woodcock and Callo have found the 
need to say things like "you can 
do the populace of the United 
States a great favor by dying, you 
will not be missed" (Callo) or 
"you have my blessing to be a 
computer specialist here or any- 
where else on the planet" (Wood- 
cock) and that really distresses 
me . 



Granted, Woodcock was much less 
severe in his attacks than was 
Callo, but both reveal a tendency 
which is becoming more prevalent 
today. No matter how strongly 
one feels about an issue, emotion 
does not have to cloud thinking 
in such a way that all rationality 
of the argument is lost in a 
string of insults, sarcasm, and 
innuendo. 

I have very strong feelings about 
the draft, draft registration, and 
peace. A draft or draft registra- 
tion only makes it that much easier 
for the leaders of this (or any 
other) country to make a large 
error which leads to the death of 
some of our countrymen or possibly 
the whole planet. Let's face it, 
the US has had its share of impul- 
sive and sometimes unstable leaders . 

My questions about registration 
and financial aid stem, not from 
wanting a free ride as Callo 
suggests , but from an overall 
question about discrimination. 
The government is not ostensibly 
using their check with Financial 
Aid to prosecute non-registrants, 



but instead to persecute them. 
This discriminates first against 
men, second against college stu- 
dents, and third against the poor. 
By making people who disagree with 
governmental policy ineligible for 
the aid granted any other citisen, 
the government creates two classes 
of citizens — the lower becoming 
almost non-persons. 

I could easily go on ad nauseam 
about my differences of opinion with 
Woodcock and Callo but I think that 
I have clarified some of my views 
with regard to my interview and 
the letters that followed. 

One more thing before I close, 
though, Callo accuses the CRITIC 
of being "reactionary" but I think 
he may have meant liberal or pos- 
sibly radical. A reactionary is 
"an opponent of progress of liber- 
alsim" according to The American 
Heritage Dictionary and I do not 
think the Critic fits into this 
category .

The Office of Career Services at 
LSC teaches graduates and seniors 
techniques of finding jobs while 
painting a realistic picture of 
the job market, according to 
Kris Girrell, coordinator of 
career services. Girrell said 
he made a "conscious decision" not 
to have recruiters from businesses 
visit the campus for a variety of 
reasons, especially that it gives 
people "the wrong impression about 
the job market." 

Girrell said it is very expensive 
for businesses to send people to 
LSC because of the small graduating 
class. "It is not cost effective", 
he said. Instead he shows students 
how to find out about a company 
and convince them to hire through 
direct application. Applicants, 
he said, must convince prospective 



employers that they will produce 
more work than they will cost in 
salary. 

LSC in "neck and neck" with Ver- 
mont Technical College and "head 
and shoulders" above Johnson State 
and Castleton State College in 
placement figures, according to 
Girrell. Because of this, he says, 
the administration is convinced 
"we're on the right track." 
This method "arms you with skills 
as good or better than the re- 
cruitment method," he said. 

There are no recruiters that visit 
Johnson State College because JSC 
does not "attract recruiters," 
according to Tom Hodgson, director 
of career development at JSC. He 
said he has invited some, "but 
they don ' t have funds . " They 
concentrate on the Boston, New

Senate Wants Shuttle Bus Compromise

The Student Senate voted Monday, 
Jan. 24, to have Sheldon Ball, 
president of the Senate, discuss 
the possibility of splitting the 
cost of the shuttle bus between 
the administration and the Senate. 
Ball will speak with Bill Laramee, 
dean of student Affairs. 

The motion, made by Jake Edge, soph- 
omore commuter, was passed after 
the Senate reexamined the cost of 
the $3,000 transport service. The 
shuttle bus offers rides to LSC stu- 
dents to various locations in the 
Lyndonville. 

Ball estimates that the total cost 
of a r:'de on the bus is $2.50. "$.25 
is paid by the rider. $2.25 is paid 
by the Senate," he said. 

Ball said that approximately 600 
students ride the bus during one 
semester , The bus is capable of 
carrying 24 students per run. It 
takes 225 runs per semester, and 
therefore, should be carrying 5,400 
students per semester in order to 
Pay for itself. 



"We're dealing with a service that 
is very, very expensive," he said, 
"and the students don't want it." 
There was talk of asking the admini- 
stration to pay for all of the ser- 
vice, but the proposal was later re- 
jected. 

Another motion concerning the shut- 
tle bus involved a revisal of the 
bus schedule. The motion to add a 
12 noon run and dicontinue a 7:30 
run was passed. 

The Senate also passed, for the 
second time, a proposal that would 
make the Senate ballot open to all 
regardless of which class the stu- 
dent is in. The only restriction 
will be commuters and residents. 
50% of the Senate will be commut- 
ers and the other 50% will be resi- 
dents. 

The at-large ballot will take effect 
in next spring's election. Eight 
students will be elected in the 
spring and four in the fall. 

Other discussion included further 
problems with WWLR interference, 
the Critic budget, and Senate elec- 
tions to be held on Feb. 8 and 9.

The Lyndon State College Hornets 
are still looking for their first 
win since the holiday break as 
they have fallen upon hard times 
dropping three straight games . 

Last Wednesday they returned to 
the hardwood floor after a five 
week layoff as they traveled to 
Castleton State for a rematch with 
archrival Spartans. In their 
previous meeting this season, 
LSC edged Castleton, 73-72 at 
Lyndon. The tide was turned this 
time however, as the Spartans 
staved off a late Lyndon rally and 
hung on for a 70-69 victory. 

Lyndon trailed 70-63 with just over 
a minute to play but hoop by Bill 
Fitzgerald and a pair by Tim 
Lawler cut the margin to 70-69, 
but John LeMieux missed a despar- 
ation jumper at the buzzer to foil 
the comeback bid. Time Lawler led 
Lyndon with 18 points while Mike 
Whaley scored 16 and John LeMieux 
chipped in 14 . 

Last Saturday, the Hornets ran 
into a buzzsaw as Roger Williams 
College handed LSC their first con- 
ference loss of the season, soundly 
defeating Lyndon 79-52, in Rhode 
Island . 

Lyndon got off to a fast start and 
actually led 21-16 midway through 
the first half, but Roger Williams 
outscored LSC, 20-6 during the 
final ten minutes of the half to 
grab a 36-27 half time lead. 

The second half was all Roger 
Williams as Steve Lawton, a 6 '7 



center dominated the boards and 
scored a game high 30 points 
hitting 13 of 18 field goal attempts. 
Mike Whaley had an outstanding 
game for Lyndon tallying 24 points. 

On Monday night, the Hornets gave 
it all they had but it was not 
quite enough as they fell to 
highly-touted Franklin Pierce 
College, 70-66 at the Stannard 
Gymnasium. 

LSC trailed by 12 points with 2:36 
seconds left in the first half, 
but rallied in the closing minutes 
to knot the score at 34-34 at 
intermission. Leading the LSC come- 
back was Mike Whaley and Tim Law- 
ler along with John LeMieux. The 
three combined for 24 first half 
points. 

The second half was a seesaw 
battle as Whaley and FPC's Stu 
Shapiro were both on fire from 
outside. Mike Whaley scored 12 
second half points as did Shapiro. 
Shapiro hit five straight jump shots 
down the stretch while James 
Conklin hit four clutch free throws 
in the closing .36 seconds to ice 
it for Pierce. 

John LeMieux led LSC with 20 
points while Whaley added 18. 
Bill Fitzgerald had a career high 
13 rebounds against the much big- 
ger Raves. 

Lyndon is now 4-9 overall and 2-2 
in the Mayflower Conference. The 
Hornets will play their next seven 
games on the road before returning 
home on Feb. 9th to meet UMass-

Hornettes never trailed in this 
one as they were in command through- 
out the contest. Cathy Bisson led 
Lyndon in scoring with 19 points 
while Kim Jennings added 14. 
The Hornettes led 40-27 at half- 
time and RWC would get no closer 
the rest of the way. If not for 
the 22 point effort by Nancy Hall, 
the game would not have been as 
close as it was. 

In their game at Franklin Pierce 
on Monday night, the Hornettes 
got plenty of offense scoring 75 
points, but the Lad^ Ravens 
scored 92 points and came away 
with the win. 

The highlight of the game for 
LSC was Kim Jennings who scored 
a career high 32 points while 
Sharon Dunphy played very well 
scoring 20 and Bisson added 14. 
The Hornettes had lost to FPC, 
90-47 earlier this season. 

Last Thursday against Colby- 
Sawyer College, the Hornettes were 
beaten 68-59. Lyndon led by 
a 32-28 halftime score but 
appeared to run out of gas down 
the stretch. Cathy Bisson and 
Sharon Dunphy combined for 47 
of LSC's 59 points. Lisa Rodgers 
led Colby-Sawyer (9-2) with 17 
points. 

In their first game back last 
Tuesday, LSC played like a team 
that had been off for over a 
month as they fell to Trinity 
College, 56-43 at the Stannard 
Gymnasium .

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Judiciary Committee 
Overturns Laramee 
Decision

The Judiciary Appeals Committee 
has overturned a disciplinary 
decision made by Bill Laramee, 
dean of student affairs, on the 
basis that the disciplined stu- 
dent's rights were violated. 

The student, Kevin Pillsbury, a 
junior majoring in Communication 
Arts and Sciences, was disci- 
plined in connection with the 
December 5th smoke bomb incident 
which resulted in the evacuation 
of the Alexander Twilight Theater 
and the subsequent response to 
by LSC and Lyndonville Fire De- 
partments . 

A subsequent investigation by 
Scott Tucker, director of security, 
revealed burn marks on the squash 
court. Disciplinary measures 
were taken against Pillsbury by 
Laramee, consisting of a twenty 
five dollar fine and required eight 
nours work for the physical plant.

FA Tables Paralegal

Studies Decision 



The Faculty Assembly decided to table 
a motion to adopt a Paralegal Studies 
program at LSC at their meeting held 
on Tuesday, February 1. 

The decision came after Suzanne Gal- 
lagher, assistant professor/head li- 
brarian, presented an argument against 
adoption of the program which would 
offer a "certificate ... awarded by Lyn- 
don State College in Paralegal Stu- 
dies." 

"I'd like to urge the faculty not to 
approve this," Gallagher said. She 
said that due to recent cutbacks made 
by the Vermont State Colleges' Board 
of Trustees, the library cannot afford 
to provide the materials that the course 
would require. 

Gallagher said Wednesday that the 
library's $39,173 budget has been cut 
by $5,400 to $34,313, while the $5,400 
Library Materials Budget has been cut 
by 10%. 



According to the Chancellor's Report 
prepared for the January 30 meeting 
of the VSC Board of Trustees, the VSC 
has been forced to take measures to 
"react to unexpected expenditures." 
The report went on to specify that 
cuts would include "deferring equip- 
ment and library expenditures." 

"The only way to fund this program 
is to cut the pie a little more than 
it already has been," Gallagher said. 

Florence Yeats, assistant professor of 
business and one of the supporters of 
the program, maintained that the pro- 
gram wouldn't require an abundance of 
additional library materials.

Walters said that moving the antenna 
up to the President's Hill would re- 
quire "a large cost." 

Of the decrease in wattage, Walters 
said that the Federal Communications 
Commission would not consider this 
problem to be an adequate excuse for 
a large power decrease. 
After further discussion, Jake Edge, 
sophomore commuter, made a motion 
to have WWLR conduct testing at 
1500 Watts (a reduction from their 
3,000 watts) in order to see if the 
decrease in wattage would clear up 
the interference. The motion passed. 
Merl Grabowski, former operations 
manager of WWLR, presented a letter 
addressed to Walters that recommended 
several things. Among Grabowski 's 
recommendations were: 

1. Return the application form for 
the station license. The Federal 
Communications Commission (FCC) re- 
quires this form in order to issue 
WWLR its license. If you wait to 
long, the FCC might refuse the ap- 
plication, causing a waste of thou- 
sands of dollars of students' money 
because the FCC might force WWLR off 
the air. 



2_. Purchase the replacement parts 
for the transmitter. Not only is it 
good practice for emergencies, it 
is required by the FCC. 

On the basis of Grabowski 's testimony, 
the Senate delegated Cartwright to 
draft a letter informing Janet Murphy, 
Bill Laramee, dean of student affairs, 
and the FCC of WWLR's practices. 

Cartwright said Thursday, "I found 
that certain situations that were 
revealed to us ( by Grabowski) turn- 
ed out to be incorrect. ;.n FCC repre- 
sentative visited the school this 
week and stated that the problem was 
definately correctable." 

In light of these new developments, 
Cartwright said, "I'll put it (the 
question of whether to draft the 
letter) before the Senate, and if 
they feel it's necessary, we'll 
draft a letter at the meeting." 
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$2,000 In Damage For Fall Semester

Damages caused by vandals at LSC 
totaled approximately $2000 during 
the fall 1982 semester, according 
to Carl Pelzel, director of physical 
plant. 

Pelzel said two college signs located 
in various places on Vail Hill were 
hit by vandalism. These signs, 
which give directions on how to get 
to various parts of the college, 
are just over one year old, he said. 

The game room, which has been a 
popular place for vandals to strike 
in the past- was not vandalized 
during the fall semester. Vandals 
had, in past years, broken into 



many coin operated machines, as well 
as destroying game tables and 
reeing havoc with the room . As a 
preventive measure the video games 
have been partitioned off, so as to 
allow the school to lock them up 
when needed. 

Many minor incidences of vandalism 
occur during every semester. Such 
things as writing on walls, breaking 
of furniture, and misuse of school 
property, all serve to increase the 
cost of operation of the school.

New Students Fail To Raise Housing Quota

Entering the third week of the 
Spring semester of 1983 , LSC is 
in jeopardy of not reaching its 
housing quota. 

According to Director of Housing 
Dave Kanell, 478 students are 
now in residence halls. This 
is 32 residents short of the 
510 required to reach a quota. 
The 478 residents include re- 
turning students, new students, 
and transfer students. 

If the quota is not met, the 
money must be taken from another 
part of the college's budget. 



Kanell pointed out that, about 
ten people put in written 
requests to move off-campus. 
Mr. Kanell stated that two of 
them "had letters from their 
psychologists," asking to let 
the students live off -campus. 

According to A. Richard Boera, 
dean of business affairs, the 
housing budget is estimated at 
$687,500 for the semester. The 
budget is figured by multiplying 
tne dorm capacity of 510 by 
the cost of a double room which 
is $1,350. 

Housing rates are established 
by the Vermont State College's 
Board of Trustees.

According to Appeals Committee 
member Tim Breen , the committee ' s 
decision was based on violations 
in the due process for the 
student. "The process wasn't 
exactly clear in the student 
handbook," he said. 

The disputed passage is section 
two, which reads as follows: 
Notice shall advise the student 
that he may elect one of the 
three courses of action, namely: 

a) The student may admit the al- 
leged violation, waive a hearing 
in writing, and request that 

the College official take whatever 
action , he shall be notified that 
he is entitled to appeal the 
official's decision to the Student- 
Faculty Judiciary Committee. 

b) The student may admit the alleged 
•'iolation in writing and request 

a hearing. 

c) The student may deny the alleged 
violation in writing , in which 

case the college official shall 
refer him to the appropriate College 
official or judicial body. 

It was unclear whether "notice" 
meant verbal notice or written. 
"The committee decided the word 
notice meant written," said Breen. 

Pillsbury had been in the squash 
court using a flash pan to create 
a special smoke screen effect for 
some photos to be used as part of 
a portfolio to be used in one of 
his classes. The smoke entered 
the air ducts and was spotted by 
a member of the college fire 
department, who then pulled the 
fire alarm. 

Pillsbury claims that he re- 
ceived neither verbal nor writ- 
ten notice as to his rights from 
Laramee during the time when 
the disciplinary actions were 
being taken. 

Dean Laramee was unavailable for 
comment . 



Faculty Assembly Con't From P.l 



Dr. R?>.y Dethy, dean of academic affairs 
suggested that the issue be tabled un- 
til Yeats could bring in a legal con- 
sultant to determine whether LSC "has 
the resources" to support the program. 
The FA tabled the issue until the next 
meeting . 

Prior to the decision to table the 
Paralegal issue, Yeats made a motion 
to amend the COURSE REQUIREMENTS FOR 
PARALEGAL CERTIFICATION. 

The prerequisite now requires "Two 
years or more of post high school 
experience in a law office as a legal 
secratary or legal investigator" rather 
than the original "Post high school 
experience in a law or professional 
office." If the Paralegal Studies 
program is approved, the amendment 
will take effect. 

In other news, Bruce Berryman, as- 
sociate professor of meteorology, 
told the FA of a problem with WWLR 
interfering with meteorological in- 
strument r eadings . (See Senate story 
on page 1 . ) 



, "Here we are one of the largest Mete- 
orological departments in the country, 
and we don't know what the tempera- 
ture is," Berryman told the FA. 

Berryman said that an electronics ex- 
pert from Vermont was looking into the 
problem . 

Berryman presented options that could 
eliminate the problem. Among them were: 
1) moving the Met. Dept., 2) moving WWLR 
back down to 10 watts, 3) moving WWLR 
to another location . 

Dick Portner, assistant professor of 
communications Arts & Sciences, said 
that the CAS department has experienc- 
ed WWLR "bleeding into the sound system 
in ATT (Alexander Twilight Theater) " 
and also in Harvey Academic Center . 

Members of the Executive Committee will 
look into the matter. 

In other news, the Structure & Welfare 
Committee nominated Robin Brown to the 
Academic Standards Committee. Brown 
will replace Ken Vos, profesror of 
philosophy, who is on Sabbatical leave.

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Used Records 
Save Bucks

If you've bought records lately, 
you've probably noticed that 
they cost close to ten bucks each 
these days. 

One alternative is to make 
cassette copies of someone else's 
record. The problem is that un- 
less they are recorded with a 
quality recorder , and on decent 
tape, the quality of the cassette 
copy will leave something to be 
desired. Also, making cassette 
copies is a violation of copy- 
right laws and is illegal. 

Another alternative is to buy 
used records. The latest albums 
aren't available "used," of 
course, and what is available 
isn't always in perfect condition. 
There is a lot of good music 
available, and the price is 
pretty competetive with the cur- 
rent prices of blank tapes. 

The most likely places to find 
used records are record stores, 
and also pawn shops, garage sales, 
and second hand shops . Prices 
currently range from 25C to $5.00, 
dependingon the artist, musical 
style, and the condition of the 
disc . 

Nevergo shopping for used records 
unless you have a lot of time on 
your hands . Although some dealers 
have only a small pile, the typical 
situation is to have to dig through 
hundreds of unsorted albums. Once 
you have found something you like , 
make sure that you check for 

scratches and warps. Make sure 
that the record matches the jacket, 
and, if possible, have the dealer 
play anything you're not sure of. 

I really like to pick up albums 
by obscure bands, especially when 
the records are cheap. Occasionally, 
a real collector's item will show 
up. A real classic at a bargain 
price can make digging through 
stacks of dusty records really 
worth while. 

Two sources of used records in 
St. Johnsbury are: Proia's — about 
1000 records, $1.50 each, regardless 
of condition. The used record 
Mecca of the Northeast. Lots of 
great oldies. Sound Ideas — about 
50 albums, mostly in good condition. 
Also new records. 
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LSC experiences meltdown as temperatures reached the 40 's this week. 

LSC Escapes National Storm 



The storm that brought us all the 
rain during the last few days was 
the same storm responsible for 
spawning 15 tornadoes in Florida 
yesterday and creating a blizzard 
in the Central US Wednesday. 
Trees were uprooted, house 
trailers toppled over, and a 
house collapsed in Orlando killing 
the occupant. 

Conditions were favorable to post 
a tornado watch in North Carolina 
and southern Virginia, but nothing 
ever materialized there. Snow 
drifts up to 10 feet were reported 
in Amarillo, Texas. Heavy snow 
and blowing snow was common from 
Iowa to Michigan dropping the 
visibility down to near at times 
in Marquette, Michigan on Thursday. 

Eighteen inches of snow fell in 
Merrilan .Wisconsin and 6"-12" 
were common from Central Kansas to 
Upper Michigan. Temperatures never 
rose above 0° in Northern Minne- 
sota. Temperatures warmed inco the 
50 's as far north as Massachusetts. 
Record highs were broken in Eastern 
New York and Eastern Pennsylvania. 

Our temperature peaked at 46° 
yesterday, but now that cold, 
unstable air is filtering in from 
the Midwest and we're just going 
to have only a taste of the win- 
ter storm that struck the mid- 
section if the U.S. today and 
tomorrow. 



The very deep low that gave us all 
the rain recently will keep us 
under cold, windy conditions with 
flurries as we experience the 
backlash of the storm now in the 
Canadian Maritimes.

Ken Eckert, assistant professor 
of science and physical education, 
has requested that the Curriculum 
committee establish P.E. as a 
madatory class, necessary for 
graduation.

types of conditioning. The labs 
would be based on the type oF* 
conditioning chosen by the 
student.

SAC Spends 61% of 82-83 Budget

The Social Activities Committee has 
$9,743.70 left in the $24,900 bud- 
get allocated to them for the 1982- 
83 academic year, according to Mike 
Cappiello, former president of SAC.

This figure indicates that SAC spent 
$15,156.30 for Fall semester, 61% 
of their budget.

Because of the sudden resignation, 
Bill Laramee, Dean of Student 
Affairs, arranged a meeting between 
himself, SAC and McCoy on Monday, 
February 7 . 

During the two hour meeting both 
sides discussed the present 
problems . The outcome of the 
meeting resulted in SAC returning 
to their normal activities. 

Of the meeting McCoy said "I told 
them they had legitimate com- 
plaints... we've worked every- 
thing out." He went on to say 
that he percieved the problem to 
be "that I came on too strong. 
It was a lack of communications 
on my part and a lack of under- 
standing on theirs." 



Cappiello, because of personal 
reasons, decided to carry out his 
resignation as president of SAC. 
"My resignation has nothing to 
do with Larry McCoy," he said. 
Sue Williams, former vice president, 
will now head the committee. 

Cappiello said he will stay with 
SAC in some capacity. He said 
that he has three potions; 1) 
work with SAC for an internship; 
2) continue as a regular member; 
or 3) go through a transition 
period until Williams takes 
complete control. 

Cappiello, who has been president 
for the past two years, said that 
he was confident that SAC members 
will continue to do the best 
they can for the students. He 
felt that both SAC and McCoy had 
an optimistic outlook after the 
meeting on Monday. 

New SAC president Sue Williams 
said she "was willing to put a 
lot of effort into making things 
work with McCoy." Williams said 
that her main objective was to 
provide quality entertainment for 
the students. 



WWLR Interference Continued 



that if correcting the problem 
deals just with radio station 
equipment, WWLR will pay for the 
work, and if it deals with just 
meteorological equipment, the 
meteorology department will pay 
for the work. If the repairs 
require major expenses, he said 
that it will be a combination of 
funds . 

MacAndrews was on campus dis- 
cussing a microwave computer link 
between LSC and the State Police 
barracks, when he was asked by Ray 
Dethy, dean of academic affairs, 
to look into the WWLR problem. 

Dr„ Patrick Gannon, assistant 
professor of meteorology, feels 
there is an "utmost urgency 
to have the problem corrected." 
Gannon said that there are a num- 
ber of programs which depend on 
information from the meteorology 
lab. 



The Met Lab provides weather in- 
formation for WWLR, LINC, and the 
weather service. "Carefully 
organized plans" to phase out the 
present teletype service in order 
to obtain a satellite downlink to 
receive weather data may experience 
problems due to the WWLR inter- 
ference. 

Scott Walters, general manager of 
WWLR, said that he has not had 
a full report about the evaluation 
of the problem but said that his 
impression is that if the trans- 
mitter is properly grounded there 
would be no problems. According 
to Walters, MacArthur said that 
a good example of meteorology 
equipment and broadcasting equip- 
ment living in harmony are the 
facilities for both which are 
installed atop the Empire State 
Building.

Library Gets New Lighting

A new and more efficient lighting 
system was installed in the lib- 
rary a month ago to provide bet- 
ter illumination for students 
studying, according to Carl 
Pelzel, director of physical 
plant . 

Pelzel said the new lights are 
located on the north and south 
sides on the second floor of 
the library and cost $11,000 to 
install . 

The main reason for the new 
lighting system was to replace 
the older lights on the second 
floor which did not provide 
proper lighting for studying. 

The new lighting system is 
called HID or High Intensity 



Discharge, and with these lights 
efficiency will be low but il- 
lumination will be increased, 
Pelzel said. He said that the 
HID lighting system works on 
low power lights however with 
the instal-'-tion of specially 
arranged reflectors the light 
will spread out and project at 
a much higher level. 

Pelzel feels that the new and 
more efficient lights will be 
a lot less expensive to run 
even though they were more 
expensive to put in. In any 
event the lighting on the 
second floor of the library 
will definitely help students 
study as they will be able to 
see be ;ter.

Up ten points at half time LSC's 
fullcourt press wreaked havoc on 
the host team, as the Highlanders 
had much trouble getting the 
ballpast the midcourt stripe. 
Bill Fitzgerald led the Hornets 
with 20 points while Tim Lawler 
added 18 and Mike Whaley and 
Kevin Talcott split twenty 
eight. From here on in the 
story is not a happy one. 

Saturday the Lyndon five ven- 
tured north to Maine State for 
a pair of games at Husson Col- 
lege in Bangor. In the opener 
LSC faced the University of 
Maine at Presque Isle. UMPI's 
Joe Linscutt won the game with 
8 seconds to play lifting the 
Owls to a 92-90 decision. 
Lyndon's Mike Whaley almost 
knotted the score at the buzzer, 
but his foul-line jumper rolled 
around the rim and out. 

The Hornets led most of the way 
and had several good chances, 
especially in the first half, 
to put the Maine team away. 
Up by eight 49-41 with 1:30 
to go in the half LSC committed 
several inopportune turnovers 
enabling the Owls to ^ull to 
within two points, 49-47, at 
intermission. Whaley scored a 
career high 36 points (17 of 
26 shots from the floor) . 
Bill Fitzgerald added 19. 

On Sunday the Hornets fell to 
Husson 103-86, a team that may 
very well be the best club in 
all of District #5. The Braves 
boast a pair of 6 '9" bookends- 
Mike Bouchard and Keith Ogden 
(a Paul Bunyan look-a-like) as 
well as several 6 '4 leapers, 
and have a deadly running game 
which nearly ran LSC out of 
the gym. I said nearly. 

At the half Husson held a 52-38 
advantage and all signs pointed 
towards blowout city. 



But the stubborn Lyndon five 
hung tough and actually cut the 
Braves lead to fourteen with just 
under eight minutes to play. 
Whaley was LSC's high man with 
26 points. Lawler and John 
Lemieux added 24 and 22. 

What hopes Lyndon entertained of 
making the play-offs were dashed 
away with a 90-87 overtime loss 
to St. Josephs the Provider in 
Rutland on Tuesday. 

In regulation LSC's John Lemieux 
sunk two free throws with 14 
ticks lwft on the clock to give 
the Hornets a 75-74 lead. However 
the Saints Pete Corley was fouled 
and converted one shot to tie 
the score. Tim Lawlwers top- 
of-the -key jumper fell just 
short . 

In the overtime session Corley 
and Co. were just a little bit 
hotter from the field while the 
Hornets failed to convert on 
key scoring opportunities. 

Whaley led all scorers with 32 
points. Lawler and Kevin Talcott 
hit for 14 apiece and Bill 
Pitzgerald contributed 12. 

Wednesday LSC came pretty close 
to knocking off Division III 
New England power UMASS- 
Boston, as the visitors just 
managed to hang on to an 81-69 
win . 

Lyndon, behind some solid de- 
fense and the shooting of Tim 
Lawler and Mike Whaley, actually 
led at half-time 36-32 and 43-35 
with 15 minutes to play. 

But the Bostonians, who are 
ranked nationally in Division III, 
showed why they are 15-5 in the 
latter portion of the second half 
blitzing to a 71-57 lead, staving 
off a full-court press oriented 
Hornet comeback which cut the lead 
to 71-65, and sticking key foul- 
shots in the final minute of 
play for the win. 

Lawler hit for a season high 25 
points. Whaley added 20 and 
Bill Fitzgerald 12 .

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Avalanche Seminar Attended Bird Dr °pp in s s 
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By LSC Outing Club

An avalanche seminar offered by 
the Appalachian Mountain Club 
(AMC) was attended by five mem- 
bers of the LSC Outing Club on 
February 5th and 6th. 

The two day seminar, held in 
Pinkham Notch, New Hampshire, 
drew about 40 to 50 persons 
including LSC students, Sharon 
Wilson, Bob Robinson, Jeff 
Godell, Tom Utter and Doug 
Reilley . 

The first day of the seminar was 
held in a classroom at the 
Pinkham Notch, AMC Lodge. The 
instructor, Roger Damon, a 
National Ski Patroller and 
certified Avalanche Instructor, 
spoke about topics in Snow Meta- 
morphism, Wind affected snow, 
snow slope angles and avalanche 
rescue techniques. 

The second day was marked by an 
excursion into Tuckerman Ravine, 
with Damon pointing out many 
potentially dangerous avalanche 
chutes. Although there was little 
snow in the ravine, it was easy 
to see how an avalanche might be 
triggered and where and how it 
would run. 

Damon offered many staggering 
and frightful facts and accounts of 
Tuckerman avalanches. For example, 
in the winter of 1980-81 an 1 
avalanche let loose near the top 
of the headwall and deposited about 
fifty feet of snow in the basin 
between the "main headwall" and 
the "little headwall". 

Damon said that avalanches do 
not necessarily occur on open 
slopes, but can and do happen 
on steep, wooded slopes, as in 
the case of last January, 1982, 
in which an avalance on the east 
face of "Lions Head" took the life 
of Albert Dow while he and another 
person were searching for lost 
climbers. 



Other facts presented included 

survival rates for avalanche 

victims. For example, 25% 

of all avalanch victims are dead 

before tha avalanche stops, 

and 50% of all victums die within 

an hour after the avalanche stops. 

Causes of death include injuries 
sustained in the avalanche and 
suffocation by lack of oxygen 
due to burial in the snow. 

After the completion of the seminar, 
the five LSC students decided to 
ascend the ravine via two steep, 
snow and ice couloirs (Narrow 
chutes in the ravine wall) . 
Along the way, classic examples 
of avalanche prone snow conditions 
were encountered, although the 
snow was too little in accumulation 
and too stable to present any 
serious danger. Once on top of 
the ravine the decision was made 
to go on to the summit of Mt. 
Washington, 6,288'. 

Views from the summit were 
excellent all around, especially 
looking down into the seemingly 
bottomless Tuckerman Ravine from 
which the ascent had been made. 
Once down, all agreed they had 
learned a great deal more and 
felt that a seminar of this 
nature can greatly benefit all 
who venture into the mountatins.

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"Shielding" 
WWLR

Bill Laramee, dean of student 
affairs, said that the possible 
cause of WWLR's interference 
problem is improper "shielding" 
of the meteorology equipment 
and not the grounding of WWLR's 
transmitter. 

Laramee said he was misinformed 
about the evaluation which was 
given by Irving MacAndrews, a 
communications engineer working 
for the Vermont State Police. 
He said he was later informed 
of the correct evaluation by 
Ray Dethy, dean of academic 
affairs . 

Dethy said that the grounding 
problem was something else that 
MacAndrews was going to check. 
It dealt with having a common 
ground between all of the 
electrical equipment in the 
telephone room, which in- 
cluded WWLR's transmitter. 
MacAndrews said, "It's just a 
good electrical practice to have 
a common ground . " 

According to MacAndrews, the 
problem is that the cables run- 
ning from the meteorology in- 
struments which are mounted on 
WWLR's antenna tower to the 
readout equipment in the "met" 
lab need to be properly "shielded" 
from WWLR's radio frequency out- 
put. He said that by next 
Friday an engineer should be at 
LSC to install the proper cables. 

Peter Morton, the engineer who 
installed WWLR's new transmitter, 
said that he had discussed the 
option of installing the properly 
shielded cables with the meteor-

ology department, but it would 
have been too expensive and, he 
couldn't guarantee that it would 
solve the interference problem. 
He feels that the "proximity of 
the equipment to the trans- 
mitter is still the main cause 
of the interference and that the 
best and cheapest way to solve 
the problem is to move the 
weather instruments, possibly 
onto a small tower of their own. 

Morton said that even a few years 
ago when WWLR was operating 
at a lower wattage, there were 
problems with interference. 
He feels that from the beginning, 
the system was poorly engineered 
due to the budget WWLR was 
working with. 

According to Scott Walters, 
general manager of WWLR, "There 
were no complaints of inter- 
ference until after the testing 
of the new transmitter had been 
completed. Performance tests 
concluded that the transmitter 
was operating within Federal Commu- 
nications Commission standards. 

Walters said that the F.C.C. does 
not require interference tests 
to be performed because they 
assume that "proper electrical 
procedures" have been followed 
before broadcasting commences. 
Walters said that WWLR should 
not be responsible for funding 
the repair work. 

Laramee said he is not sure who 
will pay for the repairs, "All 
I am interested in right now is 
having the problem corrected."

SAC Will 
Resign

Because of increased tension between 
the Social Activities Committee and 
Coordinator of Student Activities, 
Larry McCoy, the four member commit- 
tee plans to resign, according to 
SAC President Sue Williams. 

"It's going to happen next week," 
said Williams. "There's a lot of 
conflict between him and us as a 
committee. . .He doesn't know the stu- 
dents' needs. She said that the 
committee's recommendations "go in 
one ear and out the other." 

Problems arose between SAC and McCoy 
soon after the start of the semester. 
The committee had threatened to re- 
sign once before. "It wasn't a real 
resignation," Williams said. "We 
were acting out our feelings and 
saying that if things didn't work 
out with Larry, we were going to 
resign. " 

Dean of Student Affairs Bill Laramee 
said Thursday, "I had received a let- 
ter that if I didn't meet with them 
by Monday (February 7) , they would 
resign." SAC, Laramee and McCoy met, 
and SAC resumed normal activities. 

Laramee said, "No one has said any- 
thing to me directly " about the 
latest threatened resignation. He 
said the problem was "a misunderstan- 
ding as to the role of an advisor. 
I do not think some of the problem 
is a personality conflict, but the 
essence of the problem is the role 
of an advisor . " 

Williams said "I see him (McCoy) 
as an advisor; he is a resource. 
He is supposed to lay ideas to 
us, suggest things. He is not 
acting as an advisor but trying 
to run the whole show, this is 
the problem."

Senate Discusses SAC

The Student Senate Discussed the 
recent turnover in SAC membership 
and SAC's Budget at a two hour 
meeting held on Monday, Feb. 14.. 

Former SAC President, Mike Cap- 
piello, spoke in defense of SAC 
saying, "Right now I feel that I 
have to defend myself as well as 
SAC, due to the slanderous finan- 
cial reporting by our fine newspaper 
on our budget, and the way that it 
is spent." Cappiello opened the 
discussion for comments and said 
that he would by happy to answer 
questions from the members present. 
He said as far as the budget was 
concerned, "We have done pretty 
damn good at it. We spent a little 
over half the budget." 

He said, "The ten percent is more, 
because of the incompetence of 
Nancy Gagnon, (former coordinator 
of student activities) by not 
bringing contracts and booking 
groups and putting up bands at 
hotels without letting us know. 
That's where most of the ten per- 
cent list is." 

Gagnon was coordinator for Fall 

semester 1982. She resigned 

last November for personal reasons,, 

He said, "Concerning the rest of 
the semester, there are less week- 
ends than in the first semester. 
We have six weekends where we aren't 
even doing anythin, because of 
toher events." 

Cappiello noted that SAC has $9,905.12 
left in its budget. He gave a brief 
summary of some events that are 
included in this semester such as 



movies, a dance on Feb. 18, $100 
for the talent show, a coffee house 
and the Spring Semi-Formal. 

Peter Cartwright, sophomore resi- 
dent, asked Cappiello, "Do you 
anticipate SAC running out of 
money?" Cappiello responded, "No." 
He said, "As long as I have been 
President of SAC the budget has been 
up from what it was two years ago 
when we had to come before the Senate 
and ask for money and also Dr. 
Murphy." He said, "That was the 
first and last time that we ever 
had to ask anybody for money. We 
have finished our budget out and 
we have spent our money towards 
more quality entertainment." 

Sue Williams, who suceeded Cappiello 
as SAC president, noted that there 
were four members on SAC. Two 
persons were recently dismissed by 
SAC. 

According to Cappiello, "There are 

two events that everybody has to 

attend, The Semi-Formal and 

Spring Day. Nobody wants to work." 

He attributes the dismissals to 

the students to not wanting to worko 

Larry McCoy, coordinator of Campus 
Activities, said, "I have been 
having a difficult time with the 
committee. They don't seem to 
want my input." He said, "The 
two people that were thrown off 
the committee doesn't seem justi- 
fiable to me. I saw the two 
people working at the last dance." 

Cappiello responded that the two 
individuals that were dismissed 
were not members, and that they

Also, the details 
of what goes on during the initi- 
ations is kept top secret, and 
that is appealing to pledges. 
Sjostedt said the reasons for the 
secrets are tradition, to teach 
pledges discipline, and to draw 
membership. It is not done as a 
cover-up. 

Still, rumors persist about pledge 
activity. Some pledges have been 
seen returning to their rooms with 
stains on their shirts. Rumor also 
has it that some pledges were 
dropped off two miles from the 
college and forced to walk back. 

In any event, there is a very low 
drop out rate among the pledges, 
according to Sjosted. He said 
that one "pledge" dropped out of 
initiation . 



First Aid For Turntables

bo you've got this stereo that 
really doesn't sound too good, 
and you want to fix it cheaply. 
One solution is to trouble-shoot 
it and fix it yourself.. 

The turntable is the heart of most 
consumer audio systems and is also 
the component that gets the most 
wear and abuse. It is also the first 
link in an audio chain, so any pro- 
blems with the turntable will make 
the rest of the system sound bad. 

Turntables are relatively simple to 
maintain and adjust. If yours hasn't 
had any attention lately, a little 
work might make a big difference 
in your audio quality . If you've 
never worked on stereo gear, ask 
someone who knows stereos to help 
you . 

The tone arm and needle should get 
the most attention. Quality needles 
have a diamond stylus, and last from 
600 to 1000 hours. If you listen to 
records for five hours per day, the 
needle will last two months , of four 
months at two and a half hours per 
day. 

If you've never replaced the needle 
or can't remember the last time 
you replaced it, it probably needs 
to be replaced. 

Needles cost $2.00 and up, so you 
can afford to change it regularly. 
If you're not sure how to remove 
the needle, have someone who knows 
show you. 

Another adjustment is tracking force, 
or stylus pressure, which is the 
force the needle exerts on the re- 
cord. Too much pressure will wear 
records our prematurely, while too 
little will cause the needle to skip 
as if the record were scratched. 
Stylus pressure is measured with a 
stylus pressure gauge, which is a- 
vailable for $2.50 at Radio Shack. 
Ask the salesperson to demonstrate 



how to use the gauge. 

Stylus pressure is adjusted with a 
knob or spring near the tone arm 
pivot. Manufacturers' specifications 
vary, but a ggod guideline is to set 
the tone arm for less than five grams 
stylus pressure. 

The turntable should be perfectly 
level. This can be checked with a 
small, plastic plumber's level eight 
to ten inches long available at most 
hardware stores. Place the level on 
the turntable platter and slowly turn 
the platter clockwise. 

One last suggestion , keep the turn- 
table and your records absolutely 
clean. Keep the dust cover on the 
turntable closed. Clean the dust 
off the turntable with a damp (NOT 
WET) cloth, and possibly buy a re- 
cord cleaning kit for your discs. 
Always put the records back in their 
jackets after playing them, and try 
not to get fingerprints or scratches 
on them .

Pierce told the Senate, "I would 
be grateful if you were to have a 
fund raising event," Mike Bunting, 
senior commuter, suggested that 
the Student Senate begin a bottle 
drive o Jake Edge , sophomore com- 
muter, Al Kaprilian, senior resident, 
Tammi Rogers, freshman resident, 
and Ginny Pomroy, senator at-large 
were chosen to begin a committee 
to look into alternate ways of 
fund raising on campus."

Richard Portner, chairman of the 
Communication, Arts & Sciences de- 
partment, said Tuesday that "rough- 
ly $5,000" of CAS equipment has 
been gradually missing since last 
spring . 

Robin Brown, assistant professor of 
CAS, said that among the missing 
pieces of equipment are six micro- 
phones, valued at $200 a piece, 
an audio mixer, two projectors, 
and various pieces of photo equip- 
ment. 

Portner called together a mandatory 
meeting of all CAS majors on Febru- 
ary 22. He said that he called the 
meeting to tell CAS majors of ;he 
large supply of missing materxdl 
and to enlist their "aid as young 
professionals . " 

Portner said that, until further 
notice, the facilities in Harvey 
Academic Center will be closed to 
CAS students after 5:00 p.m. during 
the week and weekends until someone 
can be found to watch the equipment 
during those times. 

He said that there will be a CAS 
identification card, numbered and 
signed by a CAS faculty member 
issued to students. He said that 
this card will be required before 
any student can take out equipment. 

According to Portner, these restric- 
tions will be in effect until he 
and other CAS faculty members can 
gain back the respect and trust of 
the students. 

Portner said his feelings about the 
missing equipment are very deep. 
"I feel battered, a little violat- 
ed... not a little violated, a lot 
violated," he said. 

He went on to say, "We do have a 
definite problem. I cannot upgrade 
equipment and supplies because we 
are constantly replenishing minor 
things . "

SAC's Letter Of Resignation Arrives

The Social Activities Committee 
followed through on its threat 
to resign and, last Monday, Feb. 
21 the four member committee was 
disolved. 

"We handed a letter of resignation 
to President Murphy" said former 
SAC president Sue Williams. The 
resignation was the result of an 
ongoing conflict between SAC and 
Larry McCoy, coordinator of student 
activities. 

Earlier in the semester SAC, then 
headed by Mike Cappiello, had 
threatened to resign in a letter 
sent to Bill Laramee, Dean of 



Student Affairs. Laramee in turn 
set up a meeting between himself 
and the two parties, resulting in 
the return of all the members 
except Cappiello. However, the 
problems had not been alleviated 
and, during an interveiw last week 
Williams revealed the committee's 
plans to resign. 

The functions and budget of SAC 
have been temporarily taken over 
by the Student Senate, according to 
Chip McKay, Student Senate treasurer. 
"This will continue until we get 
new members (of SAC)" said McKay. 



Winter Weekend Problems

There were only two major problems 
which occurred during this years 
Winter Weekend, both of which were 
alcohol related, according to Bill 
Laramee, dean of student affairs. 

One of the problems dealt with 
students bringing alcoholic 
beverages into the buildings dur- 
ing the weekends activities . 
Laramee said that students were 
bringing alcohol into Vail and the 
Alexander Twilight Theater , which is 
against school policies. 

The second major problem was an 
incident which occurred on Saturday 
night, involving Jake Edge, an LSC 
sophmore, and Wendy Simpers, a junior. 

According to Scott Tucker, director 
of security, alcoholic beverages were 
not being allowed into the theater 
during the talent show. When Edge 
and Simpers tried to bring alcohol 
into the theater, they were asked 
to leave. Tucker said that after 
receiving verbal abuse from Edge 
and Simpers, they were warned that 
the state police would be called 
to escort them off campus if they 
did not leave. 

Tucker said that after about an hour 
of continual problems in which Edge 
and Simpers tried to sneak back into 
theater several times . the state 
police were called, but Edge and 



Simpers left about a half an hour 
before they arrived. Edge and Simpers 
were later spotted in the dorms and 
the state police were called a second 
time. Tucker said that as far as he 
knows the two were not arrested. 

Tucker said that he had to call in 
outside help after Edge and Sinpers 
refused to leave because he described 
LSC ' s security program as a "hands 
off policy." Although security pro- 
grams vary from state to state , Ver- 
mont does not allow security person- 
nel to enforce the law the same way 
police are able to. "There is a 
difference between security and law 
enforcement," Tucker said. "The only 
time we are allowed to use physical 
enforcement is if there is a fight 
in progress . " 

Laramee said that the disturbances 
caused by Edges and Simpers actions 
may have jeopardized the activities 
in the theater. Laramee said that 
charges have been brought up against 
Edge and Simpers which included 
"harassing a college official in the 
performance of his duty," and "being 
in the resident halls Qri February 
19th after being told not to return 
to the campus until February 21." 

Simpers denied to comment on the 
incident, and Edge was unavailable 
for comment after agreeing to an 
interview.

LINC Rotating Its Talent

A new procedure has been introduced 
at LINC this semester, rotating on 
air talent and control room and 
studio personel in order to involve 
more Communications Arts & Sciences 
majors in the LINC Project, according 
to Richard Portner, assistant pro- 
fessor of CAS. 

"Before students were thrust into 
the LINC experience and not involved 
with the academic process , " said 
Portner. "Nor were we trying to 
integrate academic courses and 
faculty with the LINC facility so 
that the student would feel stronger, 
more confident, and more familiar 
with the procedure, the eguip- 
ment, and the obligation that 
LINC 1 s public responsibility 
demands . " 

According to Portner, students are 
now being drawn from classes from 
all the CAS concentrations and 
even from other departments. The 
skills that they are learning in 



the classroom are being put to use 
on the air and behind the scenes . 
Both voluntary and scheduled 
rotation shifts are used, for 
example students from the voice 
improvement class are anchoring the 
news, television production II 
students are serving as crew, and 
dramatic arts co-hosts LINC 
Live, he said. 

The involvement doesn't stop with 
just CAS majors, students from the 
meteorology department handle the 
weather forecasts. "I have long 
felt that the inter-discipline 
nature of the CAS department should 
be extended into the LINC facility," 
Portner said. "The LINC Project 
is one aspect of the CAS program 
that demonstrates our inter- 
discipline cirriculum, but the same 
integration of students, classes, 
and faculty works along like lines 
in every concentration." 



Storm Dumped Two Inches

Robert Dornburg, treasurer of the 
Critic , presented an updated ver- 
sion of the Critic ' s expenditures 
to the Senate. 

Dornburg said, "As of February 1, 
the Critic had $1182 left in their 
budget, and that doesn't include 
the $1400 owed to the Critic for 
advertising, which has yet to be 
collected. " 

Dornburg said that the Critic has 
enough money to print 3 more issues 
but said that more issues could be 
printed if the $1400 in advertsing 
revenue was collected. 

Dornburg said that if all the adver- 
tising revenue was collected the 
Critic could make a $112 profit. 

Trahan said that C ritic business 
records had not been kept in order, 
and she was fearful that the adver- 
tising revenue would not be collect- 
ed. 

She said that if the $1400 in ad. 
revenue did not come in, she would 
have to come back to the Senate 
again to ask for money. 

Senate Treasurer McKay said that 
there was $3000-$4000 left in 
the Senate reserve fund. 

In otner matters, Peter Cartwright 
said that he had received a tele- 
phone call from Clare Pierce, from 
the Area Agency on Aging, and she 
wanted to meet with the special com- 
mittee, formed last week to look 
into ways of fund-raising on campus. 

Pierce asked the Senate last week 
to help raise funds to purchase a 
van to transport the elderly, handi- 
capped, and disabled around the 
Lyndonville area. 

In other news, Scott Walters, a 
CAS major, was nominated as an 
alternate to the Judiciary Commit- 
tee. 

The Senate also decided to table 
discussion of a policy to recognize 
student organizations on campus. 

The Senate decided that the Critic 
should try to collect the advertis- 
ing money and come back only if they 
had no money left in their funds. 

In other news , McKay told the Senate 
that Richard Boera, dean of business 
affairs, was concerned that WWLR 
spent $160 for art work done at 
WWLR. The Senate discussed the ex- 
penditure but took no action.

Sweaty Palms In The Working World

O.K. I know you're nervous about 
what's out "there". It's a 
given fact that the closer one 
gets to the job search the more 
fitful one's sleep becomes and 
the sweatier one's palms become. 
Indeed, one of the best books 
on interviewing is titled just 
that, Sweaty Palms . It never 
gets much better. But then, 
am I telling you anything new? 
I highly doubt it... . 

Unless I tell you that you won't 
be the only one with sweaty 
palms in your interview; that 
the employer is probably as 
fearful of the interview as you 
are. Maybe even more so. Think 
of it for a minute. Who, but 
the most fearful becomes the 
bully of the block? Who, but the 
most terrified and vulnerable 
takes the attack? What better 
way to keep the subject off of 
my fears than to focus on and 
develop fears in you? Bravado, 
Macho, name it what you will. 
The bottom line of all power 
struggles is fear. 

And I'm betting that behind nearly 

every question the interviewer 

will ask you is fear. "Fear 

of what?" you ask. Try these on 

for size. Your employer's 

greatest fears are: 

-thac you won't be able to do 

the job 

-that you'll prove to be lazy 
and won't put in a full day 
-that you're a slow learner and 
will take too long to learn the 
job 

-that you'll only use this job as 
a stepping stone to some other for 
which you'll leave in only a few 
weeks 

-that you won't get along with the 
other employees or will have a 
Personality conflict with the boss 
-that you will always need to be 



told what to do next 
-Worst of all, that you have a 
character flaw and will turn out 
to be dishonest, a gossip, a liar, 
an embezzler, a dissident, or 
just totally irresponsible. 

Let me try out this hypothesis 
on some typical interview 
questions and suggest some ways 
you might address the fear behind 
them . 

Question : "Tell me about yourself". 
Underlying Fear : The infamous "tell 
me about" question (usually "your- 
self" or some random item pointed 
to in your resume) stems primarily 
from a fear that the employer 
might not ask you the right ques- 
tion. Very few interviewers 
ever receive training on how to 
interview and as a result they 
fear both making a fool of them- 
selves and not being able to find 
out if you are a bad risk. 

Addressing the Fear : Meet it 
straight on. Don't hesitate to 
say that you'd be a good employee 
and reinforce that with brief 
examples from your history, like 
"I'm a hard worker" or "came early 
and left late" and so on. But, 
remember, no employer is interested 
in the past (even if that's what 
the question is) only the future. 
Be certain that you make that bridge. 

Question : "What kind of work are 
you looking for?" or "Have you ever 
done this before?" 
Underlying Fear : You either can't 
do or don't want to do the kind of 
work they have to offer. 
Adressing the Fear : You have 
picked up many skills-through 
work and your education- which 
are transferable from one field 
to another. Let the interviewer 
know that you learn stuff quickly 
(that's what college is all about) 



or put the ball back in their 
court by asking something like, 
"To help me better answer how 
my skills fit, could you tell me 
a bit more about the type of work 
this vacancy entails?" 

Question : "Don't you think you're 
over qualified for this job?" 
Underlying Fear : That you'll 
get bored or leave tomorrow or 
that you will demand more than the 
company can pay. 
Addressing the Fear : Let your 
interviewer know that you enjoy 
working and that part of working 
is learning the ropes, finding 
new challenges and above all, 
communicatino' with supervisors. 
As long as that happens you'll be 
a good team. 

Question : "What is your greatest 
weakness? " 

Underlying Fear : Here it is, the 
character flaw question! 
Addressing the Fear : You have 
limitations as we all do. What 
you need to do is show that you 
are working on that, but, more 
importantly, that your flaw may 
in fact be an attribute. "I 
don't do well when I'm over 
supervised because I have a lot 
of enthusiasm and I like to be 
creative and apply it. I'm 
working on finding a productive 
medium, though."

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Hornets Long Season Ends Finally 



It's finally over c The long, gruel- 
ing and often frustrating 1982-83 
men's basketball season is in the 
books for keeps „ It has been a 
memorable one; a season marked with 
milestones, big wins, heartbreaking 
losses and long, cramped bus trips 
which took the once-again height- 
less Hornets from Bangor, Maine to 
Plattsburgh, New York to Bar ring ton, 
Rhode Island to Sparkill, New York 
(just across the Hudson River) . 

If there is an answer to LSC's final 
7-19 mark, maybe it can be attrib- 
uted to Lyndon's lack of intensity 
and inability to get equal contrib- 
ution from the on-court talent dur- 
ing key games , Tim Lawler, a usually 
fine perimeter shooter, lost his 
touch early in the season and never 
regained it. LSC point guard, Ken 
Hazen, played inconsistently, but 
this can be attributed to his youth 
(he's only a f rosh) ; while senior 
John LeMieux played extremely well 
at times, he had streaks of bad 
games which helped to inf luenc e 
some of the Hornets tough losses. 
Mike Whaley and Bill Fitzgerald 
played the most consistently, but 
seldom complimented each other 
with an equal share in the scoring 
on the same night. 

Early on LSC played intense, com- 
bining balanced scoring with tough, 
hustling defense . Their early 
play enabled them to upset both 
Norwich and Castleton, teams which 
will be making post-season play-off 
appearances. But from here on in 
the story is not a pretty one. 

The Hornets lost big to Plymouth 
96-76 and at Nasson 117-99, despite 
being in both games with five 
minutes to play. A defensive 
breakdown keyed both losses, an 
occurrence which became increasingly 
common as the season progressed. 

A trip to Sparkill, New York for 
a tournament at St. Thomas College 
was labelled as a "lost weekend," 
as the Hornets suffered two lop- 
sided losses.

A tough 91-83 loss at the University 
of Maine at Farmington was again defense 
related. The first semesters end was 
marked with a positive note as LSC 
pounded rival Johnson, 84-56. At 82 c s 
end the Hornets were 4-6 and 2-0 in the 
Mayflower Conference, with play-off 
hopes still hopeful. However the 
coming attractions previewed the Lyndon 
State Horror Show. It would run for 
two months. 

Lyndon would play sixteen games during 
the 83 half of the season, dropping 
seven of those games by a total of 23 
pointSo The list below tells all.

The Hornets also hung tooth and nail 
with a couple of bigger schools as 
they lost to UMASS-Boston, 81-69, 
after holding a four point edge at 
intermission, and fell at Plattsburgh 
88-72, to a bruising Cardinal outfit. 

Last year Lyndon won their tight games 
beating Castleton 80-79 in overtime, 
Franklin Pierce in the district's 
biggest upset, 90-86 (after the Ravens 
had handed LSC a 138-85 thrashing two 
nights earlier), St. Joseph's in OT 
110-105, Skidmore in another OT 
extravaganza, 72-68, and New England, 
72-71. 

Several team and personal milestones 
and marks were accomplished. As a 
team Lyndon was ranked fourth in the 
nation in foul shooting with a .766 
percentage. Seniors Mike Whaley and 
Bill Fitzgerald both reached the 1000 
point plateau, Whaley reaching the 
crest last December in Farmington, Maine 
and Fitzgerald turning the trick last 
week at Franklin Pierce. The two join 
Rick Sutton, Rich Scott and Bill "Wild- 
man" Leggett as players to score 
one-thousand points under LSC 
coach Skip Pound. Whaley was 
among the top scorers in the 
Mayflower Conference with a 20.5 
average (534pts.) and stands an 
excellent chance at being select- 
ed to the All-Conference team 
Fitzgerald was the conference's 
leading foul shooter converting 
on 84% of his free throws and 
averaged 15.2 points a game and 
led the team in rebounding with 
205 (7.9ave.). John LeMieux 
averaged a respectable 13 „ 2 points 
a game and Tim Lawler chipped in 
11.5 (not to mention 178 assists). 

Whaley, Fitzgerald, and LeMieux 
will not returm leaving coach 
Pound with a heavy recruiting 
responsibility. A big man is 
still needed. Without one the 
road trips, won't get any shorter 
and the card games any more 
exciting in the back of the bus.

Murphy Resigns 



Dr. Janet Murphy will resign as pre- 
sident of LSC effective August 1, 
1983. She has been president since 
1977. 

Murphy, who has accepted a position 
as president of Missouri Western 
State College, said in an open let- 
ter to LSC students, staff, and 
faculty that she has decided to 
leave LSC "to accept a new chal- : 
lenge in serving public higher edu- 
cation." 

Dr. Ray Dethy, LSC academic dean, 
has expressed an interest in the 
presidency. "I'm definitely inter- 
ested in the job," he said in an 
interview Wednesday. 

"I came here (LSC) specifically be- 
cause I was trying to get the last 
spoke in my career to prepare to 
become a college or university pre- 
sident," he said. "I fully intended 
to become a president somewhere." 

Dethy said that although he has 
not officially applied for the 
LSC presidency, he believes that 
"ermont State Colleges* Chancellor 
ichard Bjork is aware that he is 
interested in the job. 

Murphy said that she was attracted 
to the Missouri job because "there 
is no central office." VSC includes 
four separate colleges under the 
jurisdiction of the VSC Board of 
Trustees. 

'I can be concerned with only one 
institution," she said. "I dislike 
the merging of institutions." 



She said that Missouri "is at -e 
different point academically than 
Lyndon is" and chat nhe has been 
asked to "develop a long range 
academic plan" for the college. 

Missouri Western is a four_ year 
state college. Murphy said that 
the college has "been built in the 
last ten years." She said that the 
faculty there is young, and the 
school has recently developed new 
programs. 

Murphy said that the LSC faculty 
has offered their support of Her 
decision. She said that they have 
come to her and said "we understand 
that you might like to try some- 
thing new." 

She said that she believes she 
has made LSC "fiscally and acade- 
mically stronger." 

The VSC Board of Trustees will 
choose the new president. Murphy 
said that although she will not 
make a recommendation to the VfC 
board, "I have been asked to send 
a list of students, staff, and 
faculty to form a committee" to 
offer a recommendation. She said 
the committee will be formed for 
the summer. 



Assembly 
Approves 

Paralegal 
Studies

The Faculty Assembly voted, Tues- 
day, to approve a Paralegal 
Studies program for LSC. The 
approval came after a motion to 
refer the proposal to the Library 
Committee was not approved by the 
assembly. 

At the previous meeting, the 
proposal had been tabled so that 
a lawyer could be consulted 
about neccesary library materials 
for the program. 

Mark Bertolini, a Lyndonville 
lawyer, was present at the meeting, 
and told the faculty that he "was 
rather impressed with what you 
have in your library" in the field. 
He said that the program "as 
envisioned" will not need to go 
beyond the present library hold- 
ings, for present classroom 
courses . 

He did say that for the Legal 
Research course, it would be 
neccessary to use another 
library. Bertolini contacted 
the Vermont Law School Library 
who were "more than willing" to 
have LSC students work there. 

"They want it (the Legal Research 
course) to be taught in the summer 
which is exactly what we want," 
he said. Some faculty raised 
concerns about students having 
to commute to South Royal ton 
for theii research, but Ber- 
tolini said it would be during 
one summer and "if (the students) 
aren't motivated, we don't want 
them in the program. 

Questions were also raised about 
the need for the program. Ber- 
tolini said that there is a 
definite need as there is only 
one paralegal program in Vermont 
which has "a.^very bad track record."

Up-to-date and accurate weather 
forecasts for LINC, WWLR, and 
the weatherphone depend on the 
access of current observational 
data which, at this time, is not 
readily available. 



Why has it taken so long to solve 
this problem? Money and redtape 
are the answers. Even so, I see 
no reason why the Administration 
cannot reach a quick decision on 
this matter. 

If a decision is ever reached 
it will involve a reasonable 
compromise between WWLR and the 
Meteorology Department. 

Why is it when a problem such 
as this arises it cannot be 
acted on quickly and efficiently 
by the people involved? 

There is no doubt that this is 
a serious problem, but there is 
no reason why it should take 
four months to just talk about 
it. It is high time to do some- 
thing about it.

Senate Attempts To Rebuild SAC

Ttudents wanting to join the new 

Social Activities Committee may 

have to face the senate for 

a final vote, according to Peter 

Cartwright, vice president of the 

senate. 

Cartwright said that as it stands 
row ircer the old SAC constitution, 
SAC appointment requires a stu- 
dent's application, an interview, 
and a vote by the committee. 
Cartwright said that he and Chip 
McKay, treasurer of the senate, 
brought up the idea of using the 
standard procedure followed by other 

campus groups for appointments to 
a committee. 

Cartwright said that with other 
organizations, that procedure 
starts with the student who wishes 
to join an organization and files 
an application which then goes be- 
fore the senate. The senate may 
request an interview with the stu- 
dent before voting membership. 

This idea was one of the topics 
covered at a meeting held Tuasday, 
March 10. (See above story). 

Larry McCoy, coordinator of SAC, 
who was present at the March 7th 
senate meeting, said that another 
new procedure for SAC would be 
rotating members through different 
committee positions. McCoy said 
that instead of having a president 
and vice president, members wculd 
take turns, probably at one month 
intervals, in such duties as leading 
the meetings, working with him, and 
acting as a representative to the 
senate and campus media 

McCoy said that the office of 
treasurer would probably be a one 
year position in order to uphold 
the consistency of finances. 
There will also be an "unlimited 
amount of members" allowed on 
SAC. 

The senate also discussed what would 

happen to SAC members if they were 
deliquent in their duties. Cart- 
wright suggested that first a ver- 
bal warning should be issued, 
followed by a written warning for 
a second offense. A third offense, 
he said, should result in removal 

from the committee. McKay said 
that "kicking a member off" the 
committee would be a little harsh 



and said that they should be 
suspended from their duties and 
rights on SAC. 

In other news, Cartwright said that 
students should have some part in 
the selection of the person who 
will replace Dr. Janet Murphy as 
president of LSC. (See Murphy re- 
signation, page one.) The senate 
is going to draft a letter to 
Murphy suggesting the idea, but if 
there are no plans for student 
involvement, the issue will be 
dropped . 

Senate President Sheldon Ball, 
suggested changing the form for 
the recognization of student 
organizations . 

"Many organizations have started 
on campus without having a 
constitution," and Ball said that 
the form should be updated, and 
that the senate will provide an 
outline for the organizations ' 
constitution . 

The senate also discussed possible 
ideas for social activities. 
James Paton, assistant professor 
of philosophy, said that the jazz 
group he is part of would like to 
play at LSC. 

The senate voted that some activitv 
should be held on Saturday, March 
26, opposite the play "Working." 

Ball said that he doesn't think it 
would hurt the play any and that 
for that one night, there should 
be an alternative. 

McCoy said that several acts are 
being considered for booking at 
LSC including "Hot Acoustics," a 
guitar/fiddle duo, and a solo singer, 
Buzzy Linhart. McCoy said that if 
Linhart is booked, there is the 
possibility of mixing some student 
performers in with the show. 

Ball said that no decisions for 
activities would be made until the 
consitituion is written, but Lachlan 
MacLearn, who was just voted onto 
the new SAC by the senate, said 
that "the senate should be ready 
to dispense funds by Monday," 
indicating that a new committee 
will have been organized by that 
time. 

Ball said that if people are 
interested in joining SAC, they 
should come to the senate meeting 
on Monday night at 8: p.m. 



McCoy described SAC to the group 
as an "ad hoc committee," meaninc 
its purpose is dealing with the 
social activities of the campus 
community. He also said that the 
nasty part of the job is setting 
and cleaning up for the different 
events. 

McCoy discussed the SAC budget 

and said that it is very "elusive". 

He said that he had gone over the 

figures about 3 or 4 times and 

came up with different figures 

every time, but said that SAC 

has approximately $5000 to work with. 

Figures provided by the business 
office showed that as of January 
31, 1983 SAC has $i761. McCoy 
said that no decisions will be 
made concerning future events 
until the budget is straightened 
out. 

McCoy also passed around a sample 
questionnaire which he will dis- 
tribute to the student body asking 
what kind of activities the students 
would like to see at LSC. 



Paralegal Cont. 

Suzanne Gallagher, assistant 
prof essor /head librarian, ex- 
pressed concern over the "very 
small amounts of money" avail- 
able for library purchases and 
moved that the needs for the 
program be studied by the Library 
Committee . 

Al Ouellette, chairman of the 
Math Department, said "I think 
this body should be concerned with 
academics , period, and if the Ad- 
ministration decides that there is 
no money for it , then so be it . " 

Gallagher argued that the faculty 
should look ahead because lack 
of funds could become more of a 
problem in the future. The 
motion failed 22-14. 

The vote was then taken on ap- 
proving the Paralegal Studies 
program; this passed by a large 
majority. 

Barry Hertz , chairman of the 
executive committee, discussed the 
progress of that committee in 
formulating a policy about waivers 
and related matters . He said that 
during each meeting, "we get one 
thing resolved (and) four other 
things crop up." 

Hertz said the committee would 
"try like heck" to have some- 
thing completed by the end of the 
year, "but we don't want some- 
thing that is not well thought out". 

In other business, the faculty: 
-heard a report of the Academic 
Standards Committee, relating 
decisions made at their two 
February meetings, 
-accepted changes to courses, 
course descriptions, and the Math 
minor, which were recommended by 
the Curriculum Committee, 
-listened to information from the 
Structure and Welfare Committee 
concerning Forms filled out for 
Advanced Study Loans.

Bids For Food Service 
Contract Up

SAGA and seven other food service 
companies are currently bidding 
for a contract to serve the Ver- 
mont State Colleges, according 
to Mark Boucher, manager of SAGA 

The contract, good for three 
years, would entitle the awarded 
company exclusive rights to 
food service at LSC, Johnson State, 
Castleton State, and Vermont 
Technical College. 

The bidding companies are re- 
quired to submit their final 
proposals by Monday, March 21, 
and the conract will be awarded 
ten days later, according to a 
list of specifications set by 
the VSC Chancellor Richard 
Bjork's office. 

It is this list of specifications, 
and not just which company bids 
the lowest price that will deter- 
mine to whom the contract will go, 
according to Roger Murphy, business 
coordinator of the Chancellor's 
office. The list includes 
minimum hours of service per week, 
employment of students, financial 
stability of the company, and the 
ability to provide special extras 
to their regular service. 

While Murphy could not comment 
on some of the other companies 
chances at being awarded the 
contract, he did say that "the 
company that is already in, has 
an advantage."

because of her relationship with 
Richard Williams, who is wanted 
in connection with the shooting 
of a New Jersey state trooper in 
December of 1982. 

Girrell said, "What I want to bring 
to light is the fact that the go- 
vernment does this daily. It happens 
to students." 

Stoddard said, "I have yet to 
find a good way to hit a large 
number of students." 

The members of the group considered 
several ideas of how to inform stu- 
dents of their civil rights. 

Most of the members of the group 
decided that informing students 
through films, lectures and pam- 
phlets was a good way ti reach a 
large number of students. 



Geremia suggested the idea of 
"lobbying with faculty" to tie 
issues into classroom discussion. 

The group continued discussing 
individual cases of student 
harassment and harassment in 
general. As an example Baldwin 
said, that the North East Kingdom 
has more state police situated in 
one area than she ' s ever seen 
concentrated in one area. 

The group went on to discuss 
individual rights and whether 
people have the right to choose in 
situations like registering for 
the draft, refusing to pay taxes, 
etc . 



Shuttle Bus Service May End

The Green Hornet shuttle bus, only 
in its second year of operation, 
may be seeing its last year of 
operation, according to Sheldon 
Ball president of student senate. 

The suttle bus gets its funding 
from the Student Senate, and, 
according to Larry McCoy, coordin- 
ator of student activities, and 
Sheldon Ball, the funds necessary 
to keep the bus under operation, 
for this year alone, have ammounted 
to $2,970. "I think thats an 
incredible drain from the student 
activities fund," Ball said. I 
mean $3,000 loped right off the 
top is a lot of money." 



According to McCoy, "From September, 
to January 31, the income from the 
bus has only been $182,86 so the 
bus isn't making a lot of money." 

Ball said, "Even if you took the 
$180 divided by the . 25C ticket 
price, you come up with roughly 700, 
or more because of discount ticket 
prices; so even if 1000 people have 
ridden the bus, the Student Senate 
is still loosing roughly $2.70 per 
rider." Moreover, Ball said, "I 
don't see any future funding for 
the shuttle bus, and I would tell 
people to use their tickets now 
because they may not be carried 
over to next year."

Judiciary Committee 
Upholds Decision

The Student/Faculty Judiciary Com- 
mittee upheld the original decision 
made by the administration concern- 
ing the disciplinary action taken 
against Jake Edge and Wendy Simpers, 
according to Tim Breen, an LSC jun- 
ior who is on the judiciary commit- 
tee . 

Edge, an LSC sophomore, and Simpers, 
a junior, appealed the decision at 
a March 17 hearing. 

A decision was made by Bill Laramee, 
dean of student affairs, to suspend 
Edge and Simpers for two days and 
place them on disciplinary probation 
for the remainder of the semester 
effective immediately. 

Edge and Simpers received the disci- 
plinary action as a result of an 
incident which occurred on Saturday, 
February 19, during Winter Weekend. 

At the hearing, Scott Tucker, 
director of security, said that he 
asked Edge and Simpers to leave the 
Alexander Twilight Theater during the 
talent show because they were spotted 
with beer in the theater by security 
worker Gerald Webber, an LSC sophmore. 

Tucker said that he had received much 
verbal abuse and harassment, at which 
point he told Edge, who was about to 
leave, to "take your lady friend with 
you or I would have to call the state 
police . " 

Simpers said that when she asked 
Tucker the reason for having to 
leave, he just said "I told you so," 
or he didn't say anything.

After Edge and Simpers left the 
building, they were caught trying 
to sneak back in, according to 
Weber. At this point, Tucker said 
he called the state police. 

Edge said that the police had arrived 
on the campus and offered them a ride 
a ride into town, but he and Simpers 
refused . 

Edge and Simpers were later spotted 
in the dorms by Bob Digrigory, an 
LSC sophomore and Resident Assistant 
of Arnold/Bayley, and Ernie Talpey, 
an LSC senior and Head Resident of 
Arnold/Bayley . 

Edge said that he and Simpers were 
just waiting for a friend who was at 
the talent show and who was going to 
give them a ride into town. 



Edge and Simpers were charged with 
three offenses: "Failing to respond 
to a directive from Mr. Tucker and 
Dean Laramee to leave the ATT build- 
ing therefore negatively affecting 
the interest of the college community," 
"Harassing a college official while 
performing his duties," and "Being 
in the resident halls on February 19 
at approximately 10:30 pm after being 
given explicit instructions not to 
the campus until Monday, February 21." 

Edge said that he and Simpers had 
never been told that they could not 
return until Monday. 

Edge and Simpers informed the judiciary 
committee that they were going to 
appeal the decision to Janet Murphy, 
president of LSC.

The LSC Counseling Office is 
offering both a "support group" 
for women students as well as a 
discussion group on the Self in 
Relationship , according to Daria 
DiBona, coordinator of coun- 
seling . 

The Women's Group is "a place 
for women to come and share 
their concerns" with other 
women, DiBona said] The group 
discusses issues about peers, 
families, and relationships. 
They also "explore and consider 
realistically, career opportunities" 
for women, she said. 

DiBona considers herself both 
participant and leader of this 
group and said that her role is 
to "share as well as facilitate 
and guide the discussion." 

The group is open only to women 
because the group "deals with 
female issues that men can't 
identify with," DiBona said. 

The things discussed are often 
biological or medical issues 
"which are more common to women 
than men," she said. About 15 
students have been attending 
each meeting, every Tuesday at 4:00. 



The Self in Relationship group 
was formed to "explore how 
people react and interrelate," 
DiBona said. Communication skills 
are often important because some 
people "really don't know how 
to convey their intentions; they 
don ' t know how to say what they 
mean," she said. 

According to DiBona, a large part 
of communication skills is "teaching 
people that they have the right to 
say what they feel, but (that) 
there is an appropriate way" of 
saying it. 

The group deals with not only 
romantic relationships, but also 
family relationships, working 
relationships and other inter- 
personal relationships, she said. 
She hopes the group is a place 
"where students can get new ideas 
about how to deal with relation- 
ships . " 

The meetings have been sparsely 
attended. Five or six men and 
women have come to each Wednesday 
meeting. The "group just hasn't 
made it off the ground," she said. 
She said that although more men 
are needed at the meetings, "I've 
been really pleased... they've 
been really open." 



Right now, both groups are for 
students because DiBona said she 
made an assumption that students 
"would be put off" by the presence 
of faculty or staff. She said that 
she has been thinking more about 
it recently and will leave it up 
to the groups to decide.

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The "Purest Form Of Democracy"

Each year in Vermont, as maple sugar 
is being gathered, the hills; residents 
of Vermont's cities and towns gather 
to discuss local issues in what has 
been termed by some political sci- 
entists as the "purest form of democ- 
racy" — town meetings. 

Concerned by the encroachment of "non- 
local" issues into the town meeting 
format, members of Vermont's politi- 
cal arena met March 10 at the Harvey 
Academic Center, to discuss what 
issues are "fair game" at Vermont 
town meetings for open debate. 

The Forum's discussion panel, mod- 
erated by Sutton educator, "Chip" 
Devenger, included two Vermont polit- 
ical scientists, University of Ver- 
mont Professor Frank Bryan 
and Robert Dixon, associate 
professor of political science at 
LSC. The two other panel members 
were Vermont Secretary of State James 
Douglas and Vt. State Senator William 
Doyle of Washington county. 

Asked by Devenger if issues such as 
the nuclear freeze referendum were 
appropriate items to be aired at 
town meetings, the panel members gave 
varied responses: 

"In reference to the nuclear freeze 
referendum, I don't think that'll 
hurt town meeting," Bryan said. He 
added that town meetings "have become 
bastardized by the 'non-local' issues." 
Douglas said that town meeting may be 
appropriate for non-local issues in 
the future. He said, "I believe that 
town residents should be afforded 



this opportunity to publicly discuss 
non-local issues. We're residents 
of the town, but we're also residents 
of the nation, and the world." 

Responding to the endorsement of 
non-local issues that have cut into 
local issue debate at town meetings. 

The town issue warning has recently 
been used as a publicity gimmick 
for national issues," said Dixon. 
"It may be a position that doesn't 
endear me to my liberal friends, 
but I think they're wrong. Issues 
such as crisis relocation should 
be aired by shouting up funds in 
Congress. Town meetings are for 
town business, not to get on the 
7:00 news!" 

During the question period following 
the panel's discussion, LSC pro- 
fessor of History Alfred Toborg 
questioned the validity of the 
Australian ballot in use at some 
town meetings, commenting that 
the ballot "doesn't allow for 
people changing their minds on 
issues . " 

Dixon and Douglas agreed that use 
of the Australian ballot should 
be a local decision. 

The panel members closed the dis- 
cussion in agreement that town 
selectmen can safeguard town 
issues from frivolous items in 
the future . 



Critic In Financial Trouble

The LSC Critic had $1,182 left in 
its budget as of February 24, a 
figure which does not include oper- 
ational costs since that date. 

According to Rob Dornburg, treasur- 
er of the Critic, outstanding ad- 
vertising revenue will have to be 
collected if the Critic wants to 
print any more issues. 

Dornburg also said that if the 
advertising revenue is not collect- 
ed, than the Critic will have to 
go before the Student Senate and 
ask for funds to keep the Critic 
operating. 

When asked if - he was confident 
that the advertising revenue 
would be collected, Dornburg re- 
plied, "Since I just started, I 
couldn't tell you. I hope it 
will be." He said, that once 
I get things sorted out, I will 
have a better handle on things." 

The Critic spent $3166.84 in 
printing costs last semester and 
$168.42 in travel costs (Travel 
expenses back and forth to Bradford 
VT) . Other costs included Book- 
store expenses ($249,31), Insurance 
($300.00), Postage (166.52), and 
work-study payments for four em- 
ployees ($172.50) . 

It costs roughly $263.00 to print 
an eight page paper (including 
travel expenses). It costs around 
$370.00 to turn out a twelve 
page paper (including travel 
expenses) . Since January, the 



Critic has been printing an eight 
page paper, in an effort to try 
to reduce costs. 

Dornburg was asked if he projected 
the Critic ending in a deficit as 
it has in the past two years and 
he replied, "I think it is pos- 
sible that there will be a deficit, 
but a profit is conceivable." He 
noted that the Critic will have 
to get as much as they need, when 
asked if the Critic should ask 
for a larger sum of money for the 
coming academic year. 

Paula Trahan, editor in chief of 
the Critic, spoke on the request 
that she made before the Treasurer's 
meeting last spring. She said, "I 
made a request for a $1000 increase 
in the 1982-83 budget. I managed 
to get a $500 increase over what 
we had the previous year. This 
simply wasn 1 t enough to meet our 
needs." She said, "There was an 
increase in printing costs, 
that I wasn't aware of, before I 
made the request last spring." 

When asked if she expected the 
uncollected advertising revenue 
to be collected Trahan replied, 
"Now that I have a Treasurer , I 
am hoping that he (Dornburg) will 
have some success in collecting it." 
Trahan noted that expenses were 
due to an increase in printing, 
travel , and supplies at the Book- 
store. She said, "there is an 
urgency to collect the advertising 
revenue owed us . "

Scott Walters, general manager of 
WWLR, and Ross Hays, a senior 
meteorology major, were present 
at the Senate meeting to give a 
progress report of the interference 
problem between WWLR's transmissions 
and meteorology instruments. 

Hays said that Irving MacAndrews, 
a communications engineer who was 
going to come to LSC and correct 
the problem, said that after re- 
evaluating the problem, there was 
nothing he could do because it 
would take too much time and work 
for him and recommended bringing 
in an expert to deal with the 
problem . 

Walters said that according to Bill 
Laramee, dean of student affairs, 

Alan Machell, another engineer, 
was going to look into the problem 
and correct it at a cost of approx- 
imately $380 a day. 

In a final note to all students, 
Ball announced that a student 
position on the Vermont State 
Board of Trustees has opened, and 
any students interested in the 
position should see Ball for an 
application by April 1, 1983.

Met. Students Attend 
Storm Conference

LSC personnel delivered presen- 
tations on heat islands, New 
England climate, and a day in 
the life of a LINC weathercaster 
at the Northeast Storm Con- 
ference last weekend in Framing- 
ham, Massachusetts. 

Dr. Bruce Berryman, meteorology 
professor at LSC, presented a 
paper on urban heat islands in 
and around Wilkes-Barre , PA. 
Heat islands are urban areas 
that are warmer than surrounding 
areas because of heat emissions 
from buildings and pavement. 

The presentation showed that 
even small towns with populations 
of only a few thousand can 
produce heat islands. This is 
important in forecasting because 
these small heat islands can 
prevent frost or turn snow to 
rain if the temperature is near 
32° F. 

Berryman said that more study 
is needed oh this subject, and 
hopes that an LSC student will 
do a similar study for this

area. He added that he would 
like to do .another paper for 
next year's conference, probably 
on tree ring analysis. 

A video presentation was given 
by David Huntress, a senior 
meteorology major and LINC-TV 
weathercaster, on the day in 
the life of a LINC forecaster. 

The humorous film showed fore- 
caster Chuck Albiani prepare for 
his morning forecast. 

One of the reasons for presenting 
the show, said Huntress, was to 
break up some of the stuffiness of 
the parade of technical papers 
given that day. The show, which 
took about 20 hours to produce, 
was well-received by the audience, 
even getting praise from Harvey 
Leonard, a TV meteorologist for 
WNEV-TV in Boston. 

Huntress also would like to give 
another TV presentation at next 
year's conference if he lands a 
job at a TV station by then. 

An article by sophmore meteorology 
major John Lutzel about New England 
climate appeared in the conference 
booklet. It showed the coldest 
part of New England to be the 
northern tip of New Hampshire , and 
the warmest area to be southwestern 
Connecticut.

He said announcements are going 
out in a week or ten days in 
"The Chronicle of Higher Education" 
and will run for three weeks. 

Bjork estimated that there will be 
150-250 inguires for the position.

Calls For World Peace

At the exact time of the Spring E- 
quinox, six different countries 
spoke to each other simultaneously 
by telephone to promote the goals 
of world peace. 

The Global & World Citizens Call 
took place at 11:39 P.M. on Monday, 
March 21, 1983. The call was sponsor- 
ed by the group World Citizens and 
its local branch, Global Citizens, 
a national organization for the pro- 
motion of world peace, according to 
Reverand Brendan Hadash, a Unitarian 
minister. 

Hadash said that a "conference call" 
was set up between all of the parti- 
cipating countries so that they 
could all speak to each other at 
the same time. 

The call was set up among people 
• f rcF the countries of Australia; 
India; Osaka, Japan; Paris, France- 
Derby Line, Canada; New York City; 
San Fransisco and Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia. The call was organized by 
Helen Tucker and originated in To- 
ronto, Canada. 



i'adash said that he took part in 
the call from the Unitarian Univer- 
s^list Parsonage in Derby Line. He 
later turned the phone over to Ben 
Blais, a Vermont representitive to 
the legislature. 

Hadash said that when Roland Rod 
Rigue, the mayor of Stanstead, 
Quebec, spoke in French wishing 
for "Peace and Unity," the partici- 
pants in Paris, France got very ex- 
cited. 

The call ended with a bell being 
rung at the United Nations building 
in New York City. 

Hadash said that the Global & World 
Citizens group meet every three 
years and that he attended the last 
meeting held in Japan in 1981. 

He said that he was not sure if he 
would be attending the next meeting 
in 1984 which will take place in Los 
Angeles, California.

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LSC TO Offer 

New Business 
Program

LSC will offer a Self Support 
Program (SSP) for Business Admin- 
istration majors next semester, 
giving students a chance to earn 
money and gain on-the-job exper- 
ience after one year of enrollment. 

Coordinator Debbie Kane, said stu- 
dents will have the opportunity to 
earn a four year Bachelor of 
Science degree in Business Admin- 
istration and gain two years of 
on-the-job experience after five 
years. 

The SSP program is set up so stu- 
ents can go to work and pay for 
most of their college expenses in- 
stead of depending on their family 
or bank loans for support. 

Under the program students will 
go to school for the first year and 
then be divided into two groups. 
For the first six months of the 
second year, half of the students 
will be placed in a job close 
to their home where they would 
work and earn money, Kane said. 
The other group would remain at 
Gchool for six months and then ro- 
tate into job positions. The 
students would rotate for four years. 

Kane said advantages of the SSP 
program are not only for the stu- 
dents but for the employers as 
well. Employer training is cut 
down because the students come back 
to work each year with more know- 
ledge than they had before . She 
said studies show that most student 
workers have a better attitude on 
the job, and fewer days of absence 
than other new employees. 

In addition, she said Medical 
Packages are not mandatory by law 
for studert workers, and the state 
of Vermont offers tax breaks to 
companies that hire them. 

After five years of the program 
r.he estimates that student workers 
may earn between $13,000 and $18,000 
for the time they put in on the job. 

Kane said that Harrison Welles, 
chairman of the business depart- 
ment, has covered much of the 
groundwork on the program for 
the last two years. It included 
visiting businesses and asking for 
support. So far, many companies 
have agreed to hire student 
workers, and actual jobs have 
been surveyed. 

Kane added that the new SSP pro- 
gram, which will be offered in the 
fall of '83, is the only one of 
its kind in the state of Vermont. 
"If the program is successful, it 
may be introduced to other areas," 
to benefit people with other majors, 
Kane said.

Speakers, Amplifiers 

Buying Good Equipment Is A Necessity

Editor's Note ; On February 18 an 
article appeared in the Critic 
on how to set up turntables. This 
is a follow-up. This week's topic 
is how to set up speakers and 
amplifiers. 

Unlike the turntable, there is very 
little that can be adjusted on the 
amplifier or speakers to improve. 
their performance. The main idea 
here is to buy good equipment to 
begin with; set it up properly; and 
then leave it alone. 

There are a few "dos" and "don'ts" 
to deal with. Unless you are an elec- 
tronics technician, don't attempt 
to disassemble your amplifier or 
speakers. There is a possibility of 
getting a sizable electric shock 
when working on the amplifier, a~d 
the amp and speakers can be reassem- 
bled with various components "out of, 
phase." The system won't yield op- 
timum performance. 

Don't turn on the amplifier without 
speakers attached, and don't con- 
nect and disconnect speakers with 
the amplifier on. The speakers 
function as part of the output stage 
of the amplifier. Running the amp with- 
out speakers causes slight but per- 
manent damage to the amplifier out- 
put stage, which may become notica- 
ble if this type of abuse is contin- 
ued . 

Turn the volume control down and 
center the balance control on the 
amplifier before turning the 
amplifier on. This will prevent 



voltage surges from damaging the 
speakers when the amplifier is 
turned on. 

Don't wire more speakers on to the 
stereo than it was designed to han- 
dle. Extra speakers only put extra 
demands on the amplifier and can 
potentionally degrade the perfor- 
mance of the speakers.

Make sure that the speakers are i 
rated to handle more power than the 
cmplifier will put out, especially \ 
if you like to "crank it up." A 
good rule is to use speakers that 
will handle at least half again 
as much wattage as the amplifier 
puts out. If the amp puts out 
10 watts per channel, the speakers 
should handle 15 watts each; 20 
watts per channel, 30 watts per 
speaker; 50 watts per channel, 75 
watts per speaker, ect. Following 
this formula will prevent the 
speakers from being destroyed when 
things get really loud. 

Good speakers should have a "flat 
response" from 20hz (20 cycles 
per second) to 20khz (20,000 cycles 
per second) . Speakers with "flat 
response" will produce sounds to 
the absolute limit of human hearing. 
It is easy to get speakers that 
are "flat" in the high frequencies, 
but speakers that put out good bass 
are expensive. "Flat" response 
may be sacrificed in some cases 
for speakers that are more "sensi- 
tive." In other words, "flat" 
speakers will produce crystal 
clear sound. "Sensitive" speakers 



produce loud sound. If you can 
afford them, speakers are available 
that are "flat" and "sensitive" 
at the same time. 

Speaker placement plays an impor- 
tant part in the overall performance 
of your system. Speakers should 
be spaced at least eight feet 
from each other, and at most, 
thirty-two feet. They should never 
directly face each other. It is 
also advisable to isolate the 
turntable from the speakers to 
prevent acoustic feedback. 

One last suggestion. Don't splice 
together speaker wires, or any 
signal carrying wires in the 
systme. A bad splice will inhibit 
power transfer in the system, as 
well as running a risk of oper- 
ating the amplifier with no load 
or a short circuit across the out- 
put. There's also a 50-50 chance 
of wiring the speakers "out of 
phase." Use only wire designed 
for speaker installations. 

The best wire for home stereo has 
clear insulation with one strand of 
copper wire and one of steel. Connect 
the copper to the red ot "+" terminal 
of the amp and speaker, and connect 
the steel to the "-" terminal. If 
you have a system that uses RCA phono 
jacks (the typical stereo connector) 
it's probably worth the money to buy 
speaker cables. 

With careful watching and set up, even 
cheap components can sound pretty good.

$200 Worth of WWLR 
Albums Stolen.

A juvenile has been charged with 
stealing $200-$250 worth of albums 
from LSC radio station WWLR, accord- 
ing to WWLR General Mar.ager Scott 
Walters . 

Walters said that the juvenile, 
whose name was not released, was 
"working there as vacation person- 
nel." LSC students were on vaca- 
tion from March 31 to April 6. 

According to Walters, 25-30 albums 
were stolen. He said that station 
personnel started to notice that 
albums were disappearing around mid- 
February . 

"They just went from one to three 
albums a weekend, until the end of 
March," Walters said. 

The person being charged with the 
theft had access to the radio sta- 
tion on Sunday mornings to do a 
show, according to Walters. He 
said that he believes the albums 
were stolen then. 

Walters said that state police and 
the Vermont State Attorney will be 
prosecuting the case. : 'A11 steps 
will be taken to see that this per- 
son will not be stealing albums 
again," he said. 

Walters said that the Vermont State 
Police have recovered some of the 
albums, and they will be returned 
to the station after prosecution. 

State Police referred attempts 
to verify the case to state's 
Attorney Dale Gray, who declined 
to comment saying he wasn't aware 
of the case and if he were he 
could not comment because the case 
involved a juvenile.

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Faculty Assembly 
Approves 16 New Courses

The Faculty Assembly considered 
17 proposed new courses recommended 
by the Curriculum Committee on 
Tuesday, approving 16 and failing 
to approve one. A four credit 
business course, "Computer Ap- 
plications in Business" was not 
approved due to questions about 
the prerequisites and contents of 
the course. 

The course was intended to show 
computers in business uses in 
" a variety of local settings," 
according to Harrison Welles, in- 
structor of business administration. 
The course does not automatically 
return, due to non-approval, 
to the Curriculm committee for 
re-evaluation, but must be re- 
submitted by the department . 

Ferguson McKay, Chairman of the 
Faculty informed the assembly that 
the approved courses would not 
naccesarily be offered next year, 
but that the final decision was 
made by the administration. 

The assembly nominated six faculty 
to the Presidential Advisory Com- 
mittee. Three faculty members, 
David Conant, Catherine DeLeo, 
and Ferguson McKay, were nominated 
in March by President Janet G. 
Murphy and asked to serve on the 
committee by Vermont State Colleges 
Chancellor, Richard Bjork. All 
declined to serve unless elected 
by the assembly. 

The six faculty nominated by the 
assembly were: Mary Bisson, David 
Bradley, June Elliott, Barry 
Hertz, Ferguson McKay, and Alfred 
Toborg. Three people from the 
nominations will be elected on 
April 15. 

The faculty received both a 
majority and minority report from 
the Executive Committee. Both 




reports were included "because 
there was a substantial split on 
the questions involved," according 
to the Executive Committee report. 

The majority report recommended 
that a new academic policies 
usually under the jurisdiction 
of the Academic Standards Committee. 
Also recommended was the elimination 
of the Admissions committee. 

The minority of the Executive Com- 
mittee recommended that the Ad- 
missions Committee also review can- 
didates for graduation, thus freeing 
the ASC to deal with academic 
policies. The Admissions Committee 
would be called the Admissions 
and Graduation Committee under the 
minority plan . 

Mary Bisson, chairman of the ASC, 
spoke in favor of the minority 
plan, explaining that the com- 
mittee has "180 transcripts and 
catalogs to go through" before 
the end of the semester. "We 
have no time for anything else," 
she said. 

The assembly decided to send both 
reports to the Structure and Wel- 
fare Committee for decision. 

In other business the faculty: 

— Nominated David Conant, Cath- 
erine DeLeo, Jon Fitch, and Merle 
Woodal for the three tenured pos- 
itions on the Structure and Wel- 
fare Committee for next year. 

— Nominated June Elliott, Pat- 
rick Gannon, and Barry Hertz to 
fill the two untenured positions 
on the Structure and Welfare 
Committee . 

— Approved 27 candidates for 
December, 1982 graduation. 

— Failed to approve, 18-8, an 
Exercise Science concentration 
in Physical Education. 

— Approved course title changes 
for the Behavorial Science, 
Psychology, and Education depart- 
ments . 

— Approved a change in Research 
Seminar from 3 credits to 4 credits 
by adding a lab in non-parametric 
analysis. 

— Refered, because of John Muz- 
zey's motion, the question of the 
number of reasonable courses to 
be required for a major, to ad 
hoc committee. 
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Murphy Upholds 
Edge/Simpers 
Decision

LSC President Janet Murphy up- 
held a three day suspension, 
and disciplinary probation given 
to LSC students Jake Edge and 
Wendy Simpers, by the LSC Judiciary 
Committee. 

Edge and Simpers received the 
disciplinary action as a result 
of an incident which occured on 
Saturday, February 19, during 
winter weekend. 

Edge and Simpers were spotted 
with beer in the theatre, during 
a talent show and were asked to 
leave by security members. After 
they refused to leave and after 
harassing security officers they 
eventually left. 

As a result of the events in the 
theatre, Edge and Simpers were 
called before the LSC Judiciary 
Committee and given the three 
day suspension and disciplinary 
probation for the rest of the 
semester . 

Edge and Simpers being displeased 
with the decision made an appeal 
to Murphy and were unsuccessful 
with the appeal although a por- 
tion of it was altered. 

Murphy changed the days which were 
originally given on Wednesday, 
Thursday, and Friday before Spring- 
break to Thursday, Friday, and 
Saturday so that Edge and Simpers 
would not miss a lot of work. 
The days given being just before 
vacation would not be very hard 
days .

The rebel in me 
flushes red at the assignment of 
"have" and "have-not" roles to the 
employed and unemployed. Perhaps 
I am too ego-centric and arrogant 
but I refuse to teach your how 
to be second class peons and suck 
up to The Man. (oops, my leftist 
slip is showing) . 

By now you may be thinking, "That's- 
fine, Girrell.

The LSC Men's Baseball team split 
a double-header with Nasson College 
on April 10 in Springvale, Maine.

Sunday 1 s games were played under 
cloudy skies with the temperature 
hovering aroung 40°.

The team had previously played three 
exhibition games in Connecticut in 
preparation for the coming season.

Bill Fitzgerald, who pitched the 
first game, gave up only eight 
hits, struck out three batters, 
and allowed two runs to score.

lOO Applicants 
For Presidential 
Position

The Chancellor's Office of the 
Vermont State Colleges has re- 
ceived one hundred applications 
for the office of president of 
LSC as of April 20th, according 
to Chancellor Richard E. Bjork. 

Bjork said that he expects 120 
more applications to arrive before 
the end of this month. So far 
not one of the applicants is from 
LSC or any of the other Vermont 
State college. 

The most stressed qualifications 
for a candidate are the ability 
to anticipate the needs of the 
students and the community and to 
use the resources of the college 
to serve those needs. 

"We have to devote considerable 
attention to where the students 
are" said Bjork. Several times 
he brought up the point that a 
high percentage of LSC students 
are out of state and that today's 
economy is causing more and more 
students to attend college in 
their home states. The ability 
to attract students, both full 
and part time, will weigh heavily 
in a candidates favor. 

Also important is a "sense of 
spirit and community" according 
to Bjork. He said that President 
Murphy was excellant with estab- 
lishing a good relationship be- 
tween LSC and the community. In 
his eyes "Lyndon already had good 
spirit, " the new president will 
have to build on. He mentioned 
that a lack of spirit had been 
a problem in the past few years 
at Johnson State College, just 
as financial problems had plagued 
LSC in the past. 

Now that LSC is "past the point 
where every day is a financial 
crisis" economic skills would not 
be a central point in the choosing 
of a new president. Also not im- 
portant as leadership abilities 
is the degrees a candidate hold. 
The first item of the list of 
qualifications sent out by the 
Chancellor's office is "advanced 
degrees in academic, business, ad- 
ministrative, and/or legal fields," 
but Bjork stated that "We aren't 
overly concerned with the degrees 
a person has. It is not ab- 
solutely essential that the person 
has a Phd."

Grading System Should Be Change 



To the Editor -. 

This letter concerns the current 
grading system at Lyndon State 
College. 

The current grading system entitles 
cumulative points of 4.0, 3.0, 
2.0, 1.0, and 0, or A, B, C, D, 
F respectively. I feel this system 
of grading does not accurately 
represent the grades students 
achieve. 

I talked to Dr. Fingerhut about 
this and asked him if he felt 
a student with a 70 average 
should get the same mark as a 
student with a 79 average. He 
said, "yes". I then asked him if 
an 85 average is the same as a 
76 average. He said, "No, one's 
a B and the other is a C." Here 
is an instance where both intervals 
have a 9 point spread, but only 
the latter one comes close to 
representing the difference. 
Should a student with a 79 get 
the same mark as a student with 
a 70? 



Here ' s an example of how the LSC 
grading system can hurt your 
cumulative average: 

Say a student takes 40 classes, 
3 credits each resulting in 120 
total credit hours. The grades 
he/she obtains in the 40 classes 
are: 

# of classes/ grade 

5 95 

5 88 

5 85 

5 80 

5 79 

5 75 

5 71 

5 68 

Under the current grading system 
the total cumulative average 
would be a 2.5. Now lets look 
at a more representative system, 
where possible grades are 4.0, 3. 
3.5, 3.0, 2.75, 2.5, 2.0, 1.75, 
1.5, 1.0, and 0; here A, B+, 
B, B-, C+, C, C-, D+, D, D-, 
and F correlate to the above res- 
pectively.

As you can see the grading system 
at LSC only can lower your cumulative 
grade point average. I have at- 
tended other schools and none of 
them have used the system LSC 
uses, and for good reason as 
shown here. The proposed grading 
system I have shown seems to be 
popular with many schools since 
it more accurately represents a 
students' achievement. Because of 
this, graduates from other colleges 
and universities will have an 
edge over LSC graduates in their 
search for a job. This is the main 
reason why a change is needed. 
Why should we make it more dif- 
ficult than it already is for 
Lyndon State graduates to find jobs? 
I would like to know how other 
students and faculty feel about 
our grading system.

"As far as the State Police are 
concerned, the case is closed." 

Walters said that 15 albums worth 
around $125 were recovered and 
returned. Walters said he ex- 
pected more albums to be returned 
to the station when the albums 
that were sold by the juvenile 
are picked up and brought in. 
Albums that won't be recovered 
will have to be replaced at the 
expense of the station, he said.

Encore Of Winter Hits The Eastern U.S. 



Last Sunday, the encore of win- 
ter brought Lyndonville 8 1/2 
inches of snow, Montpelier 10", 
Sutton 15" , Burlington 15" , Bris- 
tol, 26". 

After this storm moved away, 
another one traveled up the coast 
and stalled right over us with the 
bulk of the cold air over New 
York and Pennyslvania. North- 
western New Jersey received 15 
inches of snow from this second 
storm. Flurries extended as far 
south as the Washington D.C. area. 



Tuesday morning Lyndonville re- 
ceived one inch of snow, and on 
Thursday morning the top of Vail 
Hill received on additional 1 1/2" 
of snow.

4 'Apple" Used For 
Visual Effects

An Exhibit featuring visual 
effects achieved using an 
"Apple" computer system and color 
television camera took place on 
April 19 in the Harvey Academic 
Center . 

The exhibit included computer art 
and graphics and a complete dem- 
onstration of how the system 
worked. Communication Arts and 
Sciences Assistant Professor 
Robin Brown, who was in charge 
of the demonstration, explained 
how the camera picked up the video 
signal and^ sent it to the com- 
puter in much the same way a 
camera does to a television monitor, 

Once the computer receives the 
signal it can present it in one 
of four ways on the monitor, 
Brown said. The desired pattern 



is punched into a keyboard and 
the computer displays that pat- 
tern, he said. 

The patterns range from shadow 
effects to monochromatic and 
multi-colored images.

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MS: A Serious Disorder

Sandy Williams, a registered 
nurse from Newport, VT told a 
forum on Premenstrual Syndrome 
(PMS) that doctors have consistently 
failed to recognize PMS as a serious 
female disorder. 

Doctors have simply pushed issue 
aside with actions such as ad- 
ministering placebos for treatment, 
according to the literature on 
the subject. 

The symposium was held in the Alex- 
ander Twilight Theatre on April 22 
with some 80 people in attendence. 

Williams also discussed severe 
bodily discomforts associated 
with PMS such as migraine headaches , 
backaches, nausea, and many other 
distressing discomforts. 

She stressed to women who wished 
to determine whether they were 
suffering from PMS that all the 
associated symptoms are cyclic. 

Women in attendence were given 
charts and advised to log periods 
of pain tension, lethargy, or 
any other feelings of irregularity 
or discomfort. The theory is that 
if a woman is experiencing any of 
these symptoms consistently 
during her monthly menstrual 
cycle, she is most likely suf- 
fering from PMS. 



Symptoms are in no way necessarily 
physical. An overwhelmingly 
high number of cases are on record 
of women suffering from severe 
irritability, depression and even 
aggression, according to Williams. 

Williams also spoke of difficulties 
many women are having attaining 
progesterone, a drug helpful in 
balancing hormone levels in the 
female body. 

She said that doctors are leary 
of giving too much of the drug to 
women out of fear that it may 
be corcinogenic, athough, so far, 
absolutely np proof of that has 
been produced. 

Finally, Williams stresse the 
importance of women suffering 
from PMS to seek support groups 
made up of women with the same 
disorder . 

She stresses the importance of 
letting out emotions and getting 
feelings out in the open with 
peers. And she stresses the im- 
portance of relating premenstrual 
feelings and anxieties to the 
family.

Part-timers Warn 80% Pay Increase

LSC's part-time faculty has 
requested an 80% pay increase 
without benefits to go in effect 
by the time classes begin next 
September . 

In an April 13 letter, written by 
members of the Lyndon Adjunct Facul- 
ty Association, a part-time union, 
the part-timers asked for the 
increase to go in effect by Sep- 
tember 1, 1983. The letter was 
signed by 14 part-time faculty 
members . 



The letter was sent to LSC Presi- 
dent Janet Murphy, Dr. Richard 
Bjork, Vermont State College's 
Chancellor, and members of the 
Vermont State Colleges Board of 
Trustees . 

Murphy responded the next day in 
a letter to Cristal Brown, the 
Chairman of the LAFA, saying 
that the Vermont "Legislature 
has not acted upon its VSC bud- 
get. Therefore, neither the (VSC) 
system or the individual colleges 
know what their financial situation 
will be for next year."

SAGA Service 

May Be 
Discontinued

After 17 years of serving LSC, 
SAGA Food Services is close to 
losing their contract to serve the 
Vermont State Colleges. It ap- 
pears that the contract will be 
awarded to Professional Food 
Management, according to Richard 
Boera, dean of business affairs. 

The VSC Board of Trustees is 
scheduled to award the contract to 
PFM on May 6 according to Boera . 
He said that it is "likely that 
the trustees will approve the 
contract" and added that "we're 
not very happy about it at Lyndon." 

LSC was the only college making 
recommendations to the Board of 
Trustees that voted to retain SAGA. 

Boera said that Johnson State, 
Castleton State, -and Vermont 
Technical College did not support 
SAGA. 

Roger Murphy, director of finance 
for the VSC Chancellor's office 
said that PFM "had a superior 
proposal," mainly PFM's management 
approach and "significantly lower 
costs. " 

Murphy said that next year's tuition 
and fee schedul es are due to be set 
on May 3 . Should the contract be 
awarded to PFM Murphy said that 
there would be no increase in stu- 
dent's food bills. 

According to Murphy and Mark 
Boucher, manager of SAGA at LSC, 
most of the personnel currently 
employed by SAGA should be hired 
by PFM.

governance and/or committee struc- 
ture, powers and duties of leader- 
ship and general membership, and 
an amending process. 

The Whitakers stated that one of 
LOCO's major concerns for next year 
is the shuttle bus for commuters 
and who would finance it. 

They said that LOCO is currently 
negotiating a grant to help cover 
the cost of the bus. LOCO must 
however come up with 20% of the 
total cost of the bus in order to 
get the grant. 



The Whitakers said that since LOCO 
is recognized club, it will be able 
to submit a budget proposal and 
the 20% will be part of LOCO's bud- 
get for the 1983-84 academic year. 

In other news, the Senate approved 
a request made by Shanna Silverbush 
for financial assistence for a 
Cabaret she is putting as an inde- 
pendent study project. 

Silverbush said that because she is 
doing it for a class, she has no 
budget to work with.

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LSC Presidency: Responsibilities 

and Rewards

The position of president of 
LSC involves many duties, the most 
important involving representing 
the college to the outside world. 

According to president Janet 
Murphy her job entails "dealing 
with all kinds of people, students, 
faculty, administration, fellow 
adminstrators, people in the 
communtiy, legislators..." 

It is the president who is re- 
sponsible for making sure the 
academic standards are high. 
The job involves bringing in out- 
side income, such as grants; balan- 
cing the budget; and seeing that 
the faculty is of the highest 
caliber. 

Murphy said a president must 
"select the best people, who think 
of their position not just as a 
job but as something important 
in their life." She said, "You're 
only as good as those around you." 

In compensation for the many duties 
performed, the starting salary 
for the president of LSC if 
$35,000 a year. According to James 
McCarthy, dean of administration, 
this figure is "not extremely 
high" for the salary of a college 
president . 



In addition to a salary there are 
substantial fringe benefits 
including a fully maintained cam- 
pus house, a college-owned car, 
health insurance, and a retirement 
fund . 

Richard Boera, dean of business 
affairs, said that he could not 
give a figure on how much the 
utilities and upkeep of the presi- 
dents 's house cost. He did give 
a figure or $9,000 each year for 
the mortage. This figure repre- 
sents the refinancing of the house 
by the Vermont State Colleges to 
raise revenues. 

For items not budgeted there is 
the President's Fund, which amounts 
to between $10,000 and $15,000 a 
year . 

According to Boera this money is 
"mainly for entertainment purposes. . 
not a supplement to the presidents 
income." McCarthy said that the 
fund goes to events at the presi- 
dent's house, sudh as receptions 
for new students , and entertaining 
legislators. In addition it 
serves to 1 support emergencies that 
come up . "

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Search For President One Step Closer

The question of who would succeed 
Janet Murphy as president of LSC 
came one step closer to being 
answered last week as the commit- 
tee to review the applications 
met . 

The committee, composed of 
representatives from LS£, 
members of The Board of Trustees, 
and the Chancellor- of- the Vermont 
State Colleges, met on April 28 
to review the applications and 
narrow down the number of appli- 
cants for the job. 



According to committee member 
Mary Bisson the number was cut 
down from approximately 120 to 
20. These 20 will be sent letters 
from the Chancellor asking them to 
explain in detail their educational 
philosophy and plans for the 
college . 

Bisson said that the committee 
would meet again towards the end 
of this month to narrow down the 
applicants to 5 or 6 finalists, 
who will then be interviewed in 
June. She said that while the 
representatives from LSC could 
make recommendations, the final 
decision will be made by the 
Board of Trustees. 



Student Activities Fee May Be Raised 



The Student Senate convened on Mon- 
day, May 2, and the major issues 
surrounded the possible raising of 
the Student Activities Fee, funding 
of the shuttle bus, and SAC's bud- 
get problems . 

The present Activities fee stands 
at $68, and as Senate President 
Sheldon-Ball noted, organizations 
like WWLR and the Critic will be 
asking for more money at Sunday's 
treasurers meeting. 

Three fee hikes were discussed: $2, 
$4, and $6 a semester. A $6 semester 
hike would raise the fee to as high 
as $.80 over the academic year . 

The Senate calculated that if 950 
students paid the $80 that the 83- 
84 Senate budget would stand at 

$76,000 almost $12,000 more than 

the 82-83 figure. 

In opposition to a $4 or $6 activi- 
ties hike, Chip McKay, Senate treasu- 
rer, said, "Does anyone here want 
to say to to the student body that 
we're taking $8,000., and we're going 
to tell you how it should be spent. 
That ' s what we ' re doing . " 



Ball pointed out that $8,000 was 
"peanuts" as far as the LSC budget 
was concerned. 

Ball suggested a vote, and the majo- 
rity of the nine members present 
agreed that the $8 figure would be 
a sufficient number to bring to the 
treasurers' meeting. 

The SAC budget was reviewed. Accord- 
ing to Larry McCoy, coordinator of 
student activities, SAC is $110 in 
the red and still awaiting bills 
from SAGA dating back to the Spring 
semi-formal . 

The Senate discussed the possibili- 
ty of having the administration fund 
the shuttle bus service. 

Ball said that the Senate may dis- 
continue the service unless the 
administration agrees to pay at 
least 50% of the cost. 

Jake Edge, sophomore commuter, noted 
that the bus isn't being used enough. 

"I've ridden the bus fifteen times 
lately, and nobody rides it. It's 
not worth it f " he said.

Editor for the 1983-84 aca- 
demic year were held on May 
29, but will be reheld. 

Paula Trahan Editor-in-chief of 
the Critic , said that the 
elections will be reheld be- 
cause there was no clear 
distinction as to who was 
elegible to vote prior to the 
election. 

Trahan said that the re-election 
date will be May 13. Those 
eligible to vote include stu- 
dents who have contributed 
something to the Critic in the 
1982-83 academic year, she said. 

A notice, written by Trahan, 
stated that "the Critic staff 
will elect the Editor-in-Chief 
and the Associate Editor." In 
the next sentence, it said, 
"Come down and cast your vote." 



Steve Scrivani, Associate Editor 
said that the notice printed 
last week for the Critic elec- 
tion may have caused the mix-up. 

It is explained in the Critic 
constitution in Article III, 
section one that "the Critic 
editors and staff, shall, during 
the week of the following spring 
recess, elect either one Editor 
one Assistant Editor, or two 
Co-Editors, to serve for the 
following year." 

When the elections took place, 
Mike Whaley won, 12 votes to 10 
against Steve Scrivani for the 
position of Editor-in-Chief, 
while Jake Edge won, 14 votes to 
8 over Ellen Cronin for the po- 
sition of Associate Editor. 

Trahan said next year the con- 
stitution will be modified. 
She added "this is the first 
time we have ever had a for- 
mal election." 
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Suspects 
Apprehended 
In Shooting

Two suspects were apprehended as 
the result of a shooting incident 
which occurred Thursday morning, 
according to State Trooper Lionel 
Bachand.

Johnsbury, turned around by the 
Lyndon Motel and passed by him a 
second time . 

Walters said that the car turned 
around a third time and as it 
passed hime, it slowed down, at 
which point someone stuck their 
arm out the car window. 

Walters said that he dove to the 
ground as he heard what sounded 
like gun shots being fired. 

He said that he called thestate 
police after he was able to iden- 
tify a few of the license plate 
digits and the color of the car. 

Trooper Bachand said that the sus- 
pects — the driver of the vehicle 
and the person who fired the 
shots , were apprehended at "Dunkin 
Donuts" in St. Johnsbury. 

Bachand said that the two suspects, 
who were going to be charged with 
simple assalt with physical menace, 
meant the incident to be a joke. 

Walters, who is going to press 
charges, said that the state at- 
torney told him it would be an 
open-and-shut case and that Walters 
would "have the last laugh during 
visiting hours."

Leahy TD Deliver 
Commencement 
Address 

U.S. Senator Patrick Leahy, a 
Democrat from Vermont, will 
deliver the commencement add- 
ress to the 175 LSC graduates 
of the class of 1983. 

The 71st commencement will be 

held on Sunday, May 22, at 1:00 PM. 

Senator Leahy came to the Senate 
after serving as State's Attorney 
for over eight years in Vermont's 
most populous region, Chittenden 
County. He distinguished him- 
self as a tough prosecutor and 
successfully argued more cases 
before the Vermont Supreme Court 
than any county prosecutor in 
the state's history. He gained 
national attention and honors when, 
in 1974, he was selected as one 
of three outstanding prosecutors 
in the county. 

A native Vermonter, Senator Leahy 
graduated from St. Michael's 
College in 1961 and earned his law 
degree at Georgetown University 
in 1964. 

He serves on four major Senate 
committees: Agriculture, Nut- 
rition and Forestry; Appropriations; 
Judiciary; and the Select Com- 
mittee on Intelligence. During 
the 98th Congress, he was ranking 
minority member of the Agriculture 
Committee; the District of Columbia 
Subcommittee of the Appropriations 
Committee; and the Security an 
Terrorism Subcommittee of the 
Judiciary Committee. 

In addition to serving on various 
other subcommittees, he is also a 
member of the Commission on 
Security and Cooperation in Europe , 
which monitors the 1975 Helsinki 
accords on Human rights, and a 
member of the Canada-United States 
Interparliamentary Group.

Last Monday, 7 tornadoes in New 
Yord State and 11 tornadoes in 
Ohio raged havoc, causing two 
fatalities in Chautauqua, New 
Your; one in Weston Ohio and one 
in Brecksville Ohio. There have 
been only 7 fatalities from pre- 
vious tornadoes in New York State 
since 1916. Also, a tornado 
touched down near Lebanon, New 
Hampshire late Monday night. 

A very dramatic gust front literally 
roared through at 1:30 a.m. Tuesday 
morning with winds raging up to 
50 mph. Here on Vail Hill, a 
lightening bolt struck not too far 
from the maintenance yard. Winds 
gusted up to 71mph at the Burling- 
ton Airport. The Passumpsic River 
flooded over it's banks causing 
route 122 to close temporarily. 
The river was rising at the rate 
of one inch every 5 minutes. 

All this severe activity was due 
to a front that remained, for the 
most part stationary in our 
vicinity for a whole week. This 
front finally moved off the coast. 

Fair weather will be with us 
through Saturday morning, then 
another front will stall over us 
for another couple of days .

The Faculty Assembly discussed a 
wide range of topics from academic 
waivers to nominations for a new 
chairman, at their Tuesday meeting. 

The debate about waivers centered 
around the procedure for granting 
them as outlined in sections of 
two application forms recommended 
for adoption by the Executive Com- 
mittee. In response to faculty ques- 
tions, Ferguson McKay, chairman of 
the faculty and the Executive Com- 
mittee, explained that the committee 
sought to "eliminate the Dean (of 
Academic Affairs) entirely" from 
the waivers process. 



John DeLeo, assistant professor of 
recreation, said that legal problems 
could possibly result and that hav- 
ing the Academic Dean sign each 
waiver might lessen those problems. 

Associate Dean Perry Viles explained 
that he signed the letters inform- 
ing students of waiver decisions 
which amounted to "tacit recogni- 
tion" of the decision made by the 
Academic Standards Committee. 

The Executive Committee also recom- 
mended that "no course should be re- 
quired or prerequisite unless it is 
offered at least once every four 
semesters on a regular basis." 
The assembly approved the recommen- 
dation .

Other recommendations dealt with im- 
proving knowledge of academic poli- 
cies to assist in advising students 
as well as mandating monthly meetings 
between the Dean and Department 
Chairpersons to coordinate "course 
offerings and major reguirements , 
so that problems with students 1 
programs are minimized." All of the 
proposals of the Executive Commit- 
tee were approved by the faculty. 

The Assembly approved two amendments 
to their by-laws which created a 
new Academic Policy Committee. 

The amendments were recommended by 
the Structure and Welfare Committee. 

Another proposal intended to disband 
the Admissions Committee failed to 
gain approval by the faculty. 

The approved amendments passed by 
a two-thirds majority and must do 
so again at the September meeting 
before they come into effect.
